25 New Plants Invest 
Almost $50,000,000 
With More Coming 


The State of Alabama in 1937 ex- 
perienced one of its best years from 
the standpoint of industrial de- 
velopment, according to a _ state- 
ment issued by Presideut Benjamin 
Russel! of the Alabamo State Cham- 
ber of Commerce based on compila- 
tion of data by John M. Ward, Secre- 
tary of the State Chamber. 

Twenty-five new industries es- 
tablished in Alabama during 1937 
represent a total invested capital of 
$45,000,000 to $50,000,000 with fur- 
ther investments anticipated by some 
of these companies. These plants on 
completion will give employment to 
approximately 5,000 Alabama men 
women and add $5,500,000 annually 


In most cases the new plants will 
manufacture products not heretofore | 
made in the state, thus showing that | 
Alabama industry is yearly becoming | 
more diversified and that the state 
js approaching a better balanced in- | 

dustrial development. Among pro-| 
ducts that will be manufactured by 
the new industries are tin plate, fer- 
ro silicon, aluminum oxide, inulating | 
hoard, compound wood veneer, ladies 
silk underwear, dress shirts, cotton 
yarns, knitted fabrics, dry ice, wood- } 
working products, naval stores from |} 
pine stumps, kraft paper, cooking | 
and salad oil, vinegar. 

These new industries will not only 
give employment and make large 
payrolls but they will also utilize | 
quantities of Alabama raw materials | 
including coal, iron ore, sand and | 
gravel, lime and limestone, pine, hard- 
woods, cotton cloth, pine stumps, 
ete, and many of the products now 
made by existing industries. 

With the paper industry coming | 
South, Alabama has benefitted great- | 
iy not only from mills which have lo- | 
cated in this state furnishing a mar- | 
ket for native pine and producing | 
payrolls for Alabama, but the Bir- 
mingham district has received large

JOBLESS COUNT 
There was om branch of the Gov 
ernment which worked all day on 


the Sunday before Christmas 
answer to a direct appeal from the 
President. He asked this because he 
wanted certain facts in time the 
preparation of his message to Con- 
gress Monday, January 3. 

The branch in question is located 
in an old garage at 17th and Kalor- 
ama Road, bordering a negro dist- 
rict and far from any other govern- 
ment offices. In this remote office 
several hundred clerks have been 
working in three shifts, 24 hours a 
day, to complete the unemployment 
census before Roosevelt's 
to Congress. 

The clerks are temporary employ 
of the Census Bureau—them- 
selves unemployed in many cases 
until they got this two-month’s job. 
They have been editing, punching 
and counting millions of cards that 
came back after the November dis- 
tribution. 

Most of the clerks are 
about half negroes. Their salary 
around three to four dollars a day. 

The first tally from their cards 
has now been completed and sent to 
the White Houst.

We are all agreed that business condi- 
tions in Shelby county are not as good as we all would 
like them to be. Our merchants do not sell enough 
goods, Our professional men are not able to collect 
their bills as they would like to do. There are many 
people in our county who do not have as high a stand- 
ard of living as they deserve to have. There are many 
of our people who do not have work, For too many 
of those who do work, the wages are not as high as 
they ought to be. Too much of the business that ought 
to be transacted in Shelby county between Shelby 
county business men and their neighbors goes out into 
other counties and states. 

Too many of our farms do not produce enough 
to provice a reasonably adequate income for the sup- 
port of the farm family. Too much of our good soil 
has heen wasted, carried off by erosion, which in turn 
encouraged by the failure to grow winter cover 


Le) 
crops that would protect the soil. Too many of our 
farmers are not able to buy the seed for these winter 
crops that they themselves know they ought to plant. 
Too many of our farmers are not in position to under- 
Lake to grow the new crops they themselves know they 
ough’ to be growing. Too many have to follow the 
one-crop method of farming, when they would like to 
Lo using more progressive methods. Too much of our 
county's wealth haa been wasted through the burning 
off from year to year of our forest lands, and through 
the practice of wrong methods in handling the timber 
that our forest lands have yielded. With all that has 
heen +e 
years tuken into account, which indeed has been a 
large sum, it is not unreasonable to say that if we 
hat started just ten years ago to practice the right 
methads of forestry, the yield would have been twice 
aa grout, 

These are just a few of the things that might be 
rr, voned aa affecting vitally the welfare of every 
man and ‘women, every boy and girl in our county. 
‘Thousands of our fine boys and girls do not get to 
attend school and college as they would like to do, 
ihosause there conditions prevail.

Our leaders ought to be thinking about these 
things. They ought to be thinking together. Out of 
our collective thinking would come, doubtless, some 
plans for making improvements, 

In thinking of the needs of our county, one is 
reminded that we have already one organization that 
is undertaking some fine constructive work. This is 
our Shelby County Conservation Association. 

This association, reorganized within the year, is 
sponsoring a movement to establish a great’ game 
preserve in the central part of the county, where the 
principles of conservation as applied to our forest 
lands may be worked out. 

For one very important thing everything possible 
is to be done to keep fire out of the lands to be in- 
cluded in this preserve. This will undoubtedly mean 
a more rapid growth and a better quality of pine trees. 
For another interesting part of the project, game will 
be protected, more game will it is hoped be planted, to 
the end that in a few years Shelby county will be lots 
better off in the way of providing wholesome outdoor 
recreating for all the people.

TOWNS AND CITIES WIN FIGHT TO 
GET U. S. AID ON ELECTRIC PLANTS — 
At last the country has found out that it is not 
against the constitution for a town or city to borrow 


money from the United States government with which 
to build its own electric light and power plant. The 
Supreme Court said so in a unanimous opinion an- 
nounced Monday. 

This decision of the court will open the way for 
starting work on more than 60 plants that had been 
started in as many towns and cities and on which work 
had been stopped by injunctions issued by certain judges 
of minor federal courts. The Supreme Court's decision 
swept away all these injunctions and gave the signal 
to go ahead.Nearly $150,000,000 will be spent on those 
plants that have been started already.

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THE OFFICE OF ATTORNEY 
GENERAL 


In Alabama, the office cf Attorney 
General was created by the Consti 
tution and is clothed with all the pow- 
ers and functions devolving upon it 
under the common law except where 
some Constitutional Statute may pro- 
vide otherwise. The legislature from 
time to time has enacted laws whith 
have placed additional duties upon 
the Attorney General's office. Dur- 
ing recent years these duties have 
grown to assume tremendous propor- 
tions. As these duties have increased 
additional assistants have had to be 
provided, Conditions arise from time 
to time which make it necessary to 
employ Special assistants to look 
after certain litigations in which the 
State is interested. 

During the past fiseal year 580 
opinions were written by the Attor- 
ney General and his Assistants. Four 
hundred and ninety-nine of them have 
been issued since Jauary Ist, of this 
year. Many of these were an inter- 
pretation of the Sales Tax law, the 
Homestead Exemption law and the 
Alcoholic Beverage Control Act. 

It is the duty of the Attorney Gen- 
eval to render opinions to County of- 
ficialx as well as State officials and 
heads of all the departments. 
| Writing these opinions is only a 
part of the Attorney General. He is 
the Chief Law Enforcement officer 
in the Statet and as such he is re- 
euired to represent the State before 
the Court of Appeals and the Su- 
preme Court in all criminal cases ap- 
pealed to these Courts. There are sev- 
eral thousand of these cases that re- 
quire’ his attention each year, 

Cireuit Solicitors may and do call 
upon him for assistance in the in- 
vestigation and prosecution of many 
criminal cases in the Circuit Courts, 

The Attorney General is required 
to institute and direct impeachment 
proceedings against any State or 
County official when requested to do- 
eo by a Grand Jury or directed to do 
so by the Governor. The present At- 
torney General has had a number of 
of this kind since he was 
elocted, 

The Attornev General is required 
to represent the State in all Civil 
Cases in which the Interest of the 
State is involved. Some of this lit!- 
gation does not stop with the State 
'Courts but has to be carried throuch 
the Supreme Court of the United 
Staten. 

The law makes the Attorney Gen- 
eral a member of the Pardon Board, 
a member of the Bonding Commis- 
jsion, a member of the Alabama Me- 
moria! Commission, a member of the 
Pension Commission, a member of the 
State Building Commission and a 
member of the Board of Compromise 
and is required to act as ita Secre- 
tary.

| Retired Justice Van DeVanter’s 
inominal boss during his temporary 
|work in the federal bench of the 
lsouthern New York district will be 
a jurist whom he once overruled in 


a historic case. He is John C. Knox, 
a Democrate appointed by Wilson 
lin 1918. 


In the falf of 1934, Knox upheld the 
NRA in the Spotless Dollar Dying & 
Cleaning case. Five months later, 
in the famous Schechter (sick chick- 


len) decision, the Supreme Court 

unanimously overruled Knox and 

held the law unconstitutional. 
Although differing on this issue 


the two veteran jurists have a com- 
mon bond in another historic con- 
troversy, Both opposed the Presi- 
dent’s court reorganization bill. 

At the height of this battle, Knox 
testified before the Senate Judici- 
ary Committee urging the rejection 
of the legislation. His objection 
centered chiefly on the provision to 
empower the shifting of district and 


circuit jodges. Knox argued this 
would enable the Government to 
“pack” a particular court with 


friendly judges.

Adopts New Regulation 


| 


All Food And Drink, 
Dealers Must Have 
Permits | 


By Dr. BE. F. Sloan, County Mealth Offwer | 


On August 1, 1987 the Alabama 
State Board of Health adopted regu- 
lations governing the sanitation and | 
hygiene of all establishments in 
which foods, confections or bever- 
ages intended for human consymp- 
tion are made, prepared or sold, | 
which are of interest to the citizens, 

These regulations have been adopt- 
ed in order that uniform requirements 
and standard procedure may guide 
and govern the personnel of the state 
and county health departments in’ 
their efforts to protect the public’ 
health from diseases which may be 
transmitted or spread through goods 
and beverages. : 

These regulations provide for the | 
establishment of a permit system 
whereby all new food, and beverage 
establishments, before operations 
may be begun, and annually there- 
after, must obtain a permit from the 
Health Officer, and all establish- 
ments now in operation must qualify 
for permits within a reasonable time 
after the requirements in each in- 
stance are made known to the pro- 
prietor. Before such a permit is is- 
sued by the Health Officer, certain 
section of the regulations must be 
completely complied with and opera- | 
tion without a permit or after a per- 
mit has been revoked, is declared by 
the regulations to be unlawful. | 

Permits for each year may be is- 
sued by the Health Officer at any 
time during a period of 60 days ante- 
dating the due date of privilege li- 
cense and it will not be possible to 
purchase privilege licenses unti) a 
permit from the Health Officer can 
be shown.

One good sign about the recession is the condition of the banks. Al- 
-hough industrial production suffered the sharpest contraction in history 
or so short a time (dropping almost to the 1934 level), bank loans contract 
ed only 2 percent. In other words, the banks did not feel the recession a 
hit. This is in direct with previous slumps, when banks folded 
right and left, 

Reason for this is not only federal deposit insurance, but the fact that 
imonied people now have most of their funds in securities or government 
bonds on deposit in the banks. The banks aren't calling loans any more 
~ecause there weren't many loans to call, 

Regarding the business future beyond 1938, New Deal economists have 
their fingers croseed. If there shov!¢ be a housing boom which they 
don’t think will happen the coun should swing into a major and long 
term period of prosperity. 

Other factors might start such an era. But they think the most im- 
portant factor is a genuine go-through job on the points Roosevelt outlined 
ny his message to Congress namely, lifting the purchasing power of the 
farmer and the low-wage worker. 

Administration economists are telling Roosevelt that if he really pro 
duces this, the prosperity of the USA can be unbounded. 

NOTE Privately, they think he will compromise or that Congress

Few other meats are used in so 
many different ways for hearty 
meals as pork chops, and with the re- 
cent drop in meat prices, pork chops 
are again an excellent meat buy.

Reduced Production | 
Cost of Farm Products 


Industry’s ability to reduce pro- 
duction costs is recognized by econo- 
mists as a major factor in increasing 
the use of industrial products. 

That agriculture can learn much 
from industry’s example is evident. 
Lower production costs on crops and 
livestock undoubtedly would increase 
the margin of profit for farmers and 
ranchmen and increase the consump- 
tion of farm and ranch products. 

Certain well-known, but too little- 
used, practices are fundamental basis 
for lower costs of livestock product- 
ion. Good pastures, widely used, are 
one of these. Another is the maxi- 
|mum production, proper care, and use 
‘of home-grown grains and roughages. 
A third is the use of rations econo- 
mically and efficiently balanced with 
protein-rich concentrates. 

On this subject, Dr. F. B. Morrison 
comments, in his standard text 
“Feeds and Feeding”, as follows: 

“As a rule, 
to raise all the needed roughage pos- 
sible on the farm. On the other hand,

it will be found wise | for the 


‘it is often economical to sell more or! 


less of the farm-grown grains and 
replace them with purchased protein- 
rich concentrates which economically 
supplement the farm-grown feeds.” 

Southern farmers, on the’ whole, 
seldom produce a surplus of grains 
and roughages. Many,in fact, pro- 
duce less grain and roughage than 
is needed. For this reason, they need 
such available products as cottonseed

Chairman Joseph P. Kennedy of the Maritime 
Commission is of the opinion that American ship 
lines must have subsidies of around $25,000,000 a year 
if they are to survive, High building and operating 
costs, as compared with those of other countries, are 
the reasons given for the necessity for governmental 
support of tho merchant marine.

While it will cost the taxpayers of the nation an 
estimated $35,000,000 a year to support the program 
designed by Mr. Kennedy and his associates, the sum 
is trifling when compared to the sum sustained by this 
country during the World War.

JAP VICTORY DANGEROUS 
(Contributed) 

The Jajanes military machine continues to achieve 
strategic victories but the embittered Chines  with- 
draw deeper and deeper into the recesses of their 
countries and turn a deaf ear to talk of peace, 

Premier Konoye, it is reported, has advised Jap- 
anese leaders that the failure to bring China to terms 
has created an increasingly grave situation, forcing 
the Japanese government to resort to another course 
of a serious nature. So far, explanation of his re- 
marks has not been offered. 

After six months of fighting the Japanese army 
is busily engaged on extended fronts and the “inci- 
dent” threatens to become a disaster. The entire 
Japanese economic and social set-up demanded a quick 
decision but a long contest seems assured and an im- 
perial conference, the first in twenty-four years, was 
called to chart the course of the island empire. 

Already the economic effects of the war have 
heen profound in Japan. The financial strain of pro- 
longed fighting may prove too much. No one knows 
how long the Chinese will last but if they can keep 
fighting for as much as two years they may bring 
about the downfall of their enemy. 

Japan, proudly determined to rule Asia, may be 
so weakened by the guerilla warefare of the Chinese 
that she will be unable to ‘resist the imposition of 
terms by western nations when the settlement is made. 
In fact, even now, the future of Japan depends upon 
the tolerance of Great Britain and the United States. 
These two nations, by using economic weapons, could 
probably wreck the Japanese program and impoverish 
the Japanese finite

SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 


Mark 2:13-22. Golden Text: Mark 2:17. 


We sometimes hear a plea for the preaching of 
the “simple gospel”, The underlying assumption is 
that the Christian message is spiritual and has no- 
thing to say concerning controversial social questions. 
A writer to the Cleveland Press voices the following 
complaint, “When I go to church on Sunday I want 
food for my soul, Instead, I am reminded from the prl- 
pit of the injustices in the world and even urged to 
assist in bettering conditions on tbe earth.” 

This naive point of view ignores the social passion 
of the Old Testament prophets, and the profound ethi- 
cal note sounded by Jesus. Consider the Lord’s Prayer. 
The heart of it is the petition, “Thy kingdom come, 
thy will be done on earth,” and there are profound 
economic implications in “Give us this day our daily 
bread.” The plain truth is that active rightcousness 
is part and parcel of God's service. And right living 
must be social. However much we may admire the 
heroic patience and resourcefulness of Robinson Cru- 
soe it is obvious that his morality represents a mini- 
mum pattern of conduct. Man in his normal state, is 
intensely gregarious. Hence the greatest of all arta 
is that of living together. We are, as St. Paul in- 
sista, “members one of another.” 

Social action should, therefore, not be considered 
a merely incidental aspect of the Christian discipline. 
It belongs. ps its very center. And it must be 
dofinite. 1b such a perilous world as ours, scething 
with discontent, vague generalities will not do. We 
must follow some concrete plan, faulty as it may prove 
to be in the light of actual experience. All plans re- 
quire revision. They must be tested by the method 
of trial and error. Jesus would be the first to insist 
that His Church must cease to defend existing prac- 
tices that no longer represent the Christian mind, and 
must move forward in the advocacy of “new heavens 
and a new earth, wherein dwelleth righteousness.”

MONTGOMERY—A _ Birmingham 
carpenter received the first unem- 
ployment insurance check issued in 
Alabema when Gov. Bibb Graves last 
weck presented a check for $15 to 
M. J. Owens, 1024 Princeton Ave., 
Birmingham, in a ceremony held in 
the executive office in the presence 
of Social Security Board members 
and other state officials. 

Handing the check to Owen, re-

Potatoes Says Goode 


MONTGOMERY—R. J. 
state commissioner of agriculture, 
is urging Alabama farmers to plant 
certified Irish potato seed. 

“Certified seed, in many instanc- 
es, will produce a yield double 
that of uncertified and poor seed” 
he says in calling attention to the 
fact that dommercial producers in 
South Alabama have corse he! ex- 
perience to plant certified P 

“Be sure to tell the dealer from 
whom you buy your seed that you 
want Alabama certified seed,” he 
advises. “In order that you may 
know whether or not the seed you 
are buying are actually Alabama 
certified seed, look on the bag or 
container of the potatoes, and if you 
find a blue colored tag with the 
State Seal, on which is priated “Cer- 
tified Seed Irish Potatoes, Void 
after June 1, 1938, crop of 1937,” 
you will know that these are Ala- 
bama certified seed. 
| “Bags or containers which have 
| attached to them a red tag, with the 
statement, “Non-certified Seed Irish 
Potatoes,” means that the#e pota- 
toes have not been tested by the De- 
partment, and arte not Alabama 
certified. Potatoes on which the red 
tag appears may have been certi- 
fied in some other state but have 
in Alabama, 
and, therefore, may not produce as 
good yields as those which have 
been certified for Alabama. 

“We would not want to have it 


‘understood that all seed which are 


not Alabama certified may not be 
|good seed, but our service does 
|provide for testing out seed pota- 
toesin Alabama, under Alabama con- 
| satisfactorily and are the freest

STATE BOARD Of ADJUSTMENT 


The State Board of Adjustment wa 
created by an Acto f the 1935 legis- 
lature, approved September 14, 1935, 
and amended by an Acto of the legis- 
lature approved March 1, 1937. The 
Board is composed of the State 
Treasurer, the Secretary of State and 
the State Comptroller, all of whom 
serve without additional pay. 

The purpose of the Board is to 

hear and consider claims for damages 
to person or property growing out 
of any injury done to either persons 
ov property by any agencies of the 
State, and other claims against the 
State as specified in the Act The 
Board sets as a Court and where it 
assesses damages the Comptroller is 
authorized to pay such damages out 
of an appropriation authorized by the 
| Act. The appropriation for the first | 
|year is fixed at $200,000.00 and at 
$50,000.00 for each subsequent year 
if necessary to carry out the pur- 
poses of the Act. 

The claims to be considered by the 
Board are only such as would require 
a special Act of the legislature and 
are known as “relief bills”. The 
members of the legislature do not 
have an opportunity to ascertain all 
of the facts when these relief bills 
are brought up and many of them 
are passed that should not be passed 
|while some just claims are never 
‘considered. This Board makes its 

award after hearing all the facts, and 
claims can be presented and adjusted 
without waiting for the legislature 
,to meet. 

| Claims for personal injury are set- 
itled on the same basis as provided 
in the Workman’s Compensation Act. 

At the beginning of the fiscal year 
1936-37 there were claims pending in | 

|the amount of $119,228.05 and claims | 
filed during the year amounted od 
$104,546.12 making a total amount 
of claims to be considered during the 
year $285,834.17. The total amount 
lof awards made after a careful in- 
vestigation was $46,682.85. Claims 
still pending before the Board at the 
end of the fiscal year amounted to 
$26,539.68. From this it will be ob- | 
served that many of the claims were 
either disallowed or were reduced in 
amount. 

At the time the Board was created 
there were 76 relief bills totaling 
| $209,358.83 pending before the legis- 
lature. The Board investigated these | 
lclaims and made awards amounting | 
to $32,027.79.

“If there is a proved fact in agri- 
culture, it, is to be found in 
the increased value of certified po- 
tato seed over uncertified seed,” says 
Prof. L. M. Ware, head of horticul- 
ture and forestry department, Ala- 
bama Polytechnic Institute. 

In the United States and Canad, 
11,627 comparisons have been made 
of certified and uncertified seed. 
Certified seed have yielded in this 
vast number of comparisons average 
of 46.4 bushels per acre more than 
uncertified seed. This means that 
with no more land, labor, or fertilizer, 
certified seed gave 46.4 bushels 
more potatoes per acte. 

Tests in Alabama in 1937 to de- 
termine the eligiblity of seed pota- 
toes for certification in Alabama 
showed in one set of tests where 94 
different seed lots were being test- 
ed, 20 lots produced more than 200 
bushels per acre, whereas 19 other 
lots produced less than 125 bushels 
per acre. There were 2 lots which 
produced more than 220 bushels 
per acre. The difference was due to 
the quality of the seed. 

“Insist on certified seed. The 
odds are very high that you will get

Old Age Benefits —  ‘Autocaster) 

There is much discussion of the Social Security Act, particularly 
as to its Old Age Pension features. Few are opposed to the general 
principle of providing for the retirement of elderly workers on a fair 
subsistence income, from a fund to which the workers and their em- 
ployers have contributed over a period of years. Many are opposed to 
the mingling of tax money collected for that purpose with the general 
reveaues of the Treasury, as the law now provides. That plan leaves 
the future pension incomes of retiring workers to the whim of some 
future Congress; for the only way Old Age Benefits can be paid is 
by a special appropriation each year. No beneficiary under the Social 
Security Act has any individual contract with the Government, as he 
would with an insurance company, so each runs the risk that some fu- 
ture political revolution or economic catastrophe may deprive him of 
the benefits which the Old Age Benefit tax is supposed to insure. 

That the law needs to be amended to make “security” mean what 
most people think it means is the common opinion. That it can, and 
doubtless will be, so amended, is quite probable. 

An example of a workers’ pension system that works is given in 
the recent annual report of the Railroad Retirement Board. Under 
the law of 1937 covering railroad workers and their widows, 46,000 
of them are receiving disability pensions averaging $58 a month, and 
26,000 get retirement annuities averaging $70 a month, while annui- 
ties and death benefits are being paid to about 
phans of railroad men, The railroad pension fund stands by itself and 
catmot be used for anything else. That is as it should be.—-(Auto- 
easter.)

Second-hand rifles are 
cleaned out, and nobody is making 
new military rifles except the 
United States in government arse- 
nals. The big firms would make the 
guns, but it would take eight months 
and cost $45 per gun.

MONTGOMERY — An increased 
share in the revenue collected by 
the state was asked by the Legisla- 
tive and Executive Committees of 
the Alabama League of Municipali- 
ties in session here last week. The 
total increased revenues sought by 
the officials of the 242 cities and 
towns is estimated at 1,550,000 an- 
nually.

The items include one eighth of | 


the sales tax revenue; double the 
percentage now received from liquor 
profits; increase in share of funds 
collected from net earnings, or ex- 
cise tax; double the share now al- 
located to the cities and towns from 
automobile tax taxes. 

In addition to this increased “cut” 
in revenues as set out above, the 
Committees also seek exemption for 
the cities, towns, and counties from 
the state gasoline tax. The gasoline 
tax now applies to all state activi- 
ties and agencies as well as the polit- 
ical subdivisions of the state. This 
provision became effective on Oct. 
1, 1985. The change was made to 
eliminate, as far as possible, certain 
inequalities which were permissible 
under the old law. The effect of this 
change is reflected, to some degree, 
by the distribution of the gasoline 
tax money to the various counties. 
For the year ending Sept. 30, 1935, 
each county received $74,262.06, 
while for the year ending Sept. 30, 
1937, each county received $97,380.89, 
an increase of $23,118.84 per county, 
or more than 30 per cent. All of this 
increase is not attributable to thie 
one change, but to a general tighten- 


ing up of the law in other respecte —

PANAMA CANAL PAYMENT 
Everybody supposes that Panama 
was paid ten million for the U., S. 
acquistion of the Canal Zone, but 
Panamanians are scowlig these days 
over having come out behind to the 
extent of nearly two million dollars, 

This down payment was made by 
the U. S. to Panama in 1904, but the 
money had strings on it. Only four 
million was paid outright, the other 
six million, with the annual rental of 
$250,000, being set aside for future 
Panamanians to enjoy. 

This was done by requiring that 
Panama put the six million in the 
hands of a fiscal agent, appointed by 
Panama, for investment in the United 
States. The agent until recently was 
William Nelson Cromwell, of the 
powerful New York law firm of Sul- 
livan and Cromwell.

Restoration Week 


A. B. Bristow of Shelby has been 
appointed chairman of National 
Wildlife Restoration Week, March 
20-26, for Shelby county, by Dr. 
Walter B. Jones, Tuscaloosa, presi- 
dent of the Alabama Wildlife Fed- 
eration and vice-president of the Na- 
tional Wildlife Federation. With 
Mr. Bristow will serve the following 
as vice-chairmen Paul O. Luck and 
Luther Fowler of Columbiana. 

“Wildlife Week,” Dr. Jones stated 
in his announcement, “is an effort 
to arouse the people of the nation to 
an appreciation of the pleasure and 


economic value which wildlife and 
natural ‘resources afford us. Both 
are in dire distress, due to man’s 
careless handling of this herftage 
given us by nature. If we are to 
pass on to future generations the 
enjoyment contact with nature has 


provided us, then we must do some- 
thing now to stop all this wanton 
waste, 

“Preservation and restoration pro- 
grams should interest all of us. Wild- 
life does not mean usefulness for 
| hunting and fishing a:one. Forests 
furnish us recreation of untold vari- 
ety, wood for our grates and lumber 
for our homes, The waters provide 
fish and the means of making our 
crops possible. The soil grows our 
daily food. I appeal to all persons, re- 
gardless of whether they are sports- 
men or not, to aid these conserva- 
tionists in making National Wildlife 
Restoration Week, March 20-26, a 
great success.” 


Information Given On 
Use Of Fish Baskets 


Requests for information about the 
use of fish baskets in Alabama 


waters have been received by the 
Conservation Department. It is a 
violation of the law to place any 


fishing device, including nets of 
traps, in any artificially impounded 
waters for the purpose of taking 
fish of any description. Where 
waters are not thus impounded by 
dams, locks, dykes or otherwise, a 
person may use a basket or hoop- 
net in the run of a stream to take 
non game fish, only after securing 
the written permission from the 
landowner through whose land the 
stream passes. If the stream is a 
boundary line of one or more land- 
owners, It is then necessary to get 
the written permits from each one 
owning land abutting the stream at 
the point where the basket is to he 
placed. Such a basket may be used 
for taking non-game fish only, in- 
cluding catfish, drum, buffalo an?

URGES TAX MODIFICATION 

The former head of President 
Wilson’s War Trade Board and the 
trusted confidential adviser of’ Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, urged upon  Con- 
gress the necessity for the repeal 
or modification of the Undistributed 
Profits and Capital Gains taxes, And 
that is exactly what Congress is 
preparing to do, 

The new tax bill which is before 
the House for consideration doubt- 
less will be modified considerably 
before it is enacted into law. There 
is a strong element in the Senate 
which would go a great deal farther 
in relieving business and industry of 
a tax burden which is held to be a 
main factor in bringing about the 
present depression. But the House 
bill as drafted goes a long way in 
that direction. It is the prooduct of 
an immense amount of study on the 
part of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, and of the advice of probably 
a larger number of outside experts 
than have ever been called into con- 
sultation. 

HITS “ FAMILY” CORPORATIONS 

The bill makes definite and mate- 
rial reductions in the tax levied upon 
undistributed corporation reserves 
and those upon capital gains. It 
contains one innovation in taxation, 
however, which is scheduled to meet 
vigorous opposition. This is the so- 
ealled “third baslfet” classification 
of corporations owned by a single 
family or by groups of ten persons 
or fewer. They are singled out for 
| punitive taxation, if the capital is 
3 million dollars or more. 

It is generally understood that 
this is aimed directly at the Ford 
and DuPont organizations, but an- 
ot!her explanation of the hidden 
motives behind the high taxes pro- 
posed for family-owned corporations 
is that numerous powerful anti-Ad- 
ministration newspapers are family 
property. This provision of the bill 
would impose taxes heavier than 
ordinary businesses have to pay up- 
on such newspapers as the New York 

Herald-Twibu@e. the Chicago Tri- 
bune, Los Angeles Times and many 
other large newspapers which have 
not been friendly to the New Deal.

It is most important to produce 
the highest yields of the best quali- 
ty cotton possible on each acre of 
land planted to cotton. This must be 
done to reduce the cost of production 
and to release land and labor for the 
production of pastures, foods and 
feed crops. 

When the price of cotton is low, 
the mistake is often made of cutting 
down fertilizer bills by using ferti- 
lizers low in nitrogen, This is a 
costly mistake as nitrogen is very 
essential to economical production of 
good yields. Experiments and actual 
experience of farmers show that a 
good cotton fertilizer contains 6 per 
cent nitrogen. All cotton fertilizer 
should contain 6 per cent nitrogen. 

The Alabama Experiment Station 
has found that it is best to Fertilize 
Cotton with 36 pounds of Nitrogen, 
48 pounds of Phosphoric Acid and 24 
pounds of Potash. 

These amounts of plant food may 
be supplied: 

(1) By using 600 pounds per acre 
of a ready-mixed 6-8-4, 

(2- By home-mixing 225 pounds 
of nitrate of soda or its equivalent, 
300 pounds of 16°: superphosphate 
and 48 pounds of muriate of potash. 
On light sandy soils 1-4 of the ni- 
trate should be applied under the cot- 
ton with superphosphate and potash 
and the remaining nitrate as a side- 
dressing as first cultivation after 
chopping. 


OR 
(3) By applying 600 pounds 4-8-4 
with a side dressing of 75 pounds

CORRECTING WRONG IDEAS . 
OF RELIGION 


Lesson for Today: Mark 7:1-3 
Golden Text: Mark 7:6 


JESUS has properly been called “a 
self-taught rabbi.” In many ways 
he is a reminder of the Scribes and 
Pharisees. He preached in the syna- 
gogues. His methods of teaching 
were akin to those of the rabbis, for 
he used their literary forms, 
stressed the authority of the Old 
Testament. Moreover he and his 
disciples observed the feasts of Je- 
rusalem. And most important of all, 
he tried, as did all the rabbis, to 
present to the people a clear picture 
of the character and commands of 
God. We are not surprised, then, 
to read in the gospel narrative that 
at first the scribes and Pharisees 
listened to him sympathetically, and 
even invited him into their homes. 


But it is clear uhat there were 
| fundamental differences between the 
teaching of Jesus and that of his 
fellow rabbis. Where they emphasized 
strict conformity to the law and 
ritual, he insisted on warm-hearted

fered 20 Million Cash 


AUBURN—Alabama farmers can 
qualify for about $20,000,000 in bene- 
fit and parity payments this year, 
announces P, O. Davis, director, Ala- 
bama Extension Service, in calling 
farmers attention to conservation 
features of the 1938 Agricultural 
Conservation Act. 

About $10,000,000 of this amount 
is available in benefit payments for 
carrying out soil-building practices, 
such as terracing, planting legumes, 
seeding and _ fertilizing pastures, 
planting and protecting forest trees, 
constructing reservoirs and dams 
and contour ridging of open pasture 
land. 

The other $10,000,000 will go to 
farmers in the form of cotton adjust- 
ment payments in an effort to give 
farmers their fair share of the hna- 
tional income. 

To be eligible for these payments it 
is necessary for farmers to cooper- 
ate under the new farm program. 

In an effort to get cotton acreage 
allotments to each Alabama farmer 
before planting time, county and 
state AAA employees are 
days and nights, Sundays 
rushing the work just as much as 
possible.

MEETING HELD 


Over 50 Farmers Meet 
To Reorganize For 
Better Work 


A reorganization meeting with J. 
D. Moore of the State Farm 
Bureau as the speaker and a delight- 
ful plate luncheon served by the 
members of Home Demonstration 
clubs, were the high lights of an in- 
teresting program for the Shelby 
County Farm Bureau Tuesday. The 
meeting was held in the court house 
with more than fifty representative 
farmers in attendance and with J. 
Frank Baker, county president, pre- 
siding, The luncheon was served in 
the up-stairs hall of the old Masonic 
building. 

Mr. Moore in his address recited 
some of the developments in the na- 
tionwide program of Agriculture, 
that in the past few years have re- 
jsulted in improved conditions for 
|farmers throughout the country, 
These developments, he said, eulmin- 
jated in the recent Agricultural Act 
| passed by congress and now being 
put into effect. Such improvement 
in conditions, Mr. Moore said, would 
not have been possible had there 
not been, particularly in the states 
of the middle west, a strong and act- 
ive organization of farmers to sup- 
port the leaders in the administration 
and in congress in their efforts to 
work out new plans and write the 


new plans into law. 
The fight for fair treatment for 
agriculture is not yet over, Mr. 


| Moore said. He added that there is 
}great need that the farmers of the 
south should organize themselves as 
those in other sections have done and 
| be ready to contribute their full sup- 
}port to future efforts that will be 
|made for further improvement. In 
some states where strong Farm Bu- 
reau memberships have been built 
jup, Mr. Moore explained, the annual 
dues paid run as high as $10 to $15 
| while in Alabama the annual dues to 
be paid are only $2 a year. 

At the close of Mr. Moore's ad-

The Public Health Program of 
the State was, likewise, starved out 
and reduced to the minimum — at 
which it could exist at all, 
threatened with extinction, 

7th. The Public Welfare program 
of the State was practically starved 
out of existence and thousands upon 
thousands of crippled children, blind 
and deaf, mentally and physically 
handicapped, and those in need of 


old age assistance, were upon| 
the rocks of disaster, with no 
ray of hope except as their plight 


might appeal to the enlightened con- 
science of the Legislature of Ala- 
bama then assembled. 

8th. All other State activities, in- 
cluding assistance to the schools for 
the blind and deaf, the State Insane 
Asylum, and other human relations 
were, likewise, starved to the mini- 
mum and almost to the vanishing 
point. 


It was, therefore, a critical time 
for the people of Alabama when this 
Legislature convened, and I shall 
ever be grateful to the people of 
Shelby County for the privilege of

bama, the payment of Old Age Pen- 
sions and other purposes of Public 
Welfare, a division among the Coun- 
ties of the State and Public Health 
activities, 

7th. A law providing for the free- 
ing of toll bridges. 

8th. Laws giving County Com- 
missioners or Boards or Revenue au- 
thority to appropriate funds for the 
ussistance of needy blind persons. 

Oth. An act to establish a more 
humane system for caring for the 
needy, and the aged, and to provid 
funds to facilitate such work.

Measles Prevalent 
In Shelby County 


Measles is unusually prevalent in 
Shelby County and in the State at 
the present time. This is the most 
contagious of all communicable dis- 
eases and a slight exposure is suffi- 
cient to cause the disease. 

Very few people have any natural 
immunity to measles although babies 
under 6 months of age rarely con- 
tract the disease if their mothers 
have previously had it. 

It is particularly important to pro- 
tect children under 3 years of age 
against measles as it is during this 
age-period when serious 
tions such as ear infection, mastoid- 
itis and pneumonia are most likely to 
occur, 

Measles usually develops in 
days after exposure to a case. The 
first symptoms are similar to a 
feverish “cold” and it is usually on

It is during 
this first stage that the disease is 
most contagious and as a rule the 
case is no longer contagious 5 days 
after the rash develops. 

In the case of school children who 
have had a known exposure to meas- 
les, it is permissible for them to go 
to school one week after exposure but 
they should be kept at home the sec- 
ond week, 

Since measles is prevalent, the best 
procedure in case a child or adult 
who has never previously had meas- 
les, develops a cold with fever, gen- 
eral aching, cough, watery eyes and 
nasal discharge, is to put them 
promptly to bed and call in the fam- 
ily physician. If this is done, many 
of the serious complications of meas- 
les can be prevented.

UNUSUAL RAINS 
VERY DAMAGING 


Shelby County Hard Hit 
By Floods And Cold 
Weather 


A downpour of rain unusual in its 
intensity for Shelby county came 
Thursday afternoon of the past week 
to be followed by continueed heavy 
rains during the night. As a result 
creeks were flooded ane bridges were 
washed awag, so that travel was 
limited to only a few of the main 
roads for two days following. The 
mail carriers from Columbiana were 
able to serve only part of their 
routes, Old time residents say the 
waters were higher than they had 
ever seen them before. 

There was a washout on the South- 
ern Railway at Cates’ Crossing. This 
with the damage to other parts of 
the road bed held up trains on that 
road for two days. A cave-in on the 
Florida Short Route at the Big Nar- 
rows filled that highway with a mass: 
of earth and stone that required sev- 
eral hours to remove. Part of the 
road bed was waashed out at this 


place and the rock retaining wall |eing made by Mr. Foster following 


was swept away as though it had 
been built of wood. 

The heavy downpour was general 
over the state. The Coosa river rose 
to what is believed a record high as 
did other rivers of the state. The 
towns of Wetumpka, Selma and 
Prattville were flooded causing the 
loss of thousands of dollars in dam- 
age to property. 

During the afternoon of the same 
day a tornado struck in Piickens 
county at the towns of Aliceville, 
Millport and Gordo causing the Joss 


of a dozen or more lives and heavy | 


loss of property. 

Unusually cold weather for the 
season followed bringing a heavy 
frost with some ice on Saturday 
night that killed back or damaged 
early vegetation. Early corn, Irish 
potatoes and other early warm 
weather crops were practically killed 
out. There will be heavy additional 
loss to Shelby county farmers in the 
flooded loowlands and the excessive 
erosion on thousands of acres of 
plowed fields.

Somebody 
will need it. Get you some pigs and raise your meat and lard. Did you know that we have been 
buying all the good cured country hams that we could sell for several years from our farmers 
here? And did you know that most of these farmers are in good shape and do not “trade on a 
credit’? Well that is true—"“Believe it or not.” ~

In this way we are less likely to make mistakes, and even 
on rush days tax payers do not have to wait long to com- 
plete their assessments. 


7. I am installing a system by which a permanent § and 
convenient record of all changes in assessments will be 
kept from year to year. Under this system it will be 
much easier to avoid having property sold to the state 
for taxes through error. This sometimes causes both worry 
and expense to the tax payer. Neither will it be difficult, 
once this system is installed, to keep property from get- 
ting “lost” from the tax books. 


The office of Tax Assessor is certainly one of the most im- 
portant, if not the most important, in our county government. 
One has to learn the work. In my rounds over the county I have 
had many of our best citizens to tell me they have not heard any 
complaint of the manner in which I have conducted the office. 


I had to learn the work. Having learned it I feel it safe to say 
that I shall be able to give you better service if you will give me a 
second term.

AUBURN—By making their own 
mattresses, hundreds of Alabama 
farm women are. adding to the com- 
fort of their homes and at the same 
time are helping use the surplus cot- 
ton produced on their farms, During 
1937 a total of 1,909 mattresses tvas 
made in the state.

Davis, director, 
Alabama Extension Service, in ex- 
pressing hopes that more rural 
women will join in the movement to 
make mattresses at home. 

If each of the 275,000 cotton farm-

Some Facts About 
Alabama Convicts 


The Annual Report of the State 
Board of Administration shows that 
on September 30, 1937, Alabama had 
in her penal institutions 6243  con- 
victs. This shows a net increase over 
the preceding year of 456. 

This increase in prison population 
is largely among State convicts, the 
increase for the year being 387 State 
and 69 County. The total number of 
State convicts at the time of filing 
the report was 5507, with 735 County 


convicts. 


During the past year 4539 State 
convicts and 588 County convicts 


were received from the jails. 
There were discharged during this 


time 2901 State convicts and 1905 
County convicts, 
Permanent paroles were granted 


to 1314 State convicts and 655 Coun- 


ty convicts. 
Temporary paroles were issued to 


1626 State convicts and 427 County | 


convicts. 

Grand larceny accounted for 
greabest number f convictions 
among State prisoners while petty 
larceny led among County convicts. 
Second degree burglary took second 
place among State convicts and violn- 
tin of the prohibition takes that 
place among the County convicts, 

Three thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-four of the 5,507 State convicts 
were employed at the time of their 
arrest. Of the 736 County convicts 
449 were employed at the time of 
arrest. 

It is interesting to note that of 
the 5,507 State convicts 1,048 had 
been previously convicted, one hund- 
red and eighty-eight of the County 
conviete were ex-convicts. Some of 
these had been convicted § several 
times. It is surprising to note that 
19 (State and County combined) are 
serving their sixth sentence, 20 are 
serving their fifth sentence, 57 their 
fourth, 207 their third and 933 their 


second.

Total Annual Earnings More 
Important Than Hourly Pay 


Wage Rates Are Higher Than in 1929, but Millions of Un- 
employed Do Not Benefit 


Washington, D. C.—Do high hourly 
rates of pay mean good times—more 
money in the weekly pay envelopes 
of the nation’s workers? 

If so, workers are better off than 
in prosperous 1929, for wage rates are 
higher. In manufacturing, for instance, 
1987 wage rates averaged 64 cents per 
hour, compared with 56 cents In 1929. 
In other industries, hourly rates alee

rose sharply, although statistics for 
them are not so comprehensive as for 
manufacturing. 

Workers in most industries who 
were fortunate enough to have full- 
time employment were better off in 
1937 than in 1929. But per capita earn- 
ings of all workers were less because 
many were on part time and many had 
no jobs at all. Even at the top of the 
recovery, in early 1937, eight or nine 
millions were estimated to be unem- 
ployed, and the figure is much larger 
today.

stitution. The study was financed by 
a grant from the Falk Foundation of 
Pittsburgh. 

Hourly wages were reduced in the 
years immediately following 1929, with 
ebarp downward movement of busi- 
ness activity, but they did not drop as 
much as the cost of living. Workers 
who retained full-time jobs bettered 
their position even while the depres- 
sion deepened, but others suffered a 
decrease in income because of sharply 
reduced hours, or loss of employment 
altogether. 

When recovery set in, hourly wages 
moved upward and continued to rise, 
spurred by the NRA and the pressure 
of organized labor. Hourly wage rates 
in the meat packing industry, for in- 
stance, rose 35 per cent between 1929 
and 1937. In steel, the increase was 
about 32 per cent, and in many other 
industries it was around this figure. 

Due to lower living costs the aver- 
age industrial worker in 1937 could 
buy from 30 to 35 per cent more with 
an hour’s pay than he could buy with 
an hour’s pay in 1929. 

Workers actually employed benefit- 
ed in different degrees. In meat pack- 
ing, hourly increases were enough to 
boost weekly wages 4.3 per cent over 
those of 1929, although hours were re 
duced from 51 to 39. Steel workers’ 
weekly earnings declined about 6 per 
cent as hours were reduced from 55 to 
39. In the silk industry, despite a rise 
in hourly rates of about 6 per cent 
weekly earnings declined about 27 per 
cent, as hours were cut from 51 to 35 

Higher hourly rates, of course, did 
not help the millions of workers who 
were not on payrolls, 

Increased hourly wage rates cai 
bring greater income to the masses 
of workers only if accompanied by 
adequate employment. Hence, if high 
hourly wage rates are to result in well 
filled pay envelopes, economic policies 
must be directed toward removing | 
whatever obstacles lie in the way ol 
an increase in business activity.

| Rid Cattle Of Lice 
| seeps 
AUBURN—It will pay Alabama 
‘farmers to examine their cattle for 
‘lice and to treat them if lice are 
‘found, advises Dr. R. S. Sugg, live- 
stock specialist, Alabama Extension 

Service, in reporting heavy infesta- 
tion of lice in many areas of the 
State. 
| “The majority of cattle, especially 
those in large herds, become infested 
‘with lice during the winter months,” 
he says. 

Lice are usually located around the 
sides of the neck, brisket. root of the 
‘tail, and along the back and _ be- 
|tween the thighs, but when numer- 
}ous may cover the entire animal. 
|The same treatment is effective for 
‘all three types of lice. 
| Dipping in arsenical dip is the 
most effective method of treating 
‘large herds. Concentrated arsenical 
dip can be purchased from wholsale 
druggists. Full directions are given 
on the container. From 7 to 10 gal- 
lons of the concentrated solution is 
usually necessary for an ordinary 
150 gallon vat.

dential customers alone to almost a 
million dollars each year, ($9265,- 
000), and that similar savings have 
resulted for residential customers of 
other electric utility companies — in 
Alabama, 


Since the development of the “ob- 
jective rate” play by Alabama Pub- 
lic Service Commission and its in- 
auguration in Alabama, October 
1038, it has been adopted in similar 
form by regulatory commissions in 
34 other states. Under it, residential 
electricity users who increase their 
use of electric service over the same 
month the preceding year can use a 
great@e quantity of electricity with 
no increase in their bills. Electricity 
beyond the free allotment is billed 
at the “objective rate” which steps 
down to as low as Ic a kilowatt hour. 


Mr. Lee states that the “objective 
rate” plan is based on the theory 
ithat the greater the use of electric- 
ity, the lower the rate per kilowatt 
hour should be. That the theory 
works in practice may be seen from 
the fact that the average rate now 
paid by Alabama Power Company 
jresidential customers is 2 9-10c a 
|kilowatt hour, or forty per cent less 
than in 1933 when the objective rate 
jplan was ordered by the Commission 
ito become effective.

Conservation Of Our Natural 
And Our Wildlife Resources 


BY DR. WALTER B. JONES, STATE GEOLOGIST 
Circular 11, Geological Survey of Alabama 


CHAPTER ONE 

During the comparatively short time that our civilization has oc- 
cupied the land, frontiers have been constantly pushed back until none are 
left. Large tracts of land have been abandoned to the ravages of soil 
erosion; much land has been cleared which should never have been 
cleared; we have made severe inroads into our mineral deposits; virgin 
forests are a rarity; lakes and ponds are gradually disappearing; most 
of our streams are heavily laden with silt most of the year; the ground-! 
water table is getting lower and lcwer each year; floods and drought 
succeed each other with devastating effect; soils are fast becoming 
impoverished; the public debt climbs steadily upward; forest, brush and 
grass fires continue unabated; wilf-life is diminishing; little attention is 
given to forest production; in many places stream pollution runs ram- 
pant; we still seine, dynamite and poison our streams; we still shoot over 
baited dove fields; we still take fish and game illegally; we seem to have 
forgotten the golden rule, for we have little respect for the rights of 
others and but little regard for the property of others. 

As children, we had a good time with fine hunting and fishing, and 
surrotnded by myriads of inhabitants of field, forest. and stream. What 
chance will our children have; Is it fair to leave to them greatly impov- 
erished soils, scant forests and exploited mineral deposits from which 
to glean a living, and at the same time, meet the public debt? Is it 
our intention to make their lives as difficult as possible? Surely this can- 
not be true. It appears more likely that our people do not realize the 
full truth of the deplorable conditions which exist in every nook and 
corner of the land. Farmers have blamed this and that for the decreasing 
productivity of the soil. Yet, they burn off all vegetation every 
spring, prior to plowing, thus destroying the natural fertilizer produced 
the year before. The land gets tired. Also, the rapid run-off of rain water, 
which causes soil erosion and floods, prevent an adequate influx into the 

ground-water system, and crops suffer as a consequence. Crop rotation 
or ‘resting” land is rarely practiced. Does the soil need lime? Few know. 
Terraces improperly made impound water, to the breaking point, thus 
causing more damage than if they had never been built,

store and said: “See that little apart- 
ment up there? That is where Ein- 
stein was born.” 

Later that day, I met Einstein's 
uncle and talked to him. But he 
didn’t impress me as being a man 
of any unusual ability, ut that isn’t 
strange, for whel Albert Einstein 
himself was a child, no one thought 


he would amount to mach either. He | 


is now vegarded as the outstanding 
intellectual giant of this generation, 
one of the most profound thinkers of 
all time; yet fifty years ago, he was 
a slow, shy, backward child. He found 
it extremely difficult’ to learn even 
to talk. He was so dull that his own 
teachers called him a bore, and even 
his parents feared that he was sub- 
normal, 

Einstein was astonished to wake up 
a few years ago and find himself one 
of the most famouse men on all the 
earth. It seemed absolutely incredible 
that a professor of mathematics had 
become front page news on five con- 
tinents. He admits he can’t under- 
stand it. No one can understand it. 
Such a thing has never happened be- 
fore in all the annals of mankind. 

This man Einstein is almost as 
strange as his Theory of Relativity. 
He has nothing but contempt for the 
things most people set their hearts 
on—for fame and riches and luxury. 
For example, the captain of a trans- 
atlantic ship once offered Einstein 
the most expensive suite of rooms on 
the veasel; but Einstein declined and 
rather travel in the 
steerage than accept any special fa- 
vors. 

When he arrived in New York to 


become Professor of Mathematic in

And speaking of girls, Einstein 
has been married twice, He has two 
boys by his first marriage, both 
brilliant chaps with the earmarks of 
genius. 

Mrs. Einstein admits that even she 
doesn’t understand the Theory of 
Relativity; but she understands 
something that is far more important 
for a wife she understands her hus- 
j band. 
band likes order in his thinking, but 
he doesn’t like it in his living. He 
does whatever he wants to, when- 
lever he wants to. And he has only 
two rules of conduct. The first one 
is: Don't have any rules whatever. 
And the second one is: Be indepen- 
dent of the opinions of others. 

He leads a very simple sort of an 
existence, goes around in old clothes 
‘that need pressing, seldom wears a 
‘hat, and whistles and sings in the 
bathroom. He shaves while sitting in 
sthe bath tub and he doesn't use 
shaving soap. He shaves with the 
same soap that he uses for his bath. 
This man who is trying to solve the 
ivexing riddles of the universe says 
that using two kinds of soap makes 
life entirely too complicated. 

Einstein impresses me as being a 
very happy man. His philosophy of 
happiness means far more to me than 
does his Theory of Relativity. He 
says he is happy because he doesn't 
want anything from anybody. He 
doesn’t want money or titles or 
praise. He makes his own happiness 
out of such simple things as his work 
and playing the violin aand ailing his 
biat.

OPPOSE EXECUTIVE SPENDING 

Another effect of the pro-Admin- 
istration victory of Senator Pepper 
| has been to strengthen the opposition 
| to giving the President any more 
| “blank checks,” in the form of lump 
sum appropriations which he can al- 
lot as he pleases to be spent in par- 
ticular states and Congress districts. 
Realization of the extent of the 
political power which that method 
places in the hands of the Executive 
was brought home to Congress by 
the Florida results, and Congress is 
as firmly determined os ever to re- 
assert ita power as a co-ordinate 
branch of the Federal system and 
yield to the Executive only under the 
atrongest compulsion. Therefore, the 
outlook is that Congress will make 
ite own allotments, so far as that is 
possible, of the distribution of money 
under the new Relief and Recovery 
program. That most of the proposals 
of the President’s new pump-prim- 
ing plan will be enacted into law is 
now considered probable, but the ef- 
fort will be made to specify the par- 
ticular uses to which every dollar 
shall be put, instead of leaving it to 
the President to use the money aa 
he pleases.

CHAPTER TWO 


The most thoughtless and inexcusable of all our practices is that of 
fires. We are destroying the natural humus of the soil, damaging timber, 
laying waste food and cover for wild-life, killing wild flowers if the fires 
occur in late spring, contributing to floods and taking from the ground 


water supply. 


Most of the fires are deliberately set, while some are due 


to carelessness. Why do people set fire to the woods and fields? Some 
will say that they are killing the rattlesnakes. Others contend that they 
destroy the boll weevils. Still others think the grass will be improved, 
Another and more logical reason is that the land will be easier to plow. 
Why plow at all, if we are to render the sail so poor by continued burn- 


ing that it will not 


produce good crops? Not one rattlesnake perishes , 
in ten thousand acres of woods fires, unless indirectly by starvation 
the veritable biological desert resulting from the fire.

Mr. Ruffin saya the worms have 
heen doing considerable damage to 
alfalfa and % the stands of young 


cotton. They feed at night and in the 
day time can be found buried in the 
soil, or under leaves, hay or other lit-) 
ter on the ground, They are now 
going into the pupal stage and the 
first generation will probably cease 
feeding soon. Damage of the second 
generation cannot be estimated at 
the present time, he states. 

The poisoned mash cin be made by 
mixing thoroughly two pounds of 
arsenate of lead with 20 pound 
wheat bran and moistening the mix- 
ture with sweetened water. Two 
quarts of sirup and three and a half 
gallons of water will be sufficient 
for tho above mixture. 

The poisoned bait should be broad.

: APPEARS IN STATE 


Farmers Urged To Be 
On Lookout For White 
Fringed Beetle 


Commissioner of Agriculture, R. 
J. Goode, today issued the following 
warning to the people of Alabama: 
“Please watch out for the appearance 
of the white fringed beetle, some- 
times called the Argentine Weevil, 
and report all suspicious looking 
beetles to your County Agent or the 
State Department of Agriculture. 
This insect has completely destroyed 
crops in the heavily infested areas 
where it now exists. Due to the great 
damage which it does to all field 
crops, we are most anxious to know 
immediately of its existence in any 
other acras in order that protective 
measures may be taken. 


The first specimen? of this insect | 


were collected near Svea in Okaloosa 
County, Florida, in July 1936. It has 
since become established in limited 
areas in the southern portion of Ala- 
bama, Louisiana, and Mississippi, 
and northern Florida. 

The adult beetle is approximately 
one-half inch in length and about 
one-sixth of an inch across the ab- 
domen. The color is dark gray with a 
lighter band along the margins of 
the wing covers. The body is densely 
covered ‘with pale hairs, which are 
especially long on the wing covers. 

In 1937 the beetles began to 
emerge in South Alabama about June 
15, and the peak of the emergence 
was reached between July 7 and July 
llth. After emerging from the 


ground, the adults crawl to the near- | 


est favorite host plant to feed. After 
several days of feeding the beetles 
are ready to deposit eggs. The 


feeding is confined to the outer mar- | 


gins of the leaves, and the older 
leaves are attacked rather that the 
young tender leaves and buds, ap- 
parently because the beetle dislikes 
direct sunlight. 

The adults are most readily found 
feeding on the foliage of broad- 
leaved annuals but perennials are 
also attacked. A few of the most 
favorite host plants of the adult 
beetle are:: cotton, beans, peanuts, 
beggarweeds, cocklebur, ragweeds

Mosquitoes Should 
Be Controlled Says 
Health Officer

The mosquito breeding season is 
here again. The principal type of 
mosquito with which we are con- 
cerned is the Anopheles, for this i« 
the carrier of malaria, or chills and 
fever, 

The only way that malaria can be 
transmitted from person to person 
ie for a mosquito of this variety to 
bite an infected person and itself be.

anyone it bites, 
The malarial mosquito breeds 


principally in ponds and Inkes, and 
also in the grassy edges of streams, 
Its usual range of flight is about 
one mile. 

Only the female Anopheles carries 
malaria, It bites most frequently at 
Yusk and at night. Where it is im- 
possible to control moxquite breed- 
ing by drainage or oiling or other 
methods, houses should be well 
screened, 

The ordinary pest variety of 
mosquito, of Culex, frequently breeds 
in old tin cans, buckets, rain barrels, 
or other containers partly filled with 
water; and in rain gutters which 
have become clogged with leaves, 

This variety does not carry dis- 
ease but it is a source of a great 
deal of annoyance. It would be time 
well spent for each houscholder to 
inspect his premises and destroy 
all old containers which might hold 
water and offer a favorable breeding 
place for these pests. Tin cans should 
have several holes punched in them 
with an ice pick before being dis. 
carded, 

It requires about two weeks for 
the mosquito eggs to heteh, so that 
water must stand as long as two 
weeks to be a source of danger. 

When «a person is unfortunate 
enough to contract malaria, he 
should place himself under the care 
of his physician, as improper or in- 
sufficient treatment may result in 
considerable lost time and ill-health 
over a long period.

: And Our Wildlife Resources

| Stream pollution is another of the major problems, The most com- 
|mon causes are Sewage, mine and industrial plant waste. Silt, resulting 
from soil erosion, might properly be classed as pollution, Sewage should 
|be disposed of in some other way than dumping it into streams. Dis- 
| posal plants are being erected in some cities and should be universally 
required, Industries are a necessary part of our economic life. Even so, 
}each and every one should make every effort to see to it that no waste 
' should get into the streams, which would render unfit for aquatic life, 
{human use, and recreation. The welfare of our people and the preserva- 
tion of a balanced ratio among Nature’s denzins of forest, field and 
stream is bigger than any plant in the State. We should strive toward 
‘the goal of that welfare and balance. Knock Nature's balance out of 
kilter and ¢haos results. By this time, it is most obvious that we cannot 
improve on Nature’s system. Certainly there can be no objection to fol- 
lowing her system. 

| Each year, our ground water table is getting lower and lower. Wells 
| are going dry that have never gone dry before. Springs are flowing less 
abundantly than formerly. Artesian wells have smaller capacity. Even 
creeks are going dry, which used to flow steadily all the year around. 
The obvious answer is that less water is soaking into the ground, or 
life 


water 


more of it is running off into streams, and into the Gulf. Plant 


gets its moisture from within the ground, or from the ground 
table, and the fact that the roots grow downward may be cited as proof, 
Farmers finding it more difficult to grow crops, requiring con- 
siderable moisture, on hill land and the reason is that the water table

has gone down to a point where the roots of the plants cannot reach it. 


The solution is a simple one, that of restoring and maintaining con- 
ditions conducive to allowing rain water to sink in instead of running 
off. Failing that, we are breeding desert conditions. 

In a century of active mining and quarrying, we have taken heavy 
toll of our mineral resources. Most of the easily mined coal is gone. Fu- 
ture mining will be from shaft, very long slopes, and on thin seams. Most 
of our minerals were hundreds of millions of years in forming and we 
)are about to take them out in a few hundred years, Of course, it is 
necessary in our industrial picture but we should reduce waste to a min- 
| imum and use only the very best practices in mining and washing. As an 
example of waste, one mine in Walker County was recently abandoned 
leaving three quarters of a million tons of easily and cheaply recover- 
able coal in pillars. That coal is forever lost. Can we afford such waste? 
Much work on ore benefication, improvement in mining methods and 
recovery is being accomplished byindustrial companies, State and Fed- 
\eral agencies, This part of the program should always be stressed, in

The President's idea is to impose 
a Federal tax of $5 every two years 
upon every citizen eligible to vote at 
elections for Federal officers, and to 
refund the tax at election time to 
every voter who casts his or her bal- 
lot. for Presidential electors, Senator 
or Representative in Congress. 

That this plan would be effective 
in bringing to the polls a very much 
larger proportion of voters than now 
their right of suffernge i 
considered certain. No one could re- 
fuse to pay such a tax, if levied

by Federal authority, but the cer. 
tainty of getting the $5 tax back 
by merely going to the polle and 


voting would be a strong inducement, 
especially, it is held, to the eligible 
women voters, who are not yet tak- 
ing as active a part in public affairs 
as are the men, 

That Congress has power-under the 
Constitution to levy such a tax and 
to authorize its refund under such 
conditions is believed by most of 
those in Congress who have’ given 

The 
Constitution forbids any “capitation 
or other direct tax” except in pro- 
portion to the decennial census en- 
umeration. A tax on all persons over 
21 would be, it is held, in dtrect

| The cost, on the basis of the pres- 
ent voting strength of the nation, 
would be less than 400 million dol- 
lars every two years.

According to a financial statement 
recently filed with the Governor by 
State Comptroller Charles W. Lee, 
the cash receipts for the first half of 
the fiscal year were $253,349,607.78. 

This money is derived from thirty- 
three different funds as set out in 
the Comptroller's statement. The 
largest item in it is from the State 
Highway Department, the amourk 
being $6,737,262.52. This highway 
fund is made up principally from the 


sale of motor vehicle license and the 
gasoline tax.

Specialist Stresses 
Fruit Juice Values 


AUBURN—Prepare to can two 
quarts of fruit juice for each mem- 
ber of your family, Lavada Curtis. 
specialist in food preservation of the 
Alabama Extension Service, advises 
Alabama farm women. * 

This is the season for making the 
juices of fruits such as strawberries, 
dewberriers and blackberries. The 
juice of these fruits make delicious 
desserts which should be used more 
freely in the home. You will find 
these homemade fruit juices excel- 
lent for use in gelatin desserts, pud- 
dings, sauces, ice cream, sherbert. 
and beverages, 

The flavor of these juices will be 
finer if they are pressed from fruit 
which has been heated and processed 
at temperature below the boiling 
point. The addition of sugar will 
give a finer flavor, says Miss Curtis. 

To preserve the natural flavor and 
color, use stainless steel and avoid 
utensils of copper, brass, and iron. 

Use only fally ripe. firm fruit. 
Diseard any green, moldy or decayed 
fruit, Handle the fruit in quantities 
of 1 to 2 gallons and avoid delay at 
any stage of procedure. Crush the 
fruit and precook at 170°F., or if a 
thermometer is not available simmer 
until softened. Avoid boiling, strain 
and add 1 cup of sugar to each gal- 
lon of juice. Reheat the juice to 
190° F. and pour into sterilized con- 
tainers, Do not leave headspace in 
glass or tin containers. Process 
quarts 20 minutes at simmering tem- 
perature.

‘Specialist Stresses 
Fruit Juice Values 


AUBURN—Prepare to can two 
quarts of fruit juice for each mem- 
ber of your family, Lavada Curtis. 
specialist in food preservation of the 
Alabama Extension Service, advises 
Alabama farm women. * | 

This is the season for making the | 
juices of fruits such as strawberries, 
dewberriers and blackberries. The 
juice of these fruits make delicious 
desserts which should be used more | 
freely in the home. You will find 
these homemade fruit juices excel- 
lent for use in gelatin desserts, pud- 
| dings, sauces, ice cream, sherbert. 
and beverages. 

The flavor of these juices will be 
finer if they are pressed from fruit 
which has been heated and processed 
at temperature below the boiling 
point The addition of sugar will 
give a finer flavor, says Miss Curtis. 

To preserve the natural flavor and 
color, use stainless steel and avoid 
utensils of copper, brass, and iron. 

Use only fully ripe. firm fruit. 
Discard any green, moldy or decayed 
fruit. Handle the fruit in quantities 


of 1 to 2 gallons and avoid delay at| 


any stage of procedure. Crush the 
fruit and precook at 170°F., or if a 
thermometer is not available simmer 
until softened. Avoid boiling, strain 
and add 1 cup of sugar to each gal- 
lon of juice. Reheat the juice to 
190° F. and pour into sterilized con- 
tainers. Do not leave headspace in 
glass or tin containers. Process 
quarts 20 minutes at simmering tem- 
perature.

Weather Favors 
Weevils Ruffin 
Warns

boll weevils and leaf worms, says W. 
A. Ruffin, entomologist of the Ala- 
bama Extension Service.

| There are three general methods 
of applying poison to cotton plants 
in the pre-square stage, sayh Mr. 
Ruffin. Some growers prefer to mop 
the small plants with a mixture of 
1 pound of calcium arsenate, 1 gal- 
lon of water, and 1 gallon of mo- 
lasses, Others prefer to dust the 
plants with calcium arsenate, or to 
apply a liquid mixture with a spray 
|pump. All are effective. 
| Dusting the cotton with caleium- 
jarsenate dust at the rate of 5 pounds 
‘per acre, and repeating the applica- 
tions at 5-day intervals until the 
weevils are checked, is the method 
generally used after the cotton has 
reached the aquaring stage. On light 
sandy soils, where there is danger of 
jaoi! injury from heavy dosages of 
calcium arsenate, a mixture of equal 
parts of lime and calcium arsennie 
is recommended,

Boothton Mine Suffers First Gas 
Explosion Since Opening 
Twenty Years Ago 


Three miners lost their lives and a 
fourth was seriously hurt in an ex- 
plosion in the mines of the Southern 
Coal & Coke Company at Boothton 
Friday night. The dead are: Clyde 
Haley and Bernice Milstead, and 
Early Williams a negro. Mack Smith 
suffered burns of the hands and 
arms and was burned about the face. 
Smith was carried to a Birmingham 
hospital for treatment. 

The explosion occurred about 7:30 
Friday night about a mile  under- 
ground. Sparks from mining machin- 
ery ignited a gas pocket to cause 
the explosion, it was said. 

Mr. Smith gave newspaper men a 
vivid account of how he crawled out 
of the mine to safety after the ex- 
plosion. The following is taken from 
the Birmingham Post: 

“As soon as I felt the explosion”, 
jhe said with labored motions of his 
blackened lips, “I thought of the 
|after-damp, and fell on my face. I’ve 
{been in smaller explosions like that 
|before, where I had to save myself 
| that way. “The other three were 
| alive then, too. They started to crawl 
for the opening, but for some reason 
or other they couldn’t make it. It was 
| the after-damp that killed them, not 
, the explosion.” 
| Haltingly and with lashless eyes 
|tight shut ,the lone survivor of that 
‘half of the night crew which was 
trapped by the explosion recounted 
|how he had kept his head down, 
|crawled along the mine floor on his 
|Stomach, always temembering the 
jage-old injunction, “Breathe as slow 
|as you can till you get out.”

WASHINGTON, D. C,—Speaker 
of the United States House of Rep- 
resentatives William B, Bankhead of 
Alabama has signed his name to the 
new Hayden-Cartwright Road Act 
thereby aiding in bringing to a suc 
cessful conclusion the fight for the 
continuation of the federal-aid high- 
way program through the = fiscal 
years 1940 1941. Congreseman 
Wilburn Cartwright of Oklahoma, 
chairman of the House Roads Com- 
mittee introduced the new highway 
legislation early this spring. 

Signed on June 8 by President 
Roosevelt, after passage by the Sen- 
ate and the House, this act makes 
possible the construction of better 
and safer roads for the 29,000,000 
American Highway users throughout 
the4S states.

This Week In Washington 


WASHINGTON — (Autocaster) — 


With the ending of the last regular 
session of the 75th Congress and the 
scattering of its members to their re- 
spective home, Washington's atten- 
tion is now focussing upon the nom- 
inating primaries and the November 
election. 

The more thoughtful political ob- 
servers are examining the trend of 
political sentiment in the nation, with 


an eye to the outlook not only for | 


the Congressional elections but for 
the major contest between the two 
great parties in 1940, 

Bearing upon the whole political 
situation are some of the things 
which Congress did in the session 
just ended, and some of the things 
which it left undone, Its major ac- 
complishments were the enactment 
of the Farm Control Act, the Fed- 
eral Housing Act and the Wages- 
and-Hours Regulation Act. 

The principal measures before it 
which it left for the next Congress 
to tackle are the President’s pro- 
posal for a complete reorganization 
of the administrative machinery of 
the Federal Government, and the 
plans for relieving the railroads. 


President’s Demands Fulfilled 


To the list of accomplishments 
must, of course, be added the ap- 
propriation of an additional three 
billion dollars and more for recovery 
and relief, the President's so-called 
“pump-priming” program, and the 
authorization of the construction of 
the greatest Navy in the world, 

In spite of the show of independ- 
ence of the Executive which mani- 
fested itself in the speeches and 
votes of many members of the ma- 
jority party, the Administration got 
pretty nearly all that it demanded 
from the 75th Congress, 

It was pretty well demonstrated, 
in numerous instances, that the Ad- 
ministration would not hesitate to 
use the power which control of huge 
relief expenditures gives it to pun- 
ish Senators and Congressmen who 
have attempted to block its program, 
and to bring into the next Congress 
members who will be more sympa- 
thetic with New Deal policies. 

In spite of such demonstrations in 
the early primary contests, Con- 
fress finds it expedient to place no 
restrictions upon the President's 
personal power to allot a great part 
of the billions appropriated at his 
sole discretion. Even in the matter 
rof the expenditure of five hundred 
million dollars for investigation of 
monopolies, four-fifths of that sum 
is to be used by Presidential allot. | 
ment.

CATHOLICS START 


DRIVE AGAINST | 
“FILTH IN PRINT"! 


A campaign against “Filth in 
in Print”, which may do in the mag- 
azine field what the Legion of De- 
cency has done in the movie field, 
is the latest crusade undertaken by 
Catholic churchmen. 

The movement is designed to elim- 
inate all news stand matter which 
“glorifies crime or criminals, is 
‘sexy’ or features illicit love, contains 
indecent or suggestive illustrations 
or carries disreputable advertising. 
or carries disreputable advertising.” 

Not yet organized on a national 
scale, this movement has already 
operated strongly in the magazine 
field in Fort Wayne, Ind.; Providence, 
R. L; Albany, N. Y.; 
Wis.; and Denver, Col. 

In Albany the movement is called 
the Crusade to Clean’ Up Filth in 
Print; in Fort Wayne the work is 
being done by the League for Clean 
Reading. Both are under auspices 
of the local Catholic diocesan clergy. 

In Providence, 160,000 people have 
signed pledges not to read publica- 
tions listed as offensive, and more 
than 300 news stand proprietors have 
pledged themselves not to handle 
such publications. 

J. Edgar Hoover, chief of G-men, 
in a letter to Bishop Jonn E. Noll of 
Fort Wayne, local leader of the drive 
gave notice that he had assigned the 
local Federal Bureau of Investigation 
agent to consult the bishop and get | 
any information he might have con-; 
cerning violations of Federal law. “I 
heartily disapprove of obscene and 
lewd literature being circulated 
among the youth of this country,” | 
said Hoover in a letter. 

Bishop Noll really started  the| 
movement back in November of last 
year at Fort Wayne. The Deanery 
Council of Catholic Women decided 
to clean up South Bend’s magazine 
racks when it found that most of the 
more objectionable material was be- 
ing sold on stands near school build- 
ings.

“Of course, the tours 
will be held to allow farmers and 
their wives to see what is being done 
in research work by the Alabama Ex- 
periment Station, but we are inter- 
ested this year in hearing how farm- 
ers have succeded with various types 
of farming. We believe that great 
headway can be made in the state’s 
agriculture through these farmer 
forums.”

“T can see no way to obviate fraud 
under an absentee ballot system”, 
the Shelby county legislator said, 
and I propose to introduce a bill to 
abolish it the first day of the ses- 
sion unless somebody beats me to 
it.” 

Ellis, administration leader in the 
1936-37 extra session, also stated he 
would approve legalization of voting 
machines and abandonment of the 
written ballot “to insure a secret 
vote.” 

Senator-Nominate P. F. Devane 
of Choctaw courty, recen#ly an- 
nounced his intentions of introduc- 
ing a bill to abolish absentee bal- 
loting, and gained immediate sup- 
port from Senator O. D. Carlton of 
Marengo, who passed such a bill 
through the senate in 1935 only to 
see it die in the hands of an un- 
friendly house committee, Chairman 
John D. McQueen of the state demo- 
cratic executive committee and half 
a dozen other members of the party 
governing body recently voiced ap- 
proval of the proposal to abolish 
the absentee ballot. 

Ellis, author of the state two per 
cent sales tax, and former Lieuten- 
ant-Governor Hugh D. Merrill, of 
Anniston, are the only remaining 
candidates in the race for speaker. 
The latter is reported in reliable 
sources to have the support of Gov- 
ernor-Nominate Frank M. Dixon.

This Week In Washington 


(Autocaster) 


WASHINGTON — The _ Govern- 
ment’s fiscal year 1939 began on 
July 1, Preliminary calculations in- 
dicate that the deficit—the expendi- 
tures in excess of revenues—will be 
about 3 billion dollars. That much 
more money was appropriated by the 
last session of Congress than there 
is income in sight. 

The deficit will be even larger un- 
less business conditions improve be- 
tween now and next March to the 
point where great numbers of un- 
employed can be taken off the Fed- 
eral payrolls and put back to work 
in business and industry; for the ap- 
propriations for W. P, A, and work 
relief cover only a period of nine 
months. 

The estimate of a 3 billion deficit 
is based upon spending commit- 
ments already made of about $9,- 
400,000,000, as against an estimated 
Government income of somewhat 
more than the $6,200,000,000 revenue 
for the fiscal year 1988 which ended 


on June 30. If that expectation is 
not realized, the deficit for 1939 
will be even larger. 

In the 12- month period just 


passed the income-tax receipts re- 
flected the comparative prosperity 
of 1937, While the tax law passed 
at the last session of Congress was 
estimated to yield $5,300,000,000 in- 
come, observers here question the 
likelihood of such a yield, in view of 
the present depression, unless indus- 
try and busines in general experience 
an uplift of major proportion next 
Fall. 
Plans For Reducing Debt 

Since every expenditure above rev- 
enue must be met by borrowing 
money, the outlook now is for the 
increase of the National Debt to a 
figure well above 40 billion dollars. 
On June 30, when the 1938 fiscal 
year ended, the debt was $37,603,- 
600,000, by far the highest on rec- 
ord. It was more than 11 billions 

‘The President also has power te 
greater than the war-time peak of 
26 billions in 1919. 

The President has intimated that 
he has under consideration some 
plans for reducing the National 
Debt, He did not disclose what par- 
ticular plans he had in mind. Several 


methods which are under the Presi- | 


the rumor has been persistent for 
weeks that a further devaluation of 
the gold dollar is contemplated in 
Washington. The President was giv- 
en authority by Congress, in 1933, 
|to reduce the value of the dollar by 
as much as 50 per cent. He did cut 
off, by proclamation, a little over 
'40 per cent. He still has power to 
declare that the gold reserve, now 
about 12 billions in depreciated dol- 
lars, shall be worth 14 billions and a 
half, thus cutting two and a half bil- 
lions off the debt, 
Inflation via Silver 

The President also has power to 
inflate the currency by fhe silver 
‘route. The Government makes a 
nice profit on its silver operations. 
Under the Thomas Amendment to 
| the original A.A.A, bill the President 
may fix the price paid for silver and 
authorize its coinage into silver dol- 
lars at the ration to gold of 16 
ounces of silver to one ounce of gold. 

As the present value of gold 
$35 dollars an ounce, that makes an 
ounce of silver, when coined into 
dollars, worth somewhat more than 
$2.18 an ounce. The Government has 
been buying silver bullion at prices

Farmers from all parts of Shelby

The principal purpose of this meet- 
ing is to make a report to the share- 
holders of the activities during the 
past year and to elect five members 
to the Board of Directors.

Credit Administration and other Fed- 
eral lending agencies to business, 
home owners and farmers. Much, if 
not all of this, will eventually be re- 
paid, Washington believes. 

There is also a belief that the huge 
Government loans to states and 
municipalities for relief, housing, 
and public works will come back in 
time, so that there is possible offset 
of 6 billions against the 40 billion 
dollars debt, in addition to the 2 bi- 
lions or so of loose cash in the Treas- 
ury. 


Terracing Is Cheap 


The old belief that it takes a lot 
of money to terrace a field or farm 
is erroneous, says Sam Doughty, soil 
conservationist of the extension 
service, in discussing the need for 
checking soil erosion. It is recom- 
mended, he says, that farmers build 
a few terraces the first year and a 
few more each succeeding year until 
the entire farm is terraced. By thix 
means the expense will not be great 
in any one year.

THE ALABAMA INSANE 
HOSPITAL 


Alabama’s hospital for the care 
and tgeatment of the insane was 
established by an act of the legis- 
lature, approved February 6, 1852. 
The main hospital for the treatment 
of white patients is known as the 
Bryce Hospital, named for Dr. Peter 
Bryce, who was the first superintend 
ent. He served from 1860 to 1892. 

Dr. J. T. Searcy served as super- 
intendent from 1892 to 1919, Since 
that time Dr. W. D. Partlow has 
been superintendent. This hospital 
is lecated at Tuscaloosa. 

The hospital for negro patients is 
located at Mt. Vernon and is known 
as the Searcy hospital and was 
lnamed for the second superintendent 
of Alabama's institution for the care 
of her insane. 

The State also operates an institu-

Public Enemy No. 1 
«ss excessive faxes 


PUBLIC debt, National. State and local, is believed to be approaching 
7 SIXTY BILLION DOLLARS. If equally apportioned, each family’s share 
would be almost TWO THOUSAND DOLLARS. This constitutes a FIRST MORT- 
GAGE on what each family owns or earns. 


Government has not one cent that is not collected through taxes. Taxes 
are direct, such as property, income, sales, etc., or indirect. such as are hidden 
in the cost of rent, food, clothing and other necessaries. 


Many think they can escape the tax burden by passing laws to place it on 
the rich or on business. This will not work because there are not enough rich 
persons or prosperous businesses to bear the cost of present government and 
pay the public debt. Likewise, excessive taxes dry up the sources which pro- 
duce them. The average man must ultimately pay the bill. It is estimated that 
a@ man owning no property, who earns $150.00 per month thinks he pays no taxes, 
is paying through indirect taxes hidden in the cost of living, about $300.00 per 
year. Some quotations follow from able and liberal thinkers. whose sympathies 
undoubtedly lie with the average man. 


President Roosevelt at Pittsburgh on October 19, 1932, said: 


“Taxes are paid in the sweat of every man who labors because they are a burden 
on production and are paid through production. If those taxes are excessive, they are 
reflected in idle factories, in tax-sold farms, and in hordes of hungry people, tramping 
the streets and seeking jobs in vain. Our workers may never see a tax bill, but they 
pay. They pay in deductions from wages. in increased cost of what they buy. or—as 
now—in broad unemployment throughout the land. There is not an unemployed man. 
there is not a struggling farmer, whose interest in this subject is not direct and vital. 
It comes home to every one of us!” 


That great liberal. the late Mr. Justice Holmes. once said: 


“Whatever form taxes take in their imposition. they must be borne by the consumer, 
that is, mainly by the working-men and fighting-men of the community. It is well that they 
should have this fact brought home to them, and not too much disguised by the form in 
which the taxes are imposed.” 

Matthew Woll, Vice-President of the American Federation of Labor, re- 
cently said: 

“— — it makes no difference whether these taxes are paid in the first instance by 
big business, industry, the public utilities, the railroads, the banks or insurance com- 
panies, it is the ultimate consumer who pays them in the end. — — It is the common 
belief that undue and unjust taxes are keeping billions of dollars of idle capital lying 
in the banks of the country because capital is afraid to take excursions into new enter- 
prises or to assist in the expansion of old ones. — —— Our experience during the past 
five years has proven conclusively that government spending can only supply temporary 
relief. There has been a steady increase in unemployment since last September with 
scores of thousands of workers laid off in mass production, textile, manufacturing, tians- 

) portation and mining industries. The spending of vast sums in relief payments, no matter 
how necessary they may be. will not restore to the workers their jobs in those industries.” 


The Executive Council of the American Federation of Labor is quoted by Mr. 
Woll as saying: 
| “The real remedy for unemployment is the creation and maintenance of work oppor- 
tunities for working men and women in private industry.” 

Taxes on the Louisville & Nashville Railroad for 1937 were $7,746,000. or 
almost 7% on its capital stock, and about 52% of its income before taxes were 
paid. This is a tremendous ioad on an industry largely under Government control 
and admittedly essential in the public interest. This heavy tax equals about 
one-sixth of the wages paid employes for the year; thus every seventh employe 
could be said to be displaced by the tax-man. Its continuance reduces earn- 
ings and increases railroad unemployment. 


Under the present law, a railroad must pay a Federal income tax and in 
many states a state income tax, on income. It pays heavy taxes on its fixed 
property and rolling stock. It pays Social Security, Pension and other taxes. 
This is similarly true of most other corporations. Is it any wonder, therefore. 
that investors are withdrawing or withholding money from business enterprises 
where such a large portion of the profits—probably around 25%—must be paid 
in taxes and the investment is otherwise jeopardized? Under these conditions it 

is but natural that unemployment should be on the increase. 


Not until the average man understands that relief at best is only a tem- 
porary expedient; that the heavy tax load is discouraging business enterprise; 
and that he must ultimately, through direct, or indirect taxation hidden in his 
cost of living, largely pay the current cost of government and the public debt 
—will economy in government be demanded and taxes reduced. 


This statement is non-political. It is true regardless of the party responsible 
for creating or continuing the condition. It is presented to arouse public thinking 
on the evils of exceasive taxation,

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Beetle Found In 
Another Section 


Commissioner of Agriculture | R. 
J. “Bob” Goode, stated “that a new 
outbreak of the white fringed beetle 
has been determined in Monroe 
County. This was first discovered at 
Peterman by a 4-H Club Boy and 
the sample sent to Gulfport. Miss- 
issippi, for official identification. It 
was there determined to be the white 
fringed beetle or Argentine Weevil. 

Immediatel following this identi- 
fication men from the U. 8S, Bureau 
of Entomology were sent to delineate 
the area infested in order that con- 
trol and quarantine measures might 
be inaugurated. 

At the time of this release, it had 
been determined that the infestation 
exists from Monroeville to the Wil- 
cox County line, largely along the 
L & N Railway for a distance of 
approximately 25 miles. Most of the 
infestation occurs in the woods ad- 
jacent to the railway right-of-way 
and there is a possibility of checking 
it before’ it spreads into the adjacent 
crops and fields”. 

According to George Harris, Chief 
of the Division of Plant Inspection, 
State Department of Agriculture, 
this infestation is at least two years 
old and it is thought to have been 
brought in originally from Pensacola 
on shipments of various items. The 
heaviest infestation seems to be in 
the lumberyard at Beatrice and there 
is a possibility that this pest may 
occur from Monroeville into Selma 
along the tracks of the L & N Rail- 
road. The area already determined is 
larger than the original infestation 
at Florala. 

Commissioner Goode calls to the 
attention of the public the splenlid 
work which is being done by the 
4-H Club Members, Boy Scouts, 
Girl Scouts, and others in searching 
for this insect and reporting the 
same as evidenced by the discovery 
of the beetle by a 4-H Club Boy in 
Monroe County. It is extremely im- 
portant to the welfare of the ag- 
riculture in Alabama that an inten- 
sive campaign be continued attempt- 
ing to locate the presence of this 
beetle in order that control measures 
may be inaugurated. 

According to Commissioner Goode, 
there is a possibility of this insect 
being much wider spread over the 
State than was thought at first. 
largely, because the insects may ex- 
ist in a liminted number for a a year 
or so before becoming noticeable. 
During this period they have had an 
opportunity to lay enough eggs to 
cause wide spread infestation, There 
is a possibility that the wide spread 
damage which has thought to have 
been caused by cut-worms could be 
a limited infestation of the white 
fringed beetle. Therefore, all cit- 
izens are urged to be on the lookout 
for this insect and immediately ‘re- 
port it or any beetle which may re- 
semble it to your County Agent or 
the State Department of Agriculure. 

The adult is approximately one- 
half inch in length and about one- 
sixth of an inch across the abdofen. 
The color is a dark gray with a 
lighter band along the margins of 
the wing covers. The body is densely 
covered with pale hairs, which are

Cotton Marketing 
Regulations Given 


AUBURN, Ala.—Regulations for 
establishing marketing quotas for 
cotton under the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Act of 1938 and outlining 
the procedure to be followed by pro- 
ducers, ginners, and buyers in con- 
nection with the marketing of this 
year’s cotton crop have been an- 
nounced by A. W. Jones, administrat- 
of of the Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration in Alabama. 

Use of marketing quotas for the 
1938 cotton crop was approved by 
more than 92 per cent of the farm- 
ers voting in the referendum on 
March 12. 

Quotas will be based on the cot- 
ton acreage allotments and the nor- 
mal cotton yields of individual] farms, 
|to be established by the county com- 
mittees as provided in the Act. The 
normal cotton yields of individual 
farms are now being calculated from 
the available farm records and not- 
ices of marketing quotas will be 
mailed to farmers as soon as these 
‘have been determined. 

The cotton marketing quota of a 
farm will be the normal production 
jor the actual production, whichever 
‘is greater, of the acreage allotment 
jof that farm_ plus the amount of cot- 
jton from any previous crop which 
the producers on the farm have on 
|hand. 

On the farm planting within the

| Producers will be required to 
identify their cotton at the time it is 
marketed by showing the buyer their 
;marketing cards or certificates. 

The penalty on cotton marketed in 
excess of the farm quota will be col- 
\lected by the buyer at the time of 
the sale and may be deducted by him 
from the price paid for the cotton, 
However, the producer may arrange 
with the county committce to pay or 
secure payment of any penalty which 
he may incur, prior to the sale of 
his cotton. All penalties collected by 
jbuyers must be remitted to the 
treasurer of the county committee in 
jthe county in which the cotton was 


produced within 30 days after the 
sale. These sums will be covered in-

States,

Their chief con- 
cern, naturally, is not the building of Columbiana, 
It is the men who live here, who invest their money 
here who have built Columbiana and to whom we must 
look for the building that is to be done in the years 
ahead. These are the real builders of Columbiana. 


It seems to The Reporter to be true that these 
men who are the real builders of Columbiana, whose 
interests are all in Columbiana, are not as active and 
aggressive as they used to be. They seem somehow to 
have grown less confident in themselves, less confident 
in their community. They are not actively going after 
business as they used to do. They are not fighting for 
what is rightfully their as they ought to fight and as 
they used to fight. 


It is to be noticed too that there is no longer an 
organization of the business and professional men of 
Columbiana. Our Exchange Club has ceased to func- 
tion. We no longer get together to rub elbows, to talk 
things over, to decide what ought to be done and to 
make plans for carrying along the program of improve- 


ment that we so successfully sponsored years ago, 


But what has been done can be done again. The 
recession is over and better times are ahead. Already 
Columbiana has started building. Just in the past few 
weeks three attractive new homes have been built — 
all on one street. A modern business house that will 
be quite an addition to the town is being completed this 
week. In recent months some of the most modern an 
the most attractive homes in the whole community have 
been built as have two substantial business structures 
both of which had tenants waiting while they were be- 
ing built.

FARM WOODLAND 
VERY VALUABLE 


Pays Quarter Billion 
Dollars To Farmers 
Income Yearly 


Every farmer who has a woodland 
—whether it’s the size of a mere 
windbreak or a couple of thousand 
acres, is concerned as to whether he 
can make that woodland pay its share 
of the farm income, according to the 
U. S. Forest Products Laboratory, 
Madison, Wis. 

Farmers in the United States own 
one-third of all the timber-bearing 
land, That is almost as much as the 
timber now in commercial holdings 
and more than the Government owns 
in the National Forests. The yearly 
gross return from farm woodlands 
is very large, a quarter billion dol- 
lars. Equal to the value of all barley, 
rye, rice, and flaxseed crops; eight 
times the value of the peanut crop, 
and nearly equal to the tobacco crop. 
Per farm, per year, the average val- 
ue of the farm woodland products is 
ninety-five dollars. One-forth is 
cash; the balance is in fuel. fence 
posts, building material. But farm- 
ers do not always handle their wood- 
lands to the best advantage for sev- 
eral reasons. He may be pressed for 
cash and cut his timber before it has 
‘reached a profitable size. He may 
not recognize values and cut up a 
fine white oak log for cordwood, or 
fence posts, when he might have got- 
ten $25 for it as a veneer log. Again 
the farmer is not apt to know much 
about grades or specifications used 
by the mills in buying logs. 

There are thousands of smal! port- 
able sawmills—crude and wasteful 
outfits, mopping-up on trees that 
have grown since the virgin timber 
was cut off. Naturally, with their 
wasteful methods and low-grade out- 
put, the price they offer the farmer 
for logs is the very lowest. 

To help farm-woodland owners ob- 
tain better returns from this crop 
the Forest Products Laboratory is 
completing designs for an entirely 
new type of portable band mill that 
will reduce waste in sawdust § and 
poorly sawed lumber by 50 per cent. 
The mill can be moved from farm te 
farm, as easily as a threshing ma- 
chine.

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ELECTRIC FENCES 
DEMONSTRATED 


Farmers Get Interesting 
Lesson In Use Of New 
Farm Device 


An interesting lesson in the use 
of electric fences was given to a 
group of Shelby county farmers Fri- 
day morning by Mr. Browder of the 
Alabama Extension service. The 
meeting for the demonstration was 
held at the farm of Commissioner §. 
M. Tatum on the Montgomery high- 
way. 

In opening the meeting County 
Agent Lauderdale stated that under 
present conditions, as shaped by the 
national program for agriculture the 
farmers of Shelby county are going 
to find it more and more to their 
interest to turn their attention to 
the growing of livestock. Fencing, 
he said, is one of the things to be 
worked out in order to get into the 
growing of live stock on a larger 
scale. 

In discussing the use of electric 
fencing, Mr. Browder showed how 
with proper attention to the details, 
electric fences can be used safely and 
leffectively and at a great saving to 
lthe farmers themselves, He demon- 
strated the use of a controller by 
which the fence is electrified and ex- 
plained how ‘with proper methods 
farm animals learn soon to respect 
| the electrified fence which causes 
them to stay entirely away from the 
fence line. 

Old automobile casings can be used 
effectively for insulation and gen- 
erally only two wires are nectssary 
for a safe fence. In some instances 
one wire will do. The peculiar ad- 
vantage of electric fencing as em- 
phasized by Mr. Browder is its use 
in temporary fences that are to be 
set up for only a short time and 
jthen moved to another location. such 
as may be used for providing graz- 
ing and feeding grounds for hogs. 
Mr. Browder explained the oof 
electric fencas is growing rapidly 
over the state as is the use of vari- 
lous kinds of farm equipment due to 
| the rapid expansion of the rural 
|electrification service of the Alabama 
Power Company.

“When you sit down to plan a 
canning budget for the family you 
lshould take into consideration the 


likes and dislikes of your family, and 
the correct proportions of foods 
|needed to be canned in order to have 
ja well-balanced diet during the win- 
iter,” Miss Curtis advises club wo- 
men. 

Carrots are very valuable in their 
vitamin A content and as as val- 
uvable canned as fresh, says Miss 
Curtis, Families susceptible to colds 
and similar infections sheuld pro- 
vide an extra amount of this food for 
the winter months. Green beans, 
okra, asparagus, and green peas are 
Inext in order as to vitamin content. 
|Beets have some vitamin G and are 
{rich in calcium, phosphorus, and iron. 
If pickled, however, the mineral con- 
tent is largely dissolved in the vine- 
gar and food value is lost. 

Lima beans, hot dried and fresh, 
}are valuable for their vitamin B, and 
Vitamin G content, although 25 to 30 


per cent of their vitamin content is 
lost in cooking.

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WE ALL HOPE TO SEE THE CALERA 
HIGHWAY COMPLETED — 


There is what seems to The Reporter an unreason- 
able delay in completing the highway from Calera to 
Columbiana, That part of the road that has been 
worked is so fine that it makes one impatient to see the 
whole road made as good. 

The delay is being caused, it is said, by the failure 
of the highway authorities to decide what is to be done 
about the two railroad crossings between Columbiana 
and Calera, At one time it was planned, according to 
reports, to build two overhead crossings at these two 
places. Another plan was to make a new road entirely 
and avoid the crossings. Of these two plans the better 
would be to build the overhead crossings. To make a 
new road would be a costly project and it would be a 
long time before that part of the road could be paved, 
But there is another reason why that plan is more ob- 
jectionable. Mr. Irby has come into our county and 
bought the Shelby Springs property. He has plans, so it 
is said, for extensive improvements in the property. Mr. 
Irby much prefers that the road be left on the present 
right of way, for to change it and go through his 
grounds would interfere seriously with his plans for 
developing Shelby Springs. He would doubtless ask, 
and he would have a right to ask, heavy damages which 
the county need not have to pay. 

But the highway department has already answered, 
it seems to us, by its actions, every question about 
what to do with that stretch of road. In Calera the road 
crosses the L. & N. and there are ten times as many 
trains on this road as will ever be on the Southern. Just 
beyond Columbiana toward Wilsonville is the Cates’ 

|; crossing, which is more dangerous than either of the

Jand is like building up a dairy herd. 
No farmer would think of trying to 
build up his dairy herd by period- 
jeally selling the young thrifty heif- 
ers as beef cattle—but that is about 
what many farmers do with their 
woodlands—cut off the thrifty young 
trees as soon as they have any mar- 
ket value, and leave the low-grade 


trees until there is nothing else. On 
the cutting end, the Laboratory finds 
that trees below certain diameters, 
usually about 12 inches, are very 
poor prospects for lumber and should 
be left growing. So far as possible, 
pulpwood, posts, and fuel wood 
should be cut from thinnings and 
less thrifty trees, to give the bet- 
ter trees a chance to mature.

Three men who were arrested re-

AUBURN, Ala.—New records in 
carlot shipments of Irish potatoes 
and peaches have been made this 
year by Alabama, announces the Bu- 
reau of Agricultural Economics. Up 
through July 16 a total of 6084 cars 
had gone out of the state and 13 car- 
loads of peaches had been shipped 
by the above date, 

In potato shipments the state is 
surpassed only by California, Florida, 
Virginia, and North Carolina. Last 
year Alabama shipped 5,617 carloads 
of potatoes all season and shipped 
only five cars of peaches, according 
to the Bureau's records.

The High Court decided last 
Spring that it was constitutional for 
the Federal Government to tax the 
incomes of certain public “author- 
ities” and their employees, and it 
would be only a short step from 
there to taxing salaries directly paid 
by states and their political sub- 
divisions.

HIGH DEATH RATE FROM 
HEART DISEASE IN STATE 


MONTGOMERY-—aAlthough heart 
disease attacks those of all ages, it 
is particularly fatal among old peo- 
ple, Dr. J. N. Baker, State Health 
Officer, pointed out today, in calling 
attention to vital statistics figures 
showing that approximately one Ala- 
bamian out of every 33 over 74 
years of age succumbed to this 
disease, the chief cause of death in 
this state, during the year covered 
by the study. 

Dr. Baker urged that actual and 
potential heart disease sufferers do 
everything possible to curb the rapid- 
ly mounting mortality from this 
disease by obtaining aa much rest 
as possible and avoiding worry and 
anxiety.

“The issuance of these adjustment 
payments probably will not get un- 
derway before late August with most 
payments going out in Sep- 
tember, October, and November,” Mr. 
Jones says, adding that every effort 
will be made to handle the distribu- 
tion as promptly as possible. 

The maximum rate of payment on 
any eligible cotton is three cents a 
pound, All eligible cotton sold prior 
to September 10, 1937, will carry a 
rate representing the difference be- 
tween 12 cents and the average of 
the 10 spot cotton markets on the 
day it was sold. All cotton eligible 
for payment and not sold prior to 
September 10 (the day that cotton 
first fell below nine cents a pound 
during the 1937-38 marketing sea- 
soning) will be considered as sold on 
a date when the 10 spot market 
price was leas than nine cénts, and 
producers will receive three cents 
per pound on such cotton, 

Under the ruling, cotton does not 
have to be sold to entitle a producer 
to payment, Cotton held by a pro- 
ducer on the farm or in warehouses, 
whether or not under the CCC loans, 
will be on the same basis an cotton 
sold during the marketing season.

CALL FOR REPEAL OF ABSENTEE VOTING—

SO MANY ELECTION IRREGULARITIES 
There have been more complaints this year 


of 
irregularities in elections than in any one year before, 
perhaps, in all the history of the state. In several 
counties there were one or more contested races that 
required the services of the State Committee to settle. 
In at least two counties special elections had to be 
held and in two other counties the necessity for hold- 
ing a special election was missed by a narrow mar- 
gin. That meant the holding of three elections in 
which the people had to vote in order to select the 
nominees of a single party for the coming general 
election, 

In most instances the cause of trouble and dis- 
pute was the absentee ballot. It will be recalled that 
in Chilton county a group of prominent citizens all 
of whom had always been considered law abiding, 
‘took the absentee ballot box, 
law, and hid it. The leader of the group openly of- 
fered $100 to be arrested so he could have the oppor- 
tunity of “proving in court how dishonest and fraud- 
ulent” was the absentee voting in that county. 

It seems to The Reporter that the men 
wrote the absentee ballot law could not have done 
better if they had set out deliberately to fix a plan 
that shod give the greatest number possible of op- 
portunities for irregularities and fraud, 

There is some talk of amending the law. The Re- 


porter believes it is too late to amend such a law. The

best thing, the only safe thing, is to repeal it alto- 
gether. Then we can wait a few years and try to work 
out a new plan that will be honest and fair. Better to 
deprive a few good men of the opportunity to vote, in 
a few elections, than to go on with a plan that opens a 
whole election to opportunities for fraud and dis- 
honesty. 

And while the law makers are at work on the 
election laws they should at the same time find some 
way to do away with , the numbered ballot. It is 
not right to have a system by which a few men in 
each county may, if they are inclined to undertake

thousands of Chinese living in the metropolis, only 


investigating juvenile delinquency. Among all 
two cases of Chinese children or youtha accused of 
lawbreaking have ever been brought into court, and 
one of those, it turned out, thought he was playing 
a game. 

The Chinese interpreter in the New York courts 
gave the explanation. He quoted a maxim of Confu- 
cius, “the misconduct of the child is the fault of the 
parent,” as being the moral code under which Chinese 
children are reared, The child is taught reverence for 
its parents. Whenever a Chinese boy or girl is guilty 
of misconduct in public it is a disgrace not only to 
himself or herself but to the family. If some Chinese 
boy committed the most minute crime, the whole com- 
munity would know about it and he would lose face, 

“Among the young,” said the interpreter, “the 
most severe punishment Is to ‘lose face.’ It is most 
serious in the minds of the children, because it is a 
sort of discrimination against him. Chinese children 
‘are not punished physically; they are denied movies or 
new shoes or new clothes.”

Do You Understand 
Soil Building Practices? 


A: A, LAUDERDALE, County Agent 


The 1938 Agricultural Conservation Pro- 
gram provides for payments to farmers in 
connection with carrying out soil building 
practices. The maximum payment which 
any farmer in Shelby County may earn for 
soil building is determined by obtaining the 
sum of the following items: 


1. Seventy cents per acre for the total crop land less one and 
a half times the cotton acreage allotment (and less the pea- 
nut and other special crop acreage allotment if applicable.) 


to 


One dollar and fifty cents per acre on the average acreage of 
land on which commercial vegetables were grown in 1936 
and 1937. 
3. Two dollars per acre of commercial orchards on the farm 
January 1, 1938. 
4. Twenty five cents per acre on that portion of the fenced 
non-crop open pasture land which is in excess of one half of 
the crop land on the farm which will support grazing for one 
animal unit on each five acres for the grazing period. 
THE SOIL BUILDING ALLOWANCE WHICH HAS BEEN 
DETERMINED FOR THE FARM IN THE FOREGOING 
MANNER WHICH MAY BE EARNED AT THE RATE OF 
$1.50 PER UNIT OF APPROVED SOIL BUILDING PRAC- 
TICES, 


The following practices are sound and 
every farmer in Shelgy County should at 
least carry out enough to take up his soil 
building allowance; the following shall be 
counted as ONE unit: 


1, The application of 300 pounds of phosphate or 500 pounds 
of basic slag on permanent pasture or winter legumes.

Application of 1500 pounds of ground limestone. 


3. Construction of 200 feet of standard terrace with proper 
outlets. 


Re-seeding depleted pasture with ten pounds of seed* of 
adapted grasses or legumes. 


5. Seeding one-half acre of pasture with a full seeding of 
adapted grasses or legumes. 


6. Green manure crops of which a good stand and good growth 
. is turned or left on the ground, such as turning a crop of 
vetch or Austrian peas. 


7. Seeding winter legumes, annual lespedeza or crotalaria, 
8. Two acres of summer legumes planted in corn, provided a 


good stand and good growth can be left on the land or 
turned under.

husbandman, Alabama Extension 
| Service. Hogs that weigh over 180 
pounds should be marketed as early 
as possible in order to take advant- 
age of the high price prevailing in 
September, 

As soon as the Spanish peanuts | 
are cleaned out, the remainder of! 
the fattening hogs should be moved | 
to runner peanuts and finished | 
there, It will pay to use temporary 
fences so the hogs may be kept on | 
fresh peanuts every two weeks. This 
eliminates what farmers call “stand- 
ing still” of hogs. 

In general, there should be from 
800 to 1200 pounds of hogs per acre 
| , , 
of solid runner peanuts. It will also 
|pay to graze the peanuts nearest 
| water in Jeptember, October, and 
| November and then haul water to the 
|hogs in December and January while 
lgrazing peanuts that are over 1-4 
jmile from water. A mineral mixture 
of equal parts of charcoal, slaked 
lime and salt should be kept before 
the fattening hogs at all times, ac- 
cording to Mr. Burns. 

One acre of oats should be planted | 
for each sow in October and sows 
and fall pigs should be turned on 
these oats in November, This green 
feed, together with the peanuts 
| which remain in the field after the 
fattening hogs have been moved, will 
usually provide sufficient feed for! 
the sows and fall pigs.

SHALL THE COUNTRY TRY GOVERNMENT 
OWNERSHIP OF RAILROADS?— 

There is said to be a growing demand for Gov- 
ernment ownership of the railroads as the only way 
railroads find 


themselves as a result of long years of financial dif- 


out of the situation in which the 
ficulties. 

The railroads are so heavily in debt that some 
have come to believe they can never pay out. As an 
economy measure the roads have proposed a wage 
cut of 15 per cent but railroad labor is not willing to 
take the cut and is threatening to strike. 

A writer for the Birmingham Post says that in 
1929 the railroad pay roll was nearly three billion 
dollars. By 1933 the payroll had dropped to less than 
one billion and a half. This writer goes on to say 
that compared with other industries railroad wages 
are not high. The highest pay ranges from $1 to $1.40 
an hour but less than a quarter of the employes of 
railroads receive this rate of pay. For more than 
100,000 workers who are section hands, the average 
pay is around 40 cents an hour. 

In 1929 the railroads employed 1,660,000 men; 
today the number is around 900,000. Railroad labor 
leaders see a still greater reduction in the number 
of employes if and when the proposed plans for con- 
solidation and mergers are put into effect. 

Faced with these conditions with the roads claim- 
ing that they cannot continue to pay the present wage 
scale and with employes, many of whom are highly 
organized, refusing to accept any pay cut, it looks as 
if the country might be brought to try the experiment 
ef government ownership.

SOUTHERN HELPS TO DEVELOP LIVE 
STOCK INDUSTRY— 

In the stetes covered by the Southern Railway 


System farm income from livestock and live stock 
products increased over nine per cent in 1937 as com- 
pared with an increase of less than 3% per cent for 
the reet of the country. 

For many years the Southern Railway through 
its Agricultural Development Service has been cooper- 
ating liberally with farmers for the improvement of 
agriculture and great emphasis has been placed on 
the importance of livestock in any program for im- 
provement, Roland Turner, chief of the Southern’s 


Development Service, has visited Shelby county on 
several occasions to speak in meetings of farmers and 
business men in the interest of better farming.

PEOPLE TO VOTE ON THE USE 
OF GAS TAXES— 

In Randolph county a committee has been or- 
ganized to work for the adoption of an amendment to 
the state constitution making it anlawful to use gas- 
oline taxes for any other purpose than the building 
and maintenance of highways, The amendment will 
be voted at the coming general election in November. 

It is very important that this amendment be giv- 
en a favorable vote. The growing demands of our 
highway system make it necessary that all the money 
from gas taxes should be used only for roads, Be- 
sides, the automobile is paying the highest tax ever 
levied; the owners of cars are certainly entitled to all 
the good roads their tax money will build.

No Need To Expand 

There is more likelihood, say those 
who claim to have inside information 
of what the State Department thinks, 
that this country may give up a 
sliver of territory, than that it will 
try to acquire more. 

Up in the northwest corner of 
Maine there is a tract of a few hun- 
dred square miles which, though a 
part of the United States, in inhab- 
ited by citizens of French-Canadian 
extraction, who speak French, think 
in French, and have to do all their 
trading in the French Province of 
Quebec, because their region is cut 
off from access to the rest of Maine. 

They are good farmers, istelligent 
and industrious, but all of their ra- 
cial and economic ties are with Que- 
bec, not with Maine. And when they 
buy a tractor, a pure-bred bull or a 
sewing machine in the only trading 
centers they have access to, they 
have to pay duty on such merchan- 
dise as they need on their farms or 
in their homes. 

These Maine farmers have sent a 
petition to Washington asking that 
their section of Maine be ceded to 
Canada, They have also petitioned 
the Canadian government to the same 
effect. The State Department is look- 
ing into the situation, and Washing- 
ton gossips are wagering even money 
that eventually Canada will get that 
little chunk of Maine. 

Whether it has any bearing on the 
present Maine-Canada border or not, 
it is a coincidence, at least, that the 
National Archives office has just 
sent to the International Geograph- 
ical Congress at Amsterdam a pho- 
tographic copy of the award to the 
United States by the King of the 
Netherlands, 107 years ago, of a strip 
of land along the eastern border of 
Maine, but which is still in Canada. 

International Relations 

The boundary dispute was so acute 
in the 1830's between Maine and New 
Brunswick that the United State and 
Great Britain invited the King of the 
Netherlands, as an impartial arbi- 
trator, to settle it. His award of the 
disputed territory to Maine aroused 
the people of New Brunswick so that 
they sent an armed force to prevent 
Maine from taking possession of it. 

Maine countered by sending a force 
of Militia to the border, and the two 
“armies” glowered at each other 
across the Madawaska River for a 
couple of years, while Washington 
announced its intention of sending 
50,000 soldiers, if necessary, to en- 


force the award of the royal arbi-— 


trator. 

Before a third war’ with Great 
Britain had actually been precipitat- 
ed, however, Daniel Webster, the 
American Secretary of State, and 
Lord Ashburton, the British Prime 
Minister, succeeded in negotiating a 
treaty in which the United States 


gave up to Canada most of the land 
which had been awarded to Maine 
by the King of the Netherlands, 
Taking this historical instance as 
their guide, Washington gossips are 
predicting that Canada will get and 
the United States will give up the

A cotton crop of 11,988,000 bales 


ment report issued Monday. 
report indicates the smallest crop 
since 1935; 6,958,000 bales below the 
crop of 1937. 

The average yield per acre esti- 
mated is 217.9 pounds to the acre, 
which is 49 pounds per acre less than 
the crop of 1937. The ten-year av- 
erage is 179.8 pounds. The estimate 
on condition was 78 per cent of nor- 
mal as compared with 81 per cent 
a year ago and a ten-year average of 
69 per cent. The estimate of condi- 
tion for Alabama was 76 per cent of 
normal, the average yield 220 pounds 
to the acre pnd the total production 
for the state was estimated at 998- 
000 bales. 

The government estimate is about 
700,000 in excess of trade expecta- 
tions and under heavy liquidation 
promoted by the high government 
estimate cotton lost $1.70 a bale on 
Monday.

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CHELSEA GETS NEW 
SYRUP MAKING PLANT 


New Process To Be Used 
To Give Product Of 
Improved Quality 


Believing that there is a need for 
more and better syrup in Shelby 
county, the people of the Chelsea 
community are constructing an up- 
to-date syrup-making plant, and 
will make syrup by the new process 
developed by Specialists of the Bu- 
reau of Chemistry and Soils of the 
United States Department of Ag- 
riculture, advises M. D. Harman, 
Specialist in syrup and syrup crops, 
Alabama Extension Service. 

This mill will be power driven, and 
the equipment, such as vats. tanks, 
etc., will be of copper. Both sugar 
cane syrup and “sorghum molasses” 
will be made and it is thought that 
the mill will be large enough to 
handle the cane of all the farmers 
in the county desiring to try the 
new process, 

This new method of making syrup 
has proved successful, profitable and 
popular with all farmers that have 
tried it. It is popular because of the 
improved quality, taste, and better 
keeping qualities of the syrup. It 
also contains less dregs and does not 
“go to sugar” like syrup made the 
old way. 

In the new process the cane is 
milled as usual; then the juice’ is 
carefully strained, settled,, and evap- 
orated to a half done density (called 
semi-syrup), a hydrometer , being 
used to determine the density. The 
sugar cane semi-syrup is treated for 
about 12 hours with invertase, an 
extract of yeast, and the sorghum is 
treated with maltase, an extract of 
malt, then it is evaPorated to a fin- 
ished syrup, a hydrometer again be- 
ing used to determine when ready. 
The syrup is then canned at the 
proper temperature of about 190 
degrees I. 

The United States produces about 
15 million gallons of “sorghum mo- 


lasses” and about twenty million 
gallons of sugar cane syrup annual- 
ly.

Good Cotton Depends 
On Farmer, Ginner 


AUBURN, Ala.—The farmer and 
the ginner both share in the re- 
sponsibility af cafefully handling 
cotton for improved quality that will 
be more attractive to both domestic 
and foreign buyers. 

Picking the cotton clean and dry 
and preventing the mixing of im- 
proved varieties with other varieties 
is the first responsibility of the 
grower, the specialists emphasize. 
The grower who picks and hauls 
wet cotton to the gin and expects it 
to come out in first-class condition is 
only losing money for himself. 

If the cotton has to be picked wet 
it should be spread out to dry or 
piled loosely in sheds to dry out sev- 
eral days before it is taken to the 
gin. 

When the cotton reaches the gin it 
is the responsibility of the ginner to 
seo that the best quality lint possible 
comes from the ginning of the farm- 
er’s cotton. Machinery in good con- 
dition, and drying and jcleaning 
equipment will aid him in doing this. 

The improved cleaning and drying 
machinery ia the result of several 
years of study by the United States 
Department of Agriculture. It} has 
been demonstrated that drying en- 
hances the bale value of short staple 
cotton’ by about 70 cents, and up to 
$2.50 a bale for long ataple. 

Modern equipment will provide 
higher grade lint from either damp 
or moderately trashy cotton, but no 
machinery is available which can 
dry extremely wet cotton or remove 
enough of the foreign matter to give 
lint equal in quality to that ginned 
from dry, clean-picked cotton,

Legumes Save And 
Build Farm Land 


AUBURN, Ala.—The planting of 
winter legume crops will protect the 
land against erosion during the late 
fall. winter, and spring—a period of 
heavy rainfall—and increase the yield 
of the crops that follow. Much pro- 
gress has been made in Alabama 
with winter cover crops and most 
farmers agree that it. is good farm- 
ing practice. 

Many people have wondered why a 
larger acreage of these soil-conserv- 
ing crops are not planted in Ala- 
bama. Agronomists say that the cost 
of the seed is the major factor. 
Farmers with small incomes have 
been unable to purchase sufficient 
seed to protect enough of their land 
with these crops. 

In many counties over Ajabama 
this difficulty is being overcome on 
many farms. By planting small seed 
patches, saving the seed and increas- 
ing the area devoted to legume 
cover crops from year to year, the 
farmers soon get a sufficient acreage 
of legume cover crops stablished 
with only a small initial outlay for 
seed. 

The 19388 farm program makes it 
possible for a farmer, who might 
otherwise be unable to do so, to 
adopt and carry out a cover crop 
program. Farmers are advised to 
contact their county agent for fur- 
ther information on how they can get 
started on a cover crop program by 
using the  soil-building allowance 
which has been established for the 
farm. 


Farmer Tells Of Hog 
Raising Experience 


Wesley Ozley of Saginaw gives 
his experience in raising hogs on his 


farm which should be helpful to 
every farmer who is interested in 
increasing his farm income. Mr. 


Ozley says: There is some profit in 
raising pork at present prices. I 
raised 31 pigs from one Duroc sow 
in 12 months. 

The first litter of eight pigs was 

farrowed July 7, the sow having been 
bred to a Duroc boar. 
At six months old, these pigs weigh- 
ing 195 pounds were made into 
sausage except the hams which were 
dried and sold at 30 cents per pound.

If one 
can produce one pound per day eco- 
nomically for six months and then 
market his stock, two brood 
will bring in more money than a 
two-horse farmer can get out of his 
cotton.

Emergency Council In 
Report Cites Need To 
Boost Buying Power 


(Birmingham Age.Herald) 

WASHINGTON —The National 
Emergency Council reported to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt Thursday that the 
South, more than any other section 
of the country, was ill-housed, ill-fed 
and ill-clad. 

Summarazing the South’s economic 
conditions at the president’s request, 
for the information of Congress and 
the country, the council said the re- 
gion’s population problems were the 
most pressing of any America must 
face. Declaring these problems were 
national, it concluded: . 

“The South is the nation’s greatest 
untapped market and the market in 
which American business can expand 
most easily. Northern producers and 
distributors are losing profits and 
Northern workers are losing work 
because the South cannot afford to 
buy their goods.” 

The report was made public only a 
few days after President Roosevelt, 
campaigning in the South for a New 
Deal Congress, had reiterated his de- 
sire to increase Southern purchasing 
power. 

New Homes Needed 

One of the council’s findings was 
that at least 4,000,000 families, one 
half of all the families in the South, 
needed new homes. 

Agriculture, industry, banking, la- 

bor, women and children all were de- 
| scribed by the council as burdened 
by the economic ills peculiar to the 
area studied: Virginia, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, North Carolina. South 
Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Alabama, 
Mississippi, Louisiana and Arkansas, 
Oklahoma and Texas. 
No remedial measures were sug- 
|gested, but Lowell Mellett, director 
of the council, in his letter of trans- 
mittal said that the realistic atti- 
tude of Southern leaders who helped 
prepare the treatise indicated that 
“something will be done about it.” 
He added that the solution must be 
part political, with participation by 
industry, business, schools and pri- 
vate citizens. 

The president, in asking for the re- 
port on June 22, and in outlining it

Dr. Edgar Gilmore Givhan 


Edgar Gilmore Givhan was born 
and reared at Jemison, Chilton Coun- 
ty, Alabama. He was an alumnus of 
Howard College, class of 1891, and 
was graduated in medicine at Mobile 
Medical College in 1894, Securing 
his license before the St. Clair county 
examining board the same year, he 
located in Mogtevallo for his life’s 
work, 

Dr. Givhan was the first college 
physician for Alabama College, and

Summary of results from tests 
conducted to determine the value of 
the two winter cover crops a8 a 
means of increasing cotton and corn 
yields reveal that where cotton and 
corn followed vetch or Austrian 
winter peas, turned under, yield of 
seed cotfon ‘was imcreased by 628 
pounds while corn yield climbed 15.6 
bushels per acre, 


Increase in cotton yield due to 
planting and turning of vetch or 
Austrian winter peas was worth 


$3.78 per acre more than the increase 
from 225 pounds of nitrate of soda 
or ite equivalent after considering 
cost of the legume seed and cost of 
the soda. 

Where corn was grown without ro- 
tation and was preceded by vetch or 
Austrian winter peas cost of the in- 
creased yield was 16 cents per bush- 
el, 

Vetch or Austrian winter peas 
grown ‘in a two year rotation (cot- 
ton-winter legumes-corn) increased 
the corn yield 18 bushels per acre at 
a cost of 14 cents per bushel, In 
addition to the influence of legumes 
on the corn crop, the residue the 
second year from these legumes in- 
creased the cotton yield by 213 
pounds of seed cotton per acre. 

Vetch or Austrian winter peas, 
when not fertilided with a suffi- 
cient amount of phosphate, usually 
failed to make enough growth to 
economically increase cotton and 
when not fertilized with a _ suffi- 
cient application of phosphate they 
made enough growth to greatly in- 
crease the yields of subsequent crops. 


The largest consolidated schoo! in 
the United States, made up entirely 
of farm people, is located at Jay, 
Florida, just over the State line from 
Brewton, Alabama.

Farmers Advised To 
Plant Hay Crops 


AUBURN—Plant hay crops in fall 
as well as winter to make doubly 
sure that a supply of hay will be 
provided is the advice to Alabama 
farmers of W. H. Gregory, associate 
agronomist of the Alabama Exten- 
sion Service. 

Mr. Gregory said now is the time 
farmers should start making plans 
for September and October plantings 
of good hay crops for the livestock 
on the farm. 

By planting two bushels of oats, 
or one bushel of wheat and either 
20 pounds of vetsh or 40 pounds of 
Austrian Winter peas, during Sep- 
tember or early October, after ap- 
plying 400 to 600 pounds of basic 
slag, a nice crop of hay for next 
summer's feeding can be obtained. 

About 100 to 200 pounds of nitrate 
should be added to these hay crops 
in February or March and the mix- 
ture cut for hay when the oats reach 
the dough stage, advises the agron- 
mist. .

the other. 

The matter of regional differen- 
tials is giving a great deal of trouble, 
Southern employers insisting that 
they are entitled to a lower minimum 
| wage rate and longer permissible

Another complication is the con- 
tention of powerful labor leaders that 
| the regulations set up by the com- 
| mission must be such as to prevent 
any reduction of wages to the legal 
minimum by industries which are now

The program recently approved by 
the Agricultural Adjustment Admin- 
istration for the use of cotton fabric 
coverings on 1,000,000 bales of this 
year’s cotton crop, in place of the 
type of bagging made from imported 
jute that has been in general use for

many years, is to go into effect im-! 


mediately. 

Mr. Goode has long been a leader 
in advocating the substitution of cot- 
ton fabric for jute bagging as a cov- 
ering for cotton bales as a vital fac- 
ton in increasing domestic cotton 
consumption and urges the widest 
| possible use of this cotton fabric bale 
| wrapping in Alabama. Commission 
Goode states that this will do 
| more to make possible the passage of 
legislation which would make manda- 
tory the sale of cotton on a net 
weight basis, this being a project 
which he has worked on over a per- 
lod of years.

ging. The price of 45 cents a pat-

Fight Alabama counties have held 
local option elections on the liquor 
question similar to the election that 
will be held in Shelby counfy on 
Tuesday, September 27. These elect- 
ions were held: six in 1937 and two 
in 1938. 

Five of the counties voted dry with 
majorities ranging from 286 to 1173. 
In. the counties that voted wet the 
majorities ran from 291 to 961. In

'the dry majority was 803. Geneva

election when the whole state voted, 
called a special elecion in November 
and voted dry.

(1)—The Act referred to 
authorizing repayment of the tax 
japplies only to those producers who 
paid the tax through the ginner to 
the Government. When tax exempt 
jon certificates were purchased, the 
purchase price went to the farmer 
who sold them, and not to the gov- 
ernment, and the Government cannot 
now pay back funds that it did not 
receive. If you are one of the few 
who paid the tax to the ginner in- 
stead of buying certificates, you 
should file a claim with Mr. Har- 
cell G. Davis, Collector of Internal 
Revenue, Treasury Department, Bir- 
mingham, Alabama.

Farm Loan Meeting 
Held August 24 - 25 


The meeting of national farm loan 
association presidents and secretary- 
treasurers which was held at Mont- 
gomery on August 24 and 25, was 
attended by D. W. Waite, Secretary- 
Treasurer of the Fourmile National 
Farm Loan Association. This meet- 
ing is one of a series of ten which 
are being held throughout the states 
of Alabama, Louisiana, and Miss- 
iassippi for the purpose of discussing 
the progress of the Federal Land 
Bank and the national farm loan 
associations, of which there are 277 
in these three states, and for the dis- 
cussion of future plans for the op- 
eration of these cooperative credit 
institutions, R. L. Thompson, Pres: 
ident, and Leo S, Shamblin, Secre- 
tary, of the Federal Land Bank of 
New Orleans, were the principal 
speakers on the program. Miss 
Florence E. Bell, File Expert of the 
Farm Credit Administration, Wash- 
ington, D. C., was also in attendance 
for the purpose of giving suggest- 
jons to the national farm loan asso- 
ciation office assistants in proper 
filing and record keeping. 

“Remarkable progress has been 
made by the Federal Land Bank and 
national farm loan associations in 
emerging from the conditions 
brought about by the depression, ac- 
cording to the reports presented by 
the officials of the Federal Land 
Bank,” Mr, Waite said, “Perhaps the 
most important piece of progress 
from the farmers’ point of view is 
the return of the system’s opera- 
tions to the local national farm loan 
association. During the depression 
years it was necessary for the Fel- 
eral Land Bank to carry on the 
service of the system through their

Right 
now the State of Alabama through its Liquor Board is 
violating its own laws in the way liquor is being sokd 
and served. Just recently an article in the Montgom- 
ery Journal called attention to the fact that in Mont- 
gomery, our State Capital and headquarters of the 
Liquor Board, the law is being openly violated. How 
can such methods increase respect for the law?

Governor Dixon, in his campaign, promised faith- 
fully that if the people would elect him governor he 
would protect dry counties. In his speech in Colum- 
biana he said something like this: You fellows who 
patronize these honky tonks and road houses that sell 
liquor had better buy all you need before the middle 
of January, for after that they will be closed up. And 
the crowd applauded that statement most vigorously. 

I think we are all agreed that the whole trouble 
is with liquor rather than with the method by which 
it is handled. Of course bootlegging is bad and it 
ought to be put down. I will go further and say that 
T believe it can be put down. But legal liquor will 
make a man just as drunk as any other kind. The 
money that goes to buy legal liquor can no more be 
used to buy the things the family needs than the otker 
kind. Se if we really want to make conditions — bet- 
ter the one way, the ONLY way, is to reduce the 
consumption of liquor. Until those who favor legal- 
izatior. can convince us that by their method the 
amount of liquor made and bought and drunk will be 
decreased, they cannot conscientiously ask us to vote 
for legalization, 

Back to Governor Dixon. Since we can have no 
assurance that legalization will make conditions bet- 
ter, and since our governor has promised to close up 
the places that sell illegally, which we all know would 
make conditions better, I say let us wait just a few 
weeks and give our Governor the opportunity to keep 
his promise. His friends assure us he is a man of 
his word. Certainly that will be better than taking a 
chance, when we know that if we do make a mistake 
it will be two years before we could get relief.

I want to add that I have 
no criticism to make of anyone who signed because 
he sincerely hopes to see conditions made better. This 
is still a free country and every man may sign and 
vote as he pleases. I am glad that is true. I would 
not have it otherwise, 

But here are some things that are also true. 
When Mr. Hotalen spoke at the courthouse he read 
a list of 14 people of whom he said: “Everyone of 
them is a known bootlegger of record”, because they 
had all bought federal licenses to sell liquor. For 
even a federal license does not give one the right to 
sell liquor in Shelby county. A check of Mr. Hotalen’s 
list shows that four of the people he named live in 
Jefferson county. Of the ten who live in Shelby county 
only 3 are qualified voters and all 3 of these signed 
the petition, Not only is that true, the members of 
their families signed too. In one case five members of 
his family, wife, both parents and two brothers, 
signed with one of these known bootleggers. In an- 
other instance, three other members of the family 
signed, father and two brothers, A casual study of 
the list shows the names of more than a dozen others 
who are known to be, or to have been active boot- 
leggers. The question naturally arises: If these men 
want prohibition to stay why do they sign a petition 
for an election to legalize liquor?

We have no finer, more influential group of citi- 
zens than our business men. I want to make an ap- 
peal to every business man in our county to help us 
in this effort, both with his vote and his influence. It 
seems to me that everyone who is a good business 
man will do that, if for no other than business reasons, 

Our people have just so much money to spend— 
just so much with which to buy food, clothing, medi- 
eines, furniture and other legitimate merchandise.

To Be Protected

ing the potatoes ruin, advises W. A. 
Ruffin, specialist in horticulture, in 
offering suggestions to farm people 
for saving the yams. 

Essentials of successful storage 
of sweet potatoes are that they be 
mature, dug before frost, carefully 


handled, well dried, or cured, and jiuiiding of the present high voltage October 1, in festivities which also 
kept at the proper temperature when |...,.1y line ta Union Springs; the ex-|marked dedication of the state's new 


stored. 

Digging of potatoes ie the least 
important but rough handling while 
being dug will cause potatoes to de- 
cay in much the same manner as 
apples. Best practice, says Ruffin, 
is to place the tubers in a padded 
crate when digging them instead of 
throwing them in piles. Before enter- 
ing storage they should be cured or 
dried out thoroughly. 

Plenty of sunshine is best for cur- 
ing but otherwise a warm place near 
a chimney or a shed or room where 
a temperature of 80 to 85 degrees 
may be maintained for ten days to 
two weeks is needed, Farmers | who 
do not have curing houses may pu 
the potatoes in crates and stack them 
in the chicken brooder house, allow- 
ing space between crates so they may 
get plenty of air circulation. 

Circulation of air and fairly warm 
temperature are important for prop- 
er drying out of the potatoes before 
they are put into storage, The stor 
age temperature should be about 55 
to 60 degrees but where it is im- 
possible to place them in storage 
and maintain this temperature they 
should be placed in the cellar or a 
relatively tight building and covered 
with hay, shucks or straw as a pro- 
tection from cold weather.

We have investigated 57 cases and 
herewith return into open court 40 
indictments, of which number 38 are 
felonies and two are for misdemean- 
ors. 

We have endeavored to diligently 
go into all the matters which have 
been brought to our attention, keep- 
ing in mind at all times the oath 
which we took in the beginning of 
our labors. As _ will be observed 
practically all of the indictments 
herewith returned are for felonies. 
However, we endeavored to investi- 
gate several alleged crimes or of- 
fenses denominated as misdemean- 
ors but were unable to secure enough 
evidence on which to return indict- 
ments. The greater number of the 
latter type of cases investigated 
were in connection with the violation | 
of the prohibition laws. 

During our investigation our at: | 
tention was called to an article ap- 
pearing in the Birmingham News | 
written by one Harold Fisher with | 
reference to the conditions of the 
whiskey traffic in Shelby County, 
and in this connection our Circuit 
Judge, the Hon. W. W. Wallace, re- 
called us and further charged us in 
a very forcible way with reference to 
this law. We then resumed our la- 
bors and summoned a number of wit- 
nesses before us, among which was 
the said Harold Fisher, and en- 
deavored to make an investigation 
with reference to this condition as 
best we could. We are not disposed 
to say that the situation is quite so 
terrible as pictured by Mr. Fisher, 
yet we are convinced that this law is 
frequently violated in this County, 
and regret to state that we were un- 
able to procure evidence on which to 
jreturn indictments. We desire to call 
upon all the law enforcement of- 
|ficers of Shelby County, Alabama, as | 
well as th law abiding citizens of | 
said County, to put their shoulders to | 
the wheel and help to clear up and 
clean up this situation or condition 
that exists in our good county. 

We have, by committees, investi- 
gated the property of the almshouse, 
the jail, court house and grounds and 
public records of the various County 
Officials.

at the University of Alabama for 
the first semester of the 1938-39 
session has exceeded last year’s fig- 
ures by 220 and passed the 5,000 for 
the first time in fall registration 
according to figures released by Uni- 
versity officials.

Expedition Returns From Arctic 


Loan Program To Aid |Plans Being Made For 


Shelby County Farms 


“The rehabilitation loan 
in this County calls for soil improve- 
ment and better tenure arrange- 
ments this year,” states James N. 
Dennis, county rehabilitation~ super- 
visor, “Longer leases are necessary 
to make real headway in rebuilding 
soils, to produce abundant yields.” 

“The old system of leasing a farm 
for one year or for a cropping season 
has been determined one of the prin- 
cipal contributing causes to the 
plight of many farm families and the 
present condition of lands.” 

“Effort will be made to aid fam- 
ilies who rent lands to secure leases 
for at least three years, and where 
possible for five years, so that a 
soilsbuilding program can be included 
in the farm plan for next season and 
for subsequent years, Written leases 
will be required detailing the agree- 
ment between tenant and landlord 
and both will be adequately protect- 
ed by definite provisions of the 
leases, By soil-building practices the 
tenant will see improved yields come 
from his labors and the landlord will 
have his land improved for future 
advantage,” continued Mr. Dennis. 

Farm plans this year will include 
a livestock program where proper 
leases wre secured and a start will 
be made in pasqure developments. 
The fine feed crop made this year, 
now enables many families to in- | 
crease their herds or to make a| 
start if no livestock is owned at 
present. 

Approximately 55 families in this | 
county were aided last year and | 
most of them will farm again with 
the assistance of the rehabilitation 
program. Many of these familics 
will farm again with the assistance 
of the rehabilitation program. Many 
of these families made a real jump 
upward toward security and many 
more are well on the way with ample 
food and feed reserves, good work- 


stock, tools, livestock and their 
equipment almost paid for,

ment. These loans are made to fi-

As mankind spread from the 
tropical regions in which human life 
probably began, and felt the need for 
something besides their own skins 
to keep them warm, they began to 
make clothes. 

First of all garments were prob- 
ably the raw skins of animals. Man 
learned very early how to treat skins 
to preserve them, and how to sew 
them with bone needles and animal 


tendons for thread, as the Eskimos | 


still do. Furs still make the most 
expensive garments. 

The next step was probably the | 
discovery that the hair or wool of 
animals could be made into felt, by 
beating and wetting it. Millions of 
people, the half-savage tribes of 
Mongolia, literally live in felt houses, 
great tents called “yurts”, which are 
made of thick felt. Civilized people 
consume great quantities of felt for 
making hats and for warm boots for 
outdoor work in cold climates. 

How many millions of years 
elapsed before man learned to spin 
wool into threads, and to weave the 
threads into cloth, nobody knows. 

It was a good deal later before 
vegetable fibers were spun and 
woven. Flax was probably the first; 
people wore linen for thousands of 
years before they began to wear cot- 
ton. Silk is perhaps the most mod- 
ern of natural fibers used for 
tiles. The Chines discovered the val- 
ue of the fine threads of the silk- 
worm cocoon more than five thou- 
sand years ago.

Results Of Tests 
On Legumes Given 


Auburn, Ala. -Dry weather has 


jin Alabama but there is still time 


to plant, says J, C. Lowery, exten- 
sion agronomist, in advising farmers 
that numerous requests have come 
to him regarding the fertilizer to 
be applied. 

Tests for nine years by the Ala- 
bama Experiment Station in all 
sections of the state have shown 
that basic slag, rock phosphate, su- 
perphosphate, and triple superphos- 
phate have been best sources of 
phosphorus and best legume fertili- 
zers.Basic slag gave an average in- 
crease of 4,017 pounds of vetch 
over check plot; superphosphate gave 
3,952; triple superphosphate gave 
3,937; and rock phosphate gave 
2,978. Collodial phosphate gave 
the least increase of all over no 
phosphate, 2,075, Experiments have

There are 1730 manufacturing | 
plants in Alabama according to the 
Federal census, 1935. 

These establishments employed 
97,710 wage earners to whom they | 
paid $64,884,088. The cost of the 
raw materials used and the cost of | 
fuels and electric power used 
amounted to $211,500,231. The value | 
of the products of these plants is| 
given as $364,309,737. 

In these figures are included only 
plants that produced products that} 
amounted in value to $5000.00 or} 
more. 

The industries listed are produc-_| 
ing fifty-seven different products. 

The lumber industry has the larg- 
est pumber of plants, 490. This in- 
dustry employed 12,747 wage earn- 
ers to. whom it paid $5,482,143. The 
material used amounted to 8,879,846, 
and tha total value of their products 
was given as $20,963,117. These | 
figures are for 1935 and do not in- 
clude concerns producing less than 
$5,000 of these products. There is 
evidently a big increase in the pro- 
duction of fordst products since! 
1936 as figures recemtly compiled 
show that $43,362,225 worth of | 
lumber, shingles and lath were 
shipped out of Alabama in 1937. — 

There are 117 ice manufacturing | 
plants in the State and they em- 
ployed 458 wage earners to whom 
they paid $339,506. Ther products 
were sold for $2,055,399. This does 
not include ice cream products which 
sold for $1,723,840. 

The cotton manufacturing indus. 
try employed the largest number of 
wage earners. There are 75 of these 
plants and they employed 31,431 
431 wage earners in 1935. These 
wage carners were paid $18,338,817 
in that year. The materials used 
were valued at $57,506,263 and the 
products at $84,814,946. The cotton 
seed producta for that year were 
valued at $14,936,644, 

Alabama produces more cast iron 
pipe and fittings than any other 
State in the Union, There are twen- 
ty-two of these establishments in 
the State and they employed 6,181 
wage carners who received for their 
labor $4,284,898. They produced 
products valued at $17,218,673, 

There are fifteen railroad 
shopa that employ 3,343 people who 
were paid $4,222,767, 

ERighty-three concerns were 
gaged in the manufacture of bread 
and other bakery products, They em- 
ployed 1,540 people who earned $1,- | 
$44,191. These bakery products were | 
valued at $7,476,710, 

There are eleven wholesale meat 
packing concerns in Alabama and 
their products were valued at $5,- 
113,769, but this was not enough to 
supply the needs of the people of the 
State as figures recently compiled 
show that during 1937 there was 
shipped into Alshama fresh meat 
valued at $4,840,168 and cured meata 
valued at $3,378,665.

Homemade Brooder 
Plans Now Available 


AUBURN — Alabama __ farmers 
who have heretofore been unsuc- 
cessful in brooding and raising a 
flock of chickens can now take care 
of from 50 to 75 chicks in any kind 
of weather with an easily con- 
structed, inexpensive and economic- 
ally-operated homemade _ brooder, 
states D. F. King, associate profes- 
sor of poultry husbandry at the Ala- 
bama Polytechnic Institute. 

This brooder, which can be con- 
structed for around $5 and is heat- 
ed by a common. kerosene’ lamp, 
has been in use in Louisiana for a 
number of years and has _ proved 
highly successful in brooding the 
small number of chicks which are 
found on the average farm. It 
eliminates buying expensive brood- 
er equipment and does away with 
all heating duties except filling the 
lamp with kerosene. 

It is designed to- fill the needs 
on many farms for a brooder to 
take care of from 50 to 75 chicks, 
or less, states Mr. King. One or 
more of these simple  brooders 
which can be constructed in a few 
hours by the farmer will make it 
possible to secure chicks early and 
due to 


diseases, parasites, varmints, and 
cold weather. It is built of ordinary 
lumber, tin, hardware cloth, and 


poultry wire. Most of these mater- 
ials can be picked up around most 
farms and the construction cost fur- 
ther reduced. 

The bottom, top, and sides of the 
brooder are made in sections which 
makes the brooder easy to clean or 
move to other locations. It contains 
a brooder four feet long and a wire- 
covered sun porch six feet long to 
allow the chicks plenty of sunshine. 

Mr. King has just issued a bullle- 
tin that gives the bill of material 
and the methods of construction of 
this brooder which will serve in 
helping farmers raise more poultry 
on the farm. Those interested in ob-

al Amendment No. 1 outlawing the 
diversion of State-levied taxes . The 
Amendment faces Alabama voters 
on November 8th. 

Judge Herzberg, who has handled 
the finances of the present Highway 
Commission said that he felt that 
ratification of the Amendment was 
essential to any sound rational 
highway planning and construction 
that will be done in Alabama in the 
future. 

Failure of Alabama motorists to 
ratify the Amendment will seriously 
handicap the highway funds of the 
future and will be an invitation to 
lawmakers to divert gasoline taxes 
from the roads at any time that they 
wish, Judge Herzberg added. The 
commissioner continued: 

“As a motorist and as a taxpayer 
of the state, who has been in close 
touch for the last three years with 
the needs of the Highway Depart- 
ment of the State, I feel that we 
must safeguard the future of our 
roads by ‘ratification of the Amend. 


ment, Should we fail to ratify the 
Amendment we will subject our 
State to penalties under the diver- 


sion penalty section of the Hayden- 
Cartwright Act that will seriously 
affect our Federal Aid Highway Ap- 
propriationa, 

“ If Alabama is to continue its 
road-building program so as to be 
in a position to invite tourists to 
spend their money in this State, 
Alabamians must ratify this amend- 
ment and thereby tell their county. 
State and Federal governments to 
go ahead with their road building 


programs, ”

Red Cross Seeks Cut 
In Accident Toll 


1,725,406 First Aiders Trained 
Since 1910 


Cognizant of tremendous losses in 
human lives and of permanent injuries 
resulting from accidents in homes, on 
farms and highways, and wrouna Indus 
trial plants as well as in the basement 
workshop, officials of the American 
Red Cross bave been directing a sys- 
tematic fight against what they term 
‘this economic waste.” 

As part of this nation-wide effort 
to reduce deaths and permanent in- 
juries from accidents, a recent state 
ment from Red Cross headquarters in 
Washington reports that during the 
past 12 months certificates have been 
kranted to 295,028 persons completing 
courses in the administration of Red 
Cross first aid. 

Holders of these certificates have 
followed detailed courses of study and 
have been taugh: how to splint frac- 
tured limbs, stop flow of biood, treat 
poison sufferers. care for victims of 
heat, electric shock, and handle other 
common emergency situations. The 
courses emphasize methods of caring 
for patients until professional medical 
aid can be summoned to scenes of acct- 
dents. 

Since 1910. the report reveals, 1,725, 
406 persons have received this training 
from quaiified Red Cross instructors, 
and at the present time 20,429 persons 
are qualified to give such instruction. 

Bringing help nearer scenes of pos- 
sible accident, 2.454 emergency first 
aid stations have been established in 
strategic locations on principal bigh- 
woys throughout the nation, operators 
of the statio.s receiving the prescribed 
Red Cross instructions and maintain- 
ing full first aid equipment on the spot. 


Conveniently placed, they also main. 
tain up-to-date lists of available doctors 
and ambulance services pledged in ad- 
vance to cooperate with Xed Cross frat 
aiders in preventing deaths and perma- 
nent injuries that so frequently resuit 
from automobile accidents. 

Mobile first aid units also have been 
established in cooperation with state 
highway and police departments, oper 
ators of public utility vehicles and 
others frequenting highways, operators 
of such units also receiving the pre. 
scribed Red Cross courses in first aid 

To cut the number of persons losing 
their lives through drowning while 
swimming, the Red Cross has re 
doubled efforts to train as many per 
soms as possible in life saving methods 
During the past year 88,150 persons 
received certificates upon completion 
of courses, Since 1914, 884,649 persons 
have been trained in Red Cross fife 
saving methods, including thousands 
of persons in CCC camps, beach patrol 
men, camp instructors, and school boys 
and girls. 

Carrying the fight onto farms ana 
into homes, a campaign to eliminate 
accidents caused by careless habits and 
faulty equipment last year resulted in 
self-checks being made in 10,000,000 
American homes through cooperation 
of children in school, women's clubs 
farm organizations, and other groups 
The 3,700 Red Cross chapters and their 
branches in every county are cooperat 
ing in this national! effort to end need 
less pain and suffering resulting from 
such accidents 

These efforts to lessen such appall 
ing tolla of human lives and usefulness 
are made possible through member 
ships in the Red Cross. The annual Rol} 
Call will be neld between November 
11 and Thanksgiving Day. when all 
Americans are asked to join or renew

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Bibb 
|Graves, as Governor of the State of 
|Alabama, do hereby give notice, direct 
jand proclaim that on Tuesday, the 
8th day of November, 1938, an elect-

|bama, in the manner and form pro- 
following

adoption of this Amendment, But no 
Such additional indebtedness shall be 
|inecurred, no such bonds shall be iss- 
ued and no such tax shall be levied 
until the estimated cost of acquiring 
and paying for additional real pro- 
perty adjoining that where the court 
|house and jail now set and the cost 
of construction and equipping of said 
jail building in said county hereby 
| Proposed to be built, its time of com- 
|pletion, -the amount of the increased 
|indebtedness, the rate of interest 
to be paid thereon and the period 
over which the bonds to be issued 
will be refunded, shall have been 
determined upon and made public 
by the counyy governing body of 
said county; and the proposed in- 
crease in indebtedness and the is- 
suance of bonds and the increase 
im rate of taxation first shall have 
been authorized by a majority of the 
qualified electors of said county vot- 
ing upon such proposal at an election 
to be called by anid county governing 
body for said purpose to be held not 
jless than sixty nor more than ninety 
days after the adoption of this 
amendment.”

LEGISLATURE HAD 
ONLY $6,962 000 
TO APPRNPRIATE 


State Chamber Makes Study 
of Alabama’s Income and 
Reports Findings 


Montgomery, Ala.—Only $6,962,- 
000 out of the State of Alabama's 
gross receipts for the fiscal year. 
ending September 30th, 1937, were 
available for appropriation by the 
state legislature, according to a, 
study of state receipts and disburse- 


ments made by the Committee on: 


Government of the Alabama State 
Chamber of Commerce at the re- 
quest of Mr. Benjamin Russell, ! 
president. Members of the state 
chamber government committee 
who made the study were: Gen. 
John C. Persons, chairman, Dr. Lee, 
Bidgood, Donald Comer, H. A. 


Pharr, J. W. Scott, and M. H. Sterne. . 


In releasing the report of the com- 
mittee here teday, Mr. Russell stated 
he requested the study because of ap- 
parently widespread confusion as to 
the amount of money actually avail- 
able to the legislature. 

“The figure of $71,000,000 has fre- 
quently been given,” Mr. Russell 
said, “as the state’s income for the 
fiscal year, but the amount of cash 


! actually handled by the state, after 


eliminating interdepartment trans- 
factions, was only $58,000,000. This 
$58,000,000 included social security 


collections, federal grants and money | 


turned over to counties and only 
$34,000,000 was left for all state op- 
erations. Schools, roads and other 
earmarked funds accounted for all of 
this $34,000,000 except $8,700,000, of 
‘which amount debt service and so- 
cial security absorbed approximate- 
ly $1,740,000, leaving only about 
$6,960,000 for appropriation by the 
legislature.”

Several members of the legisla- 
ture, as well as private citizens who 
are interested in governmental af- 
fairs, have suggested to me that the 
Alabama State Chamber of Com- 
merce could render a distinct public 
service by making a study of the 
income of the State cf Alabama with 
a view to ascertaining what propor- 
tion of the state's total income will 
be available the coming year for 
maintenance of those departments of 
the state which are not supported by 
earmarked funds, 

In view of the approaching session 
of the legislature, when many prob- 


| lems of appropriation and taxation 


must be considered, it seems to me 
it would be most timely and most 
helpful if such a study could be 


| made. I hope that it is possible for 


your committee to undertake this 
study now and present your findings 
at an early date for the enlighten- 
ment of those interested in the finan- 
cial status of our state government. 
I am confident that your effort in 
the matter would be appreciated, 
not only by those directly concerned 
with legislative matters, but also by 
the general public which is manifest- 
ing such a heartening interest im 
governmental problems.

Dear Mr. Russell: 

In response to your letter of Oc- 
tober 8th, the Committee on Gov- 
ernment of the Alabama State 
Chamber of Commerce attaches 
hereto a statement of the receipts 
and disbursements of the State of 
Alabama for the fiscal year ending 
September 30, 1937. 

The figures are taken from re- 
ports of the State Treasurer and 
Comptroller. This statement is con- 
densed and simplified, 

Your attention is called to the 
difference between gross and net 
figures and to the many earmarked 
funds. Anyone examining these fig- 
ures should keep these distinctions 
constantly in mind in order to arrive 
at the true net funds available for 
general purposes. 

You will see from this statement 
that only $8,706,000 of the State's in- 
come was available for the fiscal 
year ending September 30, 1937, for 
the general fund or appropriation 
by the Legislature. Of this sum 
$929,000 was used for debt service 
on harbor and renewal bonds, which 
is an annual charge until bonds are 
paid, and $815,000 was used for So- 
cial Security purposes and was ear- 
marked for that specific purpose.

The balance of the income, viz. 
$6,962,000, was available for appro- 
| Eectsies and expenditure by the 
| islature. The main items of ex- 
} penditure are shown on the state- 
ment, 

Nineteen thirty-eight figures are 
not yet available. When they are 
ready your committee will supple- 
ment its report and analyze them. 
From information now in hand it 
appears that the 1937 receipts will 
be exceeded. The gross figures may 
reach a total of around $90,000,000, 
but in our opinion only a relatively 
small part of this increase will be 
income available for State expendi- 


ture,

FOREST FIRES © 
VERY DAMAGING 


Many Are Caused By 
Carelessness; Some 
Are Intentional 


Nearly all of the forest fires 
springing up at various points 
throughout the state during 


the current drought could be con- 
trolled easily if attacked shortly 
after they start, according to Colonel 
Page S. Bunker, State Forester. 
Practically all fires have their be- 
ginnings in the flame from a single 
match. Any landowner, or, his em- 
ployee or tenant, that sees a blaze 
start can extinguish it if prompt 
action is taken. If it is allowed to 
develop into a serious blaze, how- 
ever, turning the present excessively 
dry season, it becomes a very seri- 
ous matter. Watchfulness and ag- 
gressive suppression work of course 
should be the rule about every farm 
and in every community during the 
present emergenry. 


The great majority of fires that 
have been causing so much recent 
trouble have been set illegally. The 
starting of a fire on one’s land with- 
out giving adjoining owners five 
dnoys’ written notice in advance is 
& misdemeanor n Alabama as is 
also negligence in permitting a fits 
to escape to the lard of others. Wil- 
ful setting of fire to other people’ 
land is a felony. The enforcement 


of criminal laws is mainly in the 
hands of the county sheriffs who 
are required by the statutes to ferret 
out such crimes, to apprehend and 
arrest criminals, and in so far as 
within their power to secure evi- 
dence for presentation to the county | 
solicitor. Specifically, all sheriffs, 
deputy sheriffs, constables and mar- 
shals are directed to report to the 
Solicitor violations of the forest 
fire laws as well as of other statutes. 
All persons having knowledge of 
forest incendarism can do the com- 
munity a great deal of good by as- 
sisting the sheriffs and other law 
enforcement officers in carrying out 
the provisions of the taw. Mean- 
while, of course, continuation of the 
individual and community effort 
being made in many parts of the 
State in co-operation with the loc 
agents, patrolmen and guards of the 
State Commission of Forestry will 
go far toward holding forest fire 
damage to a minimum.

,(Autocaster) 


WASHINGTON — Official Wash- 
ington is afflicted with a bad case 
of the scares. 

There is a very definite War 
Scare, which has grown stron yer 
since the recent European develop- 
ments. There is a Red Scare which 
is being taken more seriously tuan 
ever before. And there is a Spy 
Scare which seems to have more im- 
mediate tangible basis in fact than 
any of the others. 

Much concern is felt in the State 
Department over the close  ‘e.a- 
tions between Mexico and Germany. 
Mexico has confiscated Ameri an 
owned oil wells and is selling their 
product to Germany at bargain 
prices. Those with long memories re- 
call Germany’s proposal to Mexico in 
the World War, when the project of 
regaining the territory lost to the 
United States in the Mexican War 
was held out as a bait to induce 
Mexico to join Germany in the war 
against England and France. 

It was the disclosure of that Ger- 
man scheme, as much as anything 
else, that forced the Unit-d States 
in that war. 

The State Department feels rather 
happy than otherwise about the dip- 
lomatic rupture between Germany 
and Brazil. The belief that the new 
Government of Brazil was secrotely 
allied with the Nazi movement has 
been dispelled by recent events. 
Much concern is felt, however, by 
the extent of German and Italian 
propaganda being broadcast to the 
peoples of the South American 
countries, much of it distinctly hos- 
tile to the United States. 

A good deal of that tadio-borne 
propaganda is printed in South 
American newspapers as news. This 
has led to revival of the project of 
a Federal propaganda bureau, with 
radio stations powerful enough to 
ideach the entire southerp hemi- 
sphere, to offset and counteract the 
the broadcasts from 
Europe.

To pay said indebtedness 
and interest thereon, Morgan Coun- 
ty may levy and collect an annual 
tax on all property, situated therein 
at a rate not in excess of one mill, 
The indebtedness, the bonds and the 
tax authorized hereby shall be in ad- 
dition to those authorized prior to the 
adoption of this Amendment. But no 
such additional indebtedness shall be 
incurred, no such bonds shall be iss- 
jued and no such tax shall be levied 
‘until the estimated cost of acquiring 
and paying for additional real pro- 
perty adjoining that where the court 
house and jail now set and the cost 
of construction and equipping of said 
jail building in said county hereby 
proposed to be built, its time of com- 
pletion, the amount of the increased 
indebtedness, the rate of interest

Director Davis Analyzes 


Is Criticized | noted Alabama Writer Commends Weekly) Alabama Farm Situation 


Domestic Allotment Plan 
Will Not Benefit Farm- 
ers, Say Leaders 


Throughout Alabama and the 
Southland the cotton farmer is 
turning over in his mind several 
proposed plans designed to im- 
prove economic and social condi- 
tions which are now presenting a 
variety of acute problems. One 
of the proposals has been termed 
the “domestic allotment” plan. 
Considetable agitation for adop- 
tion of the plan has been express- 
ed in some quarters. 

Many outstanding farmers, Con- 
gressmen and Senators, depart- 
ment of agriculture officials and 
others have warned that the plan 
would only bring additional de- 
pressing conditions instead of al- 
leviating those which already pla- 
gue the cotton farmer. 

Herewith are presented quota- 
tions from several of these lead- 
ers concerning the domestic al- 
lotment plan and the farm situa- 
tion in general: 

SENATOR JOHN BANKHEAD: 
“In December another vote will 
be taken on the application of | 
acreage control for the next crop! 
year. The result of that vote has | 
tremendous importance to all 
Southern people. If the vote is) 
against continued cotton market- 
ing control . . . very low prices for 
cotton will abide with us... 

“If our people abandon the con- 
trol program now*on the statute 
books and resort to a domestic al-| 
lotment plan, and that plan fails | 
to work , . . the results to the 
people of the South would be ab- 
solutely disastrous.” 

Bankhead said the proposed do- 
mestic allotment plan was sponsor- 
ed by “organized groups who are 
interested in the quantity of cot- 
ton to be handled rather’than the 
price paid for it,” and he declared: 

“There are people in this coun- 
try, some of them living in the 
South, who want to put the cot- 
ton producers on a living standard 
that will enable them to starve out 
of cotton production the Chinese 
coolies, the Russian slaves, the 
Mexican peons. 

“For God's sake, if our people 
have to go through that horribfe 
experience any worse than they 
have gone through with it, merely 
to maintain volume of business for 
exporters; if they have to go 
down, down, down with their 
prices to drive that type of for-

Newspaper Farm Supplement

To this day nobody knows which came first, the hen or the egg. 
That one developed from the other is certain, but upon the mat- 
ter of priority our encyclopedias are silent and our histories dumb. 
Neither does anybody know which should come first in Alabama 
now, the industrial hen or the agricultural egg. The industrialists 
say that industry is needed to 
absorb the excess products and 
populations of the farm, to pro- | 
cess in Alabama more of Ala- © 
bama’s raw materials, to keep 
more profits at home, to save 
transportation costs in consum- 
er prices. The agriculturalists 
say that industry can never be 
established on a_ satisfactory 
basis of either wages or profits 
until the great farm population 
which is at once the source of 
industrial labor supply and the 
outlet for industrial products is 
given a better and more stable 
income. The two points of view 
are reconciled to a certain ex- 
tent in the program called “bal- 
ancing agriculture and indus- 
try” but there are circumstances 
in which a choice between the 
two for relative importance in 
the economy of Alabama and 
the South is required. An example is the tariff. 


The coming of 
industry has given many Southerners an opposite point of view 


from the traditional one. It has given them an interest in the 
tariff protection upon which American industry is supposed to have 
developed and without which it is supposed to be unable to op- 
erate, Other Southerners, for whom this is stil] a land of agri- 
culture, continue to look upon high tariffs as limitations upon the 
export trade in tobacco and cotton which is the largest item in 
Southern economy and as creators of the Southern handicap of 
selling in open markets and buying in protected ones. 

Without attempting to choose between the industrial hen and 
the agricultural egg, it seems to this writer that there is an obvious 
choice as regards the relative public attention and aid required. 
We Southerners point with pride and anticipation of great things 
to the nearly half a billion dollars in new industrial investment 
which came to the South during the 18-month period ending with 
the depression of 1987. In all history ‘there has been no other 
period of such increase in Southern industrial establishment. But 
this nearly half a billion dollars is less than the loss in Southern 
income indicated this year as a result of the low price of cotton 
and the decreased production, To lose more in agricultural income 
than you gain in industrial principal is hardly good business. That 
such a thing could be is eloquent of the continuing importance 
of agriculture here and the continuing attention it deserves. On 
ugriculture’s side in this respect, too, is the fact that industry, from 
the very nature of things, is more compact and better able to 
help itself. It can control its production better, bargain better 
for its price, call science more quickly and completely to its side, 
and command the more easily funds for advertising its product 
and enlarging or protecting its establishment. Still further indi- 
cating a special case for agriculture is the national tariff policy 
in favor of industry. Debate it and denounce it as we may, and 
develop reciprocal trade agreements as our great Secretary of 
State may, there is little likelihood of an early change radical 
enough to relieve the Alabama farmer and other farmers of a 
limitation upon his sales and burden upon his purchases resulting 
from the tariff. It follows, therefore, (Continued on page 8)

Extension Head Urges Farm- 


ers Seek Self-Sufficiency; 
Land Use Important

We are confronted in Alabama 
with the painful fact that the in- 
come from cotton is not sufficient 
to give producers a decent stand- 
ard of living. This has been true 
for a century, with a few excep- 
tional periods; and it will continue 
to be true. 

If we do not have a control pro- 
jgram by law plus a vote of the 
| growers, the economic law will 
work. This economic law may ap- 
}pear hard and cruel but it exists 
land we, if we are wise, wil] deal 
with it intelligently, 
| A few fundamental facts sustain 
the above conclusions. We are 
producing in Alabama in 1938 a 
little more than a million bales 
jof cotton. It will be worth, in- 
cluding parity payments, a little 
over $60,000,000. This is the gross 
value of lint. From it must be 
|deducted fertilizer, ginning, and 
|other expenses. 
| There are in Alabama 273,000 
farms. When we divide 273,000 
into $60,000,000, we get a little 
over $200 per farm. And cotton 
| represents about 80 per cent of 
the cash income of Alabama farm- 
ers this year, 

But this low figure—and it is 
painfally low—is a substantial im- 
provement over 1932 which was 
the last year before our AAA pro- 
I mention this to assure 
the reader that these programs 
have succeeded in raising farm in- 
come to a higher level; and a high- 
er income is the primary objective 
of the Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration, the Extension Ser- 
vice, and all other agencies coop- 
erating in the administration of 
these programs. 

Since it ix not possible for cot- 
ton alone to provide an adequate 
income, the question arises: What 
shall we do? 

The answer divides itself into 
five parts from a production stand- 
point, 

In the first each and 
every farmer in this state should 
make his farm as nearly self-sus- 
taining as is feasible. It must 
contribute the maximum amount 
to the living needs of his family 
and to his operationa. 

I know that this is old doctrine;

eigner out of the cotton fields, 
what is going to happen to our 
|poor cotton farmers who all these 
|years have borne the burdén of 
| protective tariffs, who have paid 
the tariff tax upon nearly every- 
thing they consume, who have had 
nothing that they sell protected; 
whose income is the lowest, amall- 
est per capita income of any ma- 
jor group of people in America? 

“Rather than drive our cotton 
farmers down to that low degree 
of financial standing, to that level 
of living in order to reduce the 
price of cotton so as to drive for- 
eign countries that are producing 
it out of production, I would say, 
let us lose sight of the foreign 
markets.” 

‘Allotment Proposal 

Describing the domestic allot- 
j}ment proposal, Bankhend said: 

“That plan provides for the pay- 
ment of parity price on cotton for 
that portion of the crop domesti- 
jenlly consumed, and throws the 
door wide open for the planting of 
as large an acreage on each farm 
as the farm owner cares to plant. 
In short, it releases any control of 
|pfoduction and returns to the old 
uncontrolled and wun- 
limited unnecessary produc- 
tion of cotton. The domestic allot- 
ment plan is based upon an allot- 
ment to each farm, specifying the

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Low Priced Paint 
Is Most Expensive 


Low-priced paint is not cheap 
paint—it’s so expensive to use that 
you can’t afford it. This, briefly, 
is the opinion of H. W. Dearing, 
extension agricultural engineer. 


Tests have shown that water- 
mixed casein glue paint is satis- 
factory as a paint for walls and 
ceilings, he says. It can be bought 
for as low as $2 a gallon and will 
cover from 250 to 500 square 
feet, depending on the surface. 


“Casein glue paints are prob- 
ably the only water mixed paints 
which will not rub off,’”’ Mr. Dear- 
ing says. “After the walls have 
been painted and allowed to ‘set’ 
for a month, they may be washed 
lightly with a mild soap. Experi- 
ence indicates that this paint may 
be applied to practically any in- 
terior wall finish such as wood, 
stucco, plasters, or brick.’ 

If a “spot” coat of the paint is 
applied to soiled or badly worn 
areas, one coat may be sufficient 
if the surface is light in color. If 
the walls are extremely dirty, as 
for instance where a wood or coal 
burning stove has been used, the 
walls should be cleaned with a 
stiff brush, An old broom with the 


bristles cut off near the stitching, |

As an Alabamian, I confess that Alabama is a land of | 
By this I mean that it is a land 


where the people who live upon the soil are not taking 
advantage of the opportunities, little and big, around and 


among them. 

Illustrating our major defici- 
encies, let me say at the outset 
that Alabama is a state where we 
who are farmers have never given 
much thought to wise and ad- 
equate use of our soil, despite the 
fact that our cropland per person 
is roughly one-third that of the 
farmers of the Midwest, where the 
soil is much richer and where ero- 
ision is much less severe due to 
freezing during the winter. 


We, as farmers, don’t make full 
use of ourselves. We are still 
satisfied to engage in a type of 
farming which provides produc- 
tive employment for ourselves and 


year. We don't take advantage 


of opportunities to 


and frequently we are little con- 
cerned whether or not our forests 
and our streams are used properly. 


It is known, of course, that all 


soil and that the feeding program 
follows a cycle: the soil feeds 
plants which, in turn, feed ani- 
|mals and animals, in return, feed 
the soil. This being true, we see 
that unless and until we make wise 
and adequate use of our soil we 
are not taking advantage of our 
assets and, therefore, are lower- 
ing, of our own accord, the eco- 
nomic level upon which we live. 


~ In Alabama there are now about 
five acres of cropland per farm 
inhabitant, less than a third of the 
cropland per farm inhabitant in 
states like Iowa, Kansas, and Ne- 
braska. Furthermore, at present, 
cotton is being produced on about 
one-fourth of this land. In other 
words, one acre out of every four 
is assigned to cotton, and in other 
areas certain amounts of land are 
allotted to peanuts, thereby giv- 
ing two annual cash crops to these 
areas. Regardless of the exact 
portion of the cropland given over 


our labor only about half of each, 


make our. 
farms more nearly self-sustaining, | 
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farm wealth has its origin in the 


in like manner. Yet, only a very 
smal! portion of cropland in these 
states has ever been planted to 
these crops in one year. Only a 
small percentage of farmers plant 
any. 

Under the present program it 
appears that much more is being 
planted this fall. Failure to plant 
adequately of these soil-building 
crops constitutes another neglected 
opportunity among Alabama far- 
mers, 

Corn gets more land than any 
other feed crop but when we com- 
pare values we see that we are 
making a mistake by not planting 
more of other feed crops. 

For exumple, in Alabama, for 
the five-year period 1928-1932, 
the average corn production was 
about 12 bushels per acre, giving 
about 580 pounds of total digest- 
ible nutrients. During the same 
five-year period cowpeas and les-

There Is @eal Need for 
Conservation of Soil 
Resources, Medlock 


That there is definite need 

for soil conservation practices 

in Alabama was revealed in a 

recent statement by O. C. Med-

“A reconnaissance of Ala- 
bama was conducted to deter- 
mine the extent of erosion dam- 
age. This survey showed that 
over 900,000 acres of land had 
been essentially ruined by ero- 
sion for further cultivation. 
That is an astounding fact when 

we consider that it is one-tenth 
|| @s great an area as now Fre- 
mains for growing cultivated 
crops. The survey showed that 
approximately cight million 
acres had largely lost the top 
soil and that almost three mil- 
lion acres had been severely af- 
fected by sheet erosion and gul- 
lying. Although the soils of 
Alabama have been cultivated 
little more than 100 years, ero- 
sion has taken an enormous toll 
of our agricultural land.”

beef needs of the family.

mer enjoys, but one which he has 
permitted to suffer from neglect. 
I am speaking of hog-raising. It 
is a known fact that numerous 
farm families in the 
month have to buy from the store 
meat with which to cook vege- 
tables and other meat products 
which could be easily and cheaply

Sell Turkeys Live 
OrDressed,Which? 


Farmers now about ready to 
séil their crop of turkeys have the 
choice of selling the turkeys alive 
or selling them dressed, The ques- 
tion is; Which way will bring the 
most money? 


To figure that out, you’ve got 
to know what your shrinkage 
would be. That is, if you dress 
your turkeys, you’ll have less tur- 
key to sell—fewer pounds, 

An expert of the U. S. Bureau 
of Animal Industry has investigat- 
jed the weight loss due to over- 
|night fasting and to bleeding and 
|picking the turkeys. He dressed 
| several hundred Bronze turkeys, 
| weighing them before they were 
fasted, before they were killed, 
and again after they were pick- 
ed and chilled overnight. On the 
javerage, out of every hundred 
|pounds of live turkeys, there was 
a loss of about three and a half 
|pounds during overnight fasting, 
land nine and two-thirds pounds in 
jdressing. There was a further 
|loss of thirteen and a half pounds 
| in full-dressing (remova] of the 
| entrails, feet and head). 

So in deciding whether to sell 
your turkeys alive or dressed, you 
need to remember only the one 
figure, 13. If you fast a hundred 
pounds of live turkeys overnight 
| and then kill and pick them, they 
jlose about 13 pounds and if you 
xo one step further and full-draw 
|the turkeys, they lose another 18 
pounds, Knowing the shrinkage 
and the prices of live and dressed

The 1,096,000 hogs and the 
415,000 cattle (number of cattle 
left after subtracting those used 
for milking from the total number 
in the state) furnish Alabama with 
283,000,000 pounds of meat, but 
its people used $97,000,000. In 
other words, last year the state 
failed to supply enough meat for 
its own consumption by 114,000,- 
000 pounds! 

Added to this picture is the fact 
that the state is producing about 
one-half the butter that its popu- 
lation needs. Alabama farmers 
produce more butter—36 million 
pounds per year—than any other 
state save Texas, but it is of such 
poor qfality that most of it can 
be used only for cooking purposes, 
according to F. W. Burns, exten- 
sion animal husbandman. 

“Reason for production of this 
low-grade butter,” said Mr. Burns, 
“is that 75 per cent of the dairy 
herds in Alabama are of one to 
three cow units. This unit pro- 
duces a little more than enough 
milk for home consumption but 
not enough to justify sale at whole 
milk or cream markets. 
fore, the housewife churns the 
excess cream into butter and sells 
it to the convenient rolling store 


which in turn sells it to process |

“This situation could be remedi- 
ed if the herds were increased to 
a four or five cow unit.

enough hay, silage, and pasture. 

“Livestock can only fit in as 
rapidly as feed is produced,” stat- 
ed Mr. Burns, in discussing the 
present livestock situation in the 
state, “A livestock program can’t 
go ahead of agronomy and soil 
conservation, Livestock simply 
furnishes a market for feed grown 
on the farm." 

Commenting on the increase in 
livestock, he pointed out that the 
increase in numbers was no more 
important than the increase in ef- 
ficiency of production of the ani- 
mal, “Efficiency of economic 
production is as important in live- 
stock as it is In cotton,” he said.

These fruits are good for any- 
one but especially those whose diet

are many other fruits. I have 
named here those exceptionally 
easy to produce,

Washington County Farm-

Alabama, several years ago paid 
$8.00 a pound for some lespedeza 
serecia sted and planted them in 
rows for seed production. He sav- 
ed these seed himself and sowed 
them, with the result that now he 
has 20 acres of this fine hay crop, 
which is now five years old and 
over. 

Mr. Brawn says that his serecia 
is getting better every year. This 
year, at the first cutting he made 
35 tons of hay and at the second 
cutting 45 tons, or a total of 80 
tons of hay on the 20 acres, He 


cuts his serecia when it is nearly 


knee high. Last year he fertiliz- 


ed it with 200 pounds of triple 
super-phosphate, or the equivalent 


of 600 pounds of super-phosphate 


to the acre. He finds that he gets 


a much larger production after it 
has been fertilized.

An old 
farm home, over 100 years old, 
was bought by a man who sees op- 
portunities and makes the best of 
them. Just a few hundred feet 
from his home there is a spring 
which flows at the rate of three 
and a half gallons of water per 
minute. About 100 feet below it, 
he installed a ram to lift water to 
his home, instead of drawing it 
from a well as previous owners 
had done for more than a century, 
Overflow from the ram feeds into 
a swimming pool for the family, 
and overflow from this pool goes, 
in turn, into another ram which 
lifta water to the barn for the 
livestock and for the servants’ 
shower baths. Below the second 
ram a fish pond may yet be made. 


And so the story may go on and 
on, Only a few of our neglected 
opportunities and undeveloped as- 
sets have been mentioned. If we 
continue to neglect them, it will 
be our loss and our own fault. If 
we look about us, see what we 
have, study each asset, see its pos- 
sibilities, and act accordingly, we 
shall increase our income in cash 
and products, and we shall also go 
forward with what we are begin- 
ning to think of as managed abun- 
dance in rural living.

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Poultry Outlook 
For 739 Is Good 


For poultrymen mainly inter- 
ested in egg production, the out- 
look is relatively favorable during 
the first part of next year. The 
outlook is less favorable during 
the last half of the year because 
supplies of eggs probably will be 
much larger by that time, 

The U. S. Bureau of Agricul- 
tural Economics gives three rea- 
sons why the outlook is favorable 
for egg production through the 
first six months of 1939: 

First, incomes of consumers 
have been increasing and probab- 
ly will continue to increase for 
several months. So consumers 
will be able to spend more money 
for eggs. 

Second, the number of eggs in 
cold storage is smaller than usual 
—15 per cent smaller than usual 
on August 1. So there are fewer 
storage eggs to compete with the 
fresh eggs coming on the market 
this winter. 

Third, feed grains are low in 
price compared with the price of 
eggs. In September, feed prices 
in terms of dozens of eggs were 
only about half as high as a year 
ago. Feed costs probably will con- 
tinue favorable to poultrymen, at 
least until the approach of next 
year’s harvest season,

pensive Plan 


Of Growing Cattle 


Dr. R. S. Sugg and F. W. Burns, 
extension animal husbandmen, re- 
cently listed some timely sugges- 
tions for economical production of 
beef cattle. They stressed that 
this important matter must be 
taken into consideration if pro- 
ducers are going to meet compe- 
tition from other sections. This 
can be done, they said, only by in- 
creasing yields of pasture and feed 
crops per acre and by producing 
the type and quality of cattle that 
the market demanda. 

Suggestions listed by the cattle 
specialists include: 

1. If your farm is adapted to 
the production of beef cattle, 
make it a permanent part of the 
farm program. . The in-and-outer 
rarely ever succeeds, 

2. Provide one to five acres of 
permanent pasture for each ma- 
ture animal. Follow pasture im- 
provement practices recommended 
by the Experiment Station. 

3. Provide two tons of sorghum 
silage or one ton of hay and 100 
to 300 pounds of cottonseed meal 
for each mature animal for win- 
tering.

Jefferson Farmer 
Realizes Success

One of the finest examples of 
success due to winter legumes we 
have seen is on the farm of Mr. 
J. D. Bagwell, Warrior, R. 2. 

Mr. Bagwell bought a forty-acre 
farm about eight years ago. It 
was just an average sandy type 
farm, The first step was to ter- 
race this farm properly. Mr, Bag- 
well attended a two-day terracing 
school held by Mr. J. B. Wilson 
and the county agent. Mr, Bag- 
well then began to plant vetch and 
has kept it up through the years, 
planting almost his entire farm 
each year, 


A visit to this farm recently re- 
vealed the fact that a 15-acre cot- 
ton field made approximately a 
bale and a half of cotton per acre, 
joined by a 35-acre corn field that 
certainly seems to have at least 
50 bushels per acre, 


Through his increased produc- 
tion and hard work, Mr, Bagwell 
now owns a 150-acre farm, all of 
which is highly productive; has 
remodeled and added to the origi- 
nal home and made it into a very 
modern home with every modern 
convenience; has built a very large 
barn of approved type; has a trac- 
tor large enough to prepare all 
his land; has a very beautiful or- 
chard beginning to bear; plans to 
start a real pasture this fall so 
that he can market his surplus 
corn through livestock. 

In addition to the crops men- 
tioned on this farm, it is also one 
of the largest truck farms in the 
county. Mr. Bagwell is one of the 
largest sweet potato growers in 
the county and has been very suc- 
cessful with them. All of the 
crops grown on this farm are the 
recommended varieties, such as 
Stoneville cotton, Mosby corn, etc. 

It may be said that when Mr. 
Bagwell started on this farm he 
had very little money. What he 
has done has been the result of 
his efforts on the farm. There are 
three boys and one daughter in 
the family and they all know how 
to work, 

We forgot to say that the large 
barn loft has more than a thou- 
sand bales of beautiful hay al- 
ready stored away. Some day we 
hope to write the final story of 
this master farmer who has shown 
the way out to his neighbors. 


PEACH ORCHARD 
BLOOMS 


An unusual sight early in Oc- 
tober was P. S. Ellis’ peach or- 
chard on Highway 31, one mile 
south of Castleberry. It defoliat- 
ed about six or seven weeks ago, 
~ then put on new leaves and buds, 
and was last month in full bloom. 
Many peach growers predict this 
will result in a short crop next 
spring.

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Boll Weevil Benefits Hale County 


Cotton Was Once Chief Source of Income in County, But Weevil 


Came and Changed System; Livestock Industry

Cotton was once the sole source 
of income in Hale County. Prac- 
tically every person in the county 
was dependent directly or indirect- 
ly on cotton, 

The boll weevil quickly changed 
this system. A considerable por- 
tion of the county found that cot- 
ton was no longer a safe crop, The 
Black Belt in particular was forced 
to abandon cotton production. 
Lands were made into pasture or 
were devoted to the production of 
Johnson grass hay. A livestock in- 
dustry developed. A new system 
of farming took the place of cot- 
ton. 


Eventually pastures 
decline. Grass was not so plenti- 
ful. The land was not properly 
terraced, Erosion had destroyed 
thousands of acres of the land. 
Beautiful fields were marred by 
the exposed areas on which Selma 
chalk showed, 


A few years ago Mr. J. L, Law- 
son who was then county agent, 
but who is now district supervisor, 
began a program of terracing and 
soil-building. This work has been 
continued by J. A. Medlock, the 
present county agent, 

In 1937, ten test-demonstration 
farms were organized for the pur- 
pose of working out the best pos- 
sible system of cropping to pro- 
duce most efficiently food and 
feed crops and at the same time 
give the greatest amount of ero- 
sion control. 

Recognizing that phosphate is 
essential to the successful growth 
of legumes and pasture grasses, 
phosphate was used in liberal 
amounts in the cropping systems 
on all these farms. 

The equivalent of 1,000 pounds 
of 16 per cent superphosphate per 
acre was applied on pastures on 
these ten farms in the fall of 
1937. 

Preparation, fertilization, and 
seeding were done in line with in- 
formation obtained by the Black 
Belt Substation. 

White clover, black medic fol- 
lowed by Dallis grass and lespe- 
deza on the non-lime lands made 
luxuriant growth in the spring of 
1938. 

White clover made seed on sev- 
eral pastures since cattle could not 
keep it grazed dowp. Farmers 
mowed this clover and broadcast 
the hay over other pasture land 
to seed it, 

The response to this of pasture 
plants to phosphate is believed to 
be the most outstanding develop- 
ment occurring in Hale County 
since the advent of the boll weevil. 

Nearly 1,000 farmers and 4-H 
club boys visited several of these 
demonstration farms on a tour 
during the month of August. 

Dallis grass, the most important 
pasture grass in Hale County, is 
being harvested for seed. The gen- 
eral practice is to mow the de- 
veloped heads, rake and haul im- 
mediately and scatter over pasture 
lands needing a seeding of Dallis 
grass, Others aro hiring labor to

strip the heads by hand, payment 
being made at a specified rate per 
pound. 

By saving Dallis grass seed, the 
cost of seeding a pasture is ma- 
terially lowered and more nroney 
is left for purchase of phosphate, 

The results obtained on these 
ten demonstration farms and other 
farms in the county have made 
Hale County “phosphated-pasture”’ 
conscious. Land planted to row 
crops in recent years is being re- 
turned to sod crops. 

Evidence of the faith farmers 
now have in phosphate for pas- 
tures and legumes is shown by the 
fact that 8 of the test-demonstra- 
tion farms have bought 10 to 50 
tons of phosphate each—the av- 
erage being 25 tons per farm. Re- 
ports show that 13 neighbors of 
these test-farms have purchased 5 
to 40 tons of phosphate or an av- 
erage of 20 tons per farm. 

Mr. Medlock says that most far- 
mers in the Black Belt area of 
the county and many out of the 
Black Belt area will apply phos- 
phate to pastures this year. 

Another thing the farmers, 
through the demonstrations under 
the guidance of Mr. Medlock, have 
discovered, that is, the eroded 
areas are so conspicious by their 
white chalky appearance which so 
seriously monopolizes the appear- 
ance of the valleys in much of the 
Black Belt and which may be re- 
stored by applying phosphate, 
disking it in, and sowing melilotus. 
Some terraces and eroded areas 
have been practically covered with 
vegetation within a year’s time by 
this method. Mr. Medlock believes 
that the exposed white chalky 
area in Hale County will soon be 
covered with vegetation through 
the use of phosphate, 

And this is not all, 28 farmers 
tried crimson clover in 19387. One 
farmer saved 4,000 pounds~ of 
chaffy seed from 10 acres in 1938. 
Crimson clover on a seed patch 
basis will be planted in every sec- 
tion of the county in 1938 outside 
of the Black Belt area,

Then too, 70 farmers and 4-H 
club boys have planted crotalaria 
seed patches. Mr. William Wedge- 
worth planted 80 acres and Charles 
Aimsworth planted 60 acres of 
crotalaria, 

Twenty-five farmers have plant- 
ed or are planting lespedeza seri- 
cea mainly on the steep slopes. 
Fifty farmers have established 
kudzu on their farms. Hale Coun-

In order that we may make 
clearer this planting problem, we 
have divided the state into regions 
and have recommended the specics 
of pines and hardwoods best suited 
to each. 

In region forming the 
northern section of the state and 
reaching down to Jackson, Cull- 
man, and Franklin counties, we 
find a mixture of onk and short- 


one, 


leaf pine growing and the short- | 


leaf is the only pine which may 
safely be planted there, Of the 
hardwoods, the black locust, white 
oak, post oak, red oak, ash, yel- 
low poplar, and hickory seem to 
be best suited and offer the great- 
est opportunity for success and 
profit. 

In region two, which runs from 
there down to about the jatitude 
of Lee County and north of the 
Black Belt, we find a mixture of 
shortleaf and loblolly pines and 
hardwoods, In this region lob- 
rd and shortleaf pine may be 
pAkinted throughout, with slash 
pine used in the southern part 
and planted in mixtures with lob- 
lolly pine up to the latitude of 
Birmingham. Red cedar may be 
planted especially in the northern 
part. The hardwoods most desir- 
able here are black locust, white 
ouk, red oak, post onk, ash and 
hickory. 

Region three is known as the old 
longleaf pine section and takes in 
portions of Autauga, Elmore, 
Coosa, Chilton, Shelby, Talladega, 
Clay, Cleburne and Calhoun coun- 
ties, which lie in region two. In 
this area which is rather sandy, 
all four pines may be planted and 
black locust used on the best soils, 

Region four is the Black Belt 
where mostly grass lands are 
found on the limestone soils, but 
on which loblolly and shortleaf 
pine may be planted when the red- 
der soils are found, especially in 
the eastern half. Red cedar can 


be used throughout this section. 
The hardwoods recommended on 
the flatwoods or non-lime soils 


here are white oak, post oak, red

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oak, hickory, ash, and yellow pop- 
lar. 

Region five extends across the 
state in the latitude of north Choc- 
taw County, except in the Black 
Belt, down to north Washington 
and Houston counties. Here all 
four pines can be grown with pref- 
erence given to slash and loblolly 
jand hardwoods are the same as 
|in region four.

The remainder of the state, or 
jregion six, is known as the long- 
leaf slash pine belt and should be 
planted principally to those species 
| with loblolly in the northern por- 
tion, 

Trees for planting should be 
carefully selected, using pines on 
the poorer and hardwoods 
where desired on the more moist 
and fertile spots. Black locusts 
| should be used with caution ex- 
cept in the extreme northern part 
of the state.

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Phosphate, Lime 
Improve Pasture

Mr. G. D. Skelton, test demon- 
stration farmer of Tuscaloosa 
County, is getting enormous in- 
creases in pasturage from using 
phosphate and lime on his pasture. 
Mr. Skelton’s pasture is a little 
creek bottom, such as many farm- 
ers in his part of the state have. 
He cleared the trees and alder 
bushes off of this bottom and fer-| 
tilized it with the equivalent of | 
1,000 pounds of phosphate and a 
ton of crushed limestone to the 
acre, 

In order that Mr. Skelton might | 
find out exactly how much good | 
he was receiving from the lime | 
and from the phosphate, he fenced 
off four small plots. On one of | 
them he put neither fertilizer nor 
lime; on the second he put lime 
but ne phosphate; on the third, 
phosphorus but no lime; and on 
the fourth he used the complete 
fertilizer and lime mixture which 
he had used on his entire pasture. 

On the unfertilized and unlim- 
ed area, he cut at the rate of only 
3,400 pounds of green growth per 
acre, most of which was weeds and 
wild grasses. On the area on 
which he applied lime without any 
phosphate, he cut 340 pounds 
more growth than on the unfer- 
tilized plot. On the third plot, 
which had had phosphate applied 
without lime, he eut over 7,000 
pounds of growth which consisted 
mostly of improved grasses and 
clovers, while on the plot to which 
he applied both phosphate and 
|lime, he cut over 9,000 pounds of 
grasses and clover to the acre, 
which was nearly three times as 
much weight as was cut from the 
unfertilized area, 
mostly clover and Dallis grass 
| while the yield of the unfertilized 
area was mostly weeds. 
| In addition to fertilizing and 
liming this pasture, Mr. Skelton 
|sowed it with common lespedeza 
and Dallis grass, and this fall he 
\is going to sow white Dutch clover 
on it. Mr. Skelton expects this 
|pasture to get better every year, 
and, based on the experience of 
other farmers, it will continue to 
jimprove for many years,

tions would exist should eye de- 
fects be converted into leg defects. 

When you consider the fact that 
one person out of four at the age 
of twenty, one person out of three 


son out of two at the age of forty, 
|have defective eyesight due large- 
ly to improper illumination, it is 
| very important that we study the 
'principles of illumination and the 
| requirements of adequate lighting. 
It is not a difficult or costly 
| task to accomplish adequate illum- 
jination in homes with electric ser- 
vice, but an abundance of light 
improperly used may be just as 
trying on the eyesight as an in- 
jsufficient amount of light. 

Our eyes attempt to adjust 
themselves to secure comfortable 
vision and if the intensity 
(amount) of the light is too low, 
we cannot see the object distinctly; 
if the intensity is too high, more 
light is admitted to our eyes than 
they can accommodate. 

Studies have proven that dif- 
ferent intensities of light for va- 
rious tasks are necessary for our 
eyes and nervous system to be at 
ease. We need more light for 
sewing and reading than for iron- 
ing or lounging. Investigations 
have shown that the intensity of 
illumination in the majority of 
homes is much too low, . 


| 


Glare is wasted light so far as| 


our eyes are concerned. Glare is 
often caused by excessive bright- 
ness due to reflections of polished 
surfaces, mirrors, or exposed 
lamps (bulbs). Most of us have 
experienced facing the glare of 
automobile headlights at night and 
know how difficult it is to see any 
object in front of our cars, even 
though it is well illuminated. The 
same principle is involved where 
glare is permitted to exist in any 
part of the house. 

Light fixtures should be chosen 
| to provide an even distribution of

jat the age of thirty, and one per-| 


light in all parts of the room. 
Plain fixtures which may easily be 
cleaned and which require only 
one or two lamps are designed to 
supply sufficient quality and 
quantity of light for general il- 
lumination. It is wise to shade 
any exposed lamp so as to pre- 
vent the light source from being 
in view and also avoid reflections 
from polished surfaces. Shades 
should be white on the inside and 
so designed in color and shape on 
the outside as to add to the at- 
tractiveness of the furniture paint- 
ing in the room. 

Overhead ceilings should be a 
light (white) color to obtain the 
best results with any artificial il- 
lumination. 

We should have portable (table 
or floor) lamps for such tasks as 
reading, writing, sewing and cer- 
[tainly our children should never 
|be permitted to study without 
proper lighting. 

Our seeing is claimed to be re- 
sponsible for most of our useful- 
ness and happiness. Poor seeing 
may cause us to not only have de- 
fective eyesight at the age of 20, 
30, or 40, but also may be the 
source of headaches, nervousness, 


dizziness, indigestion, and other 
handicaps. 
Proper lighting in the farm 


home will play an important part 
in the family’s health.

Have You Planned 
That Good Cake?

Yum, yum, Thoughts of those 
Thanksgiving and Christmas cakes 
are ehough to make anyone hun- 
gry. 

Evidently many Alabama farm 
women are already thinking about 
how to crystallize fruits for the 
holiday cakes for numbers of ques- 
tions have come to us regarding 
this subject. It is well that such 
interest should be shown because 
we can save 15 to 20 cents per 
pound on candied fruits by pre- 
paring them at home. 


Fruits that have firm flesh are | 
Those commonly | 


more suitable. 
used are apricots, citron, citron 
melon, cherry, cranberry, grape- 
fruit peel, peach, pear, pineapple 
and quince. The fruits may be 
fresh or canned. Lf the fruits are 
used they should be firm ripe. 
Mellow ripe and soft fruits tend 


to break down into a pulpy mass | 


during processing. The prepara- 
tion of fresh fruits, especially 
those that are normally canned, is 
the same as for canning. 

The peel of the grapefruit and 
oranges should be left in halves 
or cut into strips. The pulp and 
heavy membranes are removed. 
Parboil the prepared materia] in 
three or more changes of clear wa- 
ter. Each boiling should be ap- 
proximately 10 minutes. The peel 
is now ready to be placed into the 
processing syrup, 


Materials 
2 Ibs. prepared raw or canned 
fruit. 
1% to 2 Ibs. granulated sugar. 
1% Ibs. (2 cups) corn syrup. 
1 qt. water. 


Procedure 

Make a syrup of the water, 
sugar and \% cup corn syrup. If 
the fruit is fresh, add it to the hot 
syrup and boil very slowly in cov- 
ered vessel for 10 minutes. If 
canned fruit is used boil in open 
vessel for 5 minutes, At the close 
of the cooking set the vessel aside, 
cover and allow to stand for one 
day, 

Second day—Drain off the ay- 
rup and concentrate by rapid boil- 
ing in open vessel to 1 quart. Add 
the fruit and boil for 2 or 3 min- 
utes. 

Third day—Drain the syrup 
from the fruit, and add the re- 
maining 1% cups syrup and bring 
the syrup to boiling. Add the 
fruit and boil in open vessel for 
2 or 3 minutes. Temperature of 
the syrup should be approximately 
6 degrees F. above the boiling 
temperature of boiling water. 

Fourth day—Drain the syrup 
and bring to boiling. Add 
fruit and boil slowly for 8 to 5 
minutes. Temperature of syrup 
should be approximately 10 de- 
grees F, above the temperature of 
boiling water. 

Fifth day—Set the fsuit aside 
for one day, 

Sixth day-——Place the syrup and 
fruit over the fire, bring to boil- 
ing and boil slowly for 3 to & 
minutes. Temperature of syrup 
should be 12 to 14 degrees above 
the temperature of boiling water. 

Seventh day—Heat the syrup 
to the boiling temperature, Pour

When the fruits have become 
sufficiently impregnated with su- 
gars they are drained to remove 
all free syrup. The pieces are 
then placed on waxed paper and 
left a day or two in a warm, dry 
room, The pieces should then be 
turned to insure uniform drying.

In fact mat- 
tress making days are reported as 
gala days in many communities, 

Training schools have been held 
in six to twelve centers in each 
county for the purpose of train-

munities. 

In Montgomery County, at one 
such community meeting, the lead- 
ers were divided into three groups, 
One was the Farm Security lead- 
ers, one the home demonstration 
leaders and the third the leaders 
for the colored population all 
working at the same time.

Fotiowing Catastrophes 


That the past year has not been an 
easy one for the American Red Cross is 
shown in a recent report listing dis- 
asters necessitating Red Cross relief 
throughout the United States during 
the past twelve months. 

The report reveals that 129 domestic 
disasters called for Red Cross aid in 
247 counties of 41 states, and that 
assistance was given to 420,000 persons 
who were disaster victims. 

“That this has been a very active 
year is obvious when one compares 
this year’s operations with the average 
of 92 disasters requiring Red Cross aid 
annually for the past 15 years,” Chair- 
man Norman H, Davis said in com- 
menting on the Red Cross Disaster 
Relief Service report. 

These catastrophes included cloud- 
bursts, cyclones, epidemics, fires, 
floods, forest fires, hailstorms, mine ex- 
plosions, a school bus accident, a ship- 
wreck, tornadoes, typhoons, and wind 
storms. 

“Disaster relief was the first humant- 

| tarian work of the American Red Cross 

after its organization in 1881,” Mr, 
Davis said. “In the ensuing 57 years 
| the flag of the Red Cross has flown 
upon every scene of major disaster in 
the Unitéd States. The Red Cross has 
carried relief—food, clothing, shelter, 
medical aid, rehabilitation of homes 
and families—to more than 2,200 scenes 
of disaster at home and abroad, and 
has expended over $140,000,000 con- 
tributed by the American public in this 
work of mercy.” 

The Red Cross policies of relief, the 
national chairman pointed out, have 
been established over a period of years 
through actual experience of its work- 
ers in the field. Relief is given on 
the basis of need of sufferers—not of 
losses. Loans, he pointed out, are never 
made, but relief fs a gift from the Red 
Cross in the mame of its members and 
contributors to its work. 

“It would not be possible for the Red 
Cross to tarry ‘out stich widespread’ 
relief activities without the help of 
thousands of Yoltintéer Workers,” Mr. 
Davis said. “Volunteers are thé main- 
stay of the orgihization, and In the 
past year’s work assistance from many 
cooperating agencies has made it pdos- 
sible for us to ahswer the many calls 
for help.” 

While relief was being given to vic- 
tims of natural catastrophes, the Red 
Cross was not unmindful of the neces- 
eity for preparedness plans to meet 
emergencies that may arise in any 
American community. Red Cross chap- 
ters in hundreds of counties have or- 
ganized disaster preparedness commit- 
tees charged with responsibility to 
map relief plans in advance of need, 
and to organize resources of communi- 
ties to prevent duplication of effort and 
waste of materials when calls for help 
are received.’ 

These plans are proving especially 
advantageous in localities subject to 
frequent floods, tornadoes, or hurri- 
canes, and actual teste of such plan- 
ning have demonstrated the necessity 
for such measures, 

“The administration of such relief 
for disaster victims is made possible by 
annual memberships of millions of 
Americans in all walks of life,” Mr. 
Devis pointed out, “The extent of Red 
Cross ald to such sufferers is entirely 
dependent upon unselfish sharing on 
the part of all of us.” 


Red Cross Nurses 
Aid Million Sick 


Red Cross public health nurses made 
more than one million visits to or on 
behalf of the sick during the fiscal year 
1937-38, 

The patients ve in mountain com- 
munities, on islands off the coast, in 
isolated ewamp regions, and in crowd- 
ed industrial sections. During the same 
period the nurses inspected 659,187 
school children for health defects in 
cooperation with local physicians, and 
gave instructions in home hygiene and 
care of the aick to 58,754 mothers and 
young girls.

Red Croas workers in chapters, in 
hospitals and on posta of the Army, 
Navy, Coast Guard, and Marine 
Corps, assisted 122,355 active ser- 
vicé men or veterans or their fami- 
Mes during the past 12 months.

Unemployment Fund 
Benefits All Counties 


MONTGOMERY, Ala. — Every 
county in Alabama has benefitted by 
the unemployment trust fund dis- 
tributed by the Alabama unemploy- 
ment compensation commission since 
February 1. 

M. H. Harper, chairman-executive 
director of the commission, today 
made pubijic statistics prepared by 
the division of research and statis- 
tics which show the number of checks 
and total payments for every coun- 
ty since the first check was written. 
The report includes the month of 
September, which closed the states’ 
fiscal year. 

In the period represented the com- 
mission issued 926,281 checks call- 
ing for the payment of $6,481,966.44 
to persons totally or partially un- 
employed. Of this amount $5,520,- 
721.80 represented by 721,117 checks 
went to persons tota'ly unemployed 
and $961,244.64 included in 205,164 
checks was paid to persons who were 
on part time jobs, 

Claimants in Shelby county were 
paid $63,058.94, represented by 
9,075 checks. Of this amount $48,- 
875.57 was for total unemployment 
and $14,183.37 for partial unemploy- 
ment.

1,085 People In County 
Given Typhoid Vaccine 


Montgomery—Shelby county's 1937 
antityphoid campaign was centered 
largely upon the administration by 
the County Health Department of 
typhoid vaccine to a total of 1,085 
persons during the year, the annual 
report of Dr. Douglas L. Cannon, Di- 
rector of County Organization of 
the State Department of Health, 
reveals. 

This report, included in the com- 
plete published report of the State 
Health Department, shows that 176,- 
438 typhoid immunizations were ad- 
ministered last year by the county 
health departments of the 64 coun- 
ties having local health units dur- 
ing the major part of the year. Tho 
three counties not covered by this 
total are Autauga and St. Clair, 
which were not organized until near 
the end of the year, and Bibb, which 
did not have a county health de 
partment in 1937, although such a 
department has been functioning

all, but those closest to him say that 
no President in recent years has tak- 
en such good care of himself as Mr. 
Roosevelt does. 

He has to an unusual degree the 
ability to let others do the worrying. 
He delegates details to subordi- 
nates and goes on frequent restful 
vacations. 

These periods of relaxation, com- 
bined with his daily exercise in the 
White House swimming pool, have 
enabled him to maintain the perfect 
physique which he had in his young- 
er days before the attack of infan- 
tile paralysis which laid him low 
when he was 39, the year after he 
ran for vice-president on the Demo- 
cratic ticket in 1920. There are few 
men of 56 who can compare with him 
in physical condition. 

Smoothing Out Antagonism 

Assuming that he really wanta to 
be re-elected, observers here, not all 
of whom are in the President's con- 
fidence, are saying that his strat- 
egy will be one of pacification of 
warring elements within his own 
party and of smoothing out the an-

Delegations From All 
Over State To Be 
Present

BIRMINGHAM — An event of 
great interest to Shelby county pro- 
hibitionists will be the annual con- 
vention of Alabama Drys, called by} 
the Alabama Temperance Alliance to | 
meet in the First Methodist church 
at Birmingham on Tuesday, Decem- 
ber 6, at 9 a. m.. 

Drys from every county in the 
State will be in attendance but none| 
with more jubilation than those from | 
Shelby, Choctaw, Clarke and Conec- 
uh counties, all of which have given 
handsome dry majorities at the polls 
within ‘recent weeks in tests af senti-| 
ment respecting the legalization of 
liquor sales. 

An action is pending in the courts 
now to set aside the Alabama Bev- 
erage Control Act as unconstitution- 
al and it is expected that the State 
Supreme Court will be asked to give 
a decision on this fundamental ques- 
iton before next Christmas. A re- 
cent decision of the United States 
Supreme Court regarding Ohio State 
Liquor Stores paved the way for an 
attack upon the Alabama Beverage 
Control Act under section 93 of our 
state constitution, and has enthused 
Alabama pirohibitionists with ‘the 
hope that the sale of liquor may soon 
be stopped throughout the _ state, 
Such an event would precipitate a re- 
appraisal of the whole beverage al- 
cohol problem in Alabama and prob- 
ably bring about efforts by the 
Wets, in our next Legislature, to 
set up a private license system, In 
the light of expected events the con- 
vention of drys at Birmingham on 
December 6th promises to be one of 
thrilling interest. 

Inspirational speaker at the con- 
vention will be Dr. W. A. Shelton, 
eloquent and scholarly Methodist 
churchman who has figured for many 
years as an outstanding prohibition 
leader in Georgia. Dr. Shelton was

There is something gratifying to American pride in the an- 
nouncement that King George and Queen Elizabeth of England are 
to visit the United States and call at the White House next Spring. 

It will be the first time that a reigning monarch of the British 
Empire has ever visited America. Perhaps if the idea of royal visite 
had occurred a couple of hundred years ago, say we might still be 
subjects of the British crown. 

At any rate, there is a strong and definite tie between this 
country and the nation of which most of the United States once 
owed allegiance, and we ought to be glad to show King George VI 
what a great country we have built by our own unaided efforts since 
we broke away from the control of his royal great-great-great- 
grandfather, George IIT. 

As we understand it, the position of the King of England and 
Scotland and Emperor of Britain is that of a symbol rather than a 
ruler. 

He is a figurehead, but a rather gorgeous figurehead. He sym- 
bolizes the greatest democracy in the world, a nation which in many 
respects is much more democratic than our own. The nearest thing 
we have in America to the King is the figurative cartoon of Uncle 
Sam, who stands for the American spirit as the King does for the 
Spirit of Britain. 

There has been some si!ly talk from Washington about the 
proper etiquette to be observed by the President and his wife when 
the King and Queen visit them. Should Mrs. Roosevelt curtsy to the 
Queen? That sounds like tommyrot. 

If there is any question of quality, the balance is in the favor 
of the President and his wife, since the President is a more powerful 
ruler, But this is not a political visit. 

“The royal visit to Washington is a visit by one gentleman and 
his wife to another gentleman and his wife, and the proper etiquette 
is what is proper when one gentleman calls at another gentleman's 
house.

}of Earnest E. Bannard. On this place 
one finds a pork production plant 
second to none in the State. Yupon 
is following a three-point program 
embracing the production of white 
}potatoes, corn and hogs. These 
three projects give a well rounded 
program for the entire year and 
keeps a cash revenue coming to the 
farm each month. It sounds nearly 
mythical when I report that this 
farm is farrowing about 100 sows 
twice a year for an average pig pro- 
duction of over seven to the litter. 

The entire plan of producing mar- 
ket hogs is built on good useful sows 
crossed on purebred boars. The off- 
spring makes a perfect “market- 
topper” at 200 Ibs. A trip to Yupon 
Farm will make a red letter day 
for any farmer who is interested 
in the economic production of pork 
on the hoof. 

The second farm I want to point 
out is that of the Wadsworth Bro- 
thers at Prattville in Autauga Coun- 
ty. Here we find three stalwart 
young Alabamians in Edward, Jack 
and Leonard Wadsworth doing a job 
of livestock farming that in unex- 
celled anywhere. This farm is much 
larger in size than Yupon Farm 
giving room for the production of 
beef cattle as well as a hog unit of 
about 30 breeding sows, Wadsworth 
Brothers market their pastures and 
grain through good cattle and hogs 
and take a special pride in finishing 
both to a point of near perfection 
and have topped the market at Mont- 
gomery so often that it no longer 
makes news, 

Both these farms have equipment 
that any farmer can have. They have 
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seven, there wit] be a lot of political 
jobs for faithful Republican work- 
ers, which should make it possible 
to build strong party organizations 
in those states. 

Even in New York, where the 
Democratic Governor Lehman was 
re-elected by a narrow majority 
over Thomas E. Dewey, Republican 
District Attorney of New York 
County, the Republicans captured 
control of both houses of the State 
Legislature and of numerous county 
and municipal governments. 

Had Mr. Dewey been elected, 
Washington observers almost un- 
animously agree, he would have been 
the inevitahle Republican candidate 
for the Presidency in 1940. As it 
is, he proved himself such an ef- 
fective and popular campaigner that 
he is certain to pull a strong oar in 
party councils from now on. 

It cannot be said that any one 
of the victorious Republicans stands 
out ahead of all the others as a 
Presidential possibility, but several 
new political figures have come to 
the front and there is no longer the 
fecling that the opposition has no 
first-rate Presidential timber. 

Among the names most frequently 
mentioned as possibilities for 1940 
are those of Gov. Leverett Salton- 


stall of Massachusetts and Gov. 
John W. Bricker of Ohio. How far 
they may develop as Presidential 


possibilities depends upon their per- 
formance in office; but they are in 
the limelight now because they 
headed the winning tickets in two 
important states. 

The same is true of Gov. Arthur 
H. James of Pennsylvania, though 
there is a feeling in Washington 
that he and his supporters stand for 
a dess progressive public policy than 
the candidates for both parties in 
1940 must advocate, 

Both parties may easily find their 
candidates in the United States Sen- 
ate. It is no secret that the 
choice of the anti-New Deal Demo- 
erats is Senator Bennet Champ 
Clark of Missouri, who was re- 
elected by an overwhelming major- 
ity. The 49-year-old son of the for- 
mer Speaker of the House, Champ 
Clark, who was narrowly edged out 
of the Democratic Presidential 
nomination in 1912 by Woodrow 
Wilson, Senator Clark has gained 
the respect of his colleagues of all 
parties by his sound political sense, 
his forceful personality and his 
fearlessness. 

On the Repulvican side a new Sen- 
ator is already being hailed as a 
“white hope” by many of his ad- 
mirers. He is Robert A. Taft of 
Ohio, son of the former President 
and Chief Justice. Mr. Taft is fifty, 
a serious-minded, successful lawyer 
in his native city of Cincinnati. His 
defeat of Senator Bulkley was his 
first major pditical adventure, 
though he served in the Ohio legis- 
lature as Speaker of the House and 
as a State Senator. 

It is the belief here that the re- 
cent election may mark the eend of 
the reform program of the present 
Administration. The new Congress 
will not, in all likelihood, try to 
undo any of the genuine reforms 
which have been started, nor will the 
Opposition get anywhere by trying 
to take away from the people the 
benefits they have gained. 

The expectation is that in the nert 
two years there will be efforts at 
constructive legislation to make the 
best and most essential of the New 
Deal's reform eexperiments work,

He drew a “Believe It or Not” 
cartoon once a week for ten years; 
and, believe it or not, it attracted 
comparatively little attention. For 
ten years, his feature tottered on tHe 
verge of failure, As Rip once said to 
me, “You work and slave for ten 
years, and then become famous in 
ten minutes.” 

That is about what happened to 
him. For one day, in September, 1928, 
he drew a cartoon that startled a 
million readers. 

He created a nation-wide furore 
when he said that Lindberg was 
the sixty-seventh man to make a 
non-stop flight across the Atlantic 
Ocean. People rose up in indignation 
and demanded that he retract his 
impudent and insulting lie. 

But Ripley pointed out that 
Brown and Alcock had flown across 
the Atlantic years before Lindberg 
was ever heard of—and so did the 
English dirgible R-34 with thirfy- 
one men aboard; and so did the Ger- 
man dirgible ZR-3 with thirty-three 
men, So Lindberg was really the 
sixty-seventh. 

William Randolph Hearst saw 
that cartoon, and was entranced. So 
he insisted that Ripley draw a “Be- 
lieve It or Not” cartoon for every 
one of his papers every day. 

And Ripley started skyrocketing 
to fame,

Pig Pens 

Have you ever sat on your porch 
on a hot summer night and smelled 
your neighbor's pig pen? If so then 
you know what this is. Now just 
what could you do to prevent this”

small portion of lime should be sprin- 
kled in it to prevent odors from be- 
ing so objectional.

TELEVISION ... . perfected 


The first radio broadcast was sent 
ont just eighteen years ago, when 
the news of the election of President 
Harding was picked up by a few 
hundred crude and usual!y home- 
made receiving sets.. How radio has 
grown in such a short time is one 
of the wonders of modern science 
and invention which is no less mar- 
velous because. we are all familiar 
with it 

From the beginning of broadcast- 
ing inventors have dreamed of the 
day when motion pictures and scenes 
of actual events could be broadcast 
over the’ ether waves, as sound is. 
Television—‘“seeing at a distance’— 
is one of the oldest of human dreams 
and the subject of many ancient my- 
ths, 

Now it is promised that by the 
Spring of 1939 television receiving 
sets will be available for everybody. 
More than a million do!lars has been 
spent in experiments with television 
and the engineers think they have 
all the “bugs” ironed out. 

The first television receiving sets 
will show those who have them pic- 
tures of peop!e acting in plays, play- 
ing games and doing other interest- 
ing things, on a screen about 7 by 9 
inches, it is promised. Eighteen years 
from now television may be as mat- 
ter- of- fact to the children of that 
day as radio is to us now. 
GOLD clothes 

Anybody who wants to wear clo- 
thes made of real cloth-of-gold will 
soon be able to have them, and at a 
cost of not more than $2.50 a yard 
for the fabric.

“Polarized” light reveals objects 
illuminated by it much more sharply

Scientists for years have produced 
| polarized light by means of quartz 
lerystals, and used it for various pur- 
poses, such as illuminating objects 
to be studied under a microscope.

He loved to fool the public. He 
nce advertised a strange horse, 
whose tail was where its head ought 
to be. The public flocked to behold 
this astonishing freak of nature; and 
after paying twenty-fice cents ad- 
mission, they saw a horse backed in- 
to the stall, with his tail tied to the 
feed-trough. | 

Although Barnum’s name is now 
a synonym for the circus, the fact 
is that he never organized what we | 
now call a circus until he was sixty | 
years of age; and he didn't form 
the Barnum & Bailey circus until 
he was seventy. 

Barnum was right. He said theve 
was a sucker born every minute, and | 
he ought to have known, for al-| 
though he made four million dollars 
out of exhibiting freaks and wild | 
animals, he occasionally proved to 
be a sucker himself.

HELPFUL SERMONS 
HEARD SUNDAY 


Earnest Messages De- 
livered by Methodist 
Pastor 


Before his evening congregation 
at the Methodist chunch Sunday 
Rev. T. H. Ferrell preached § an 
earnest and helpful sermon on the 
evil effects of the use of liquor on 
the human body.

Kingsville is located in Canada, 


about twenty-five miles from Detroit, 
Michigan. I am anxious that you 
return the tag giving the date that 
you killed the bird, so I can keep 
all such data in our little museum 
where I am compiling such scientific 
information for use in schools and 
universities. By returning the tags, 
it completes the record of said bird. 
I also give such data and information 
to our governments, which is va’'- 
uable in scientific information re- 
garding the flights of our bird life 
on the continent.

All thinking people know that the 
moral, intellectual and socia! life of 
man is influenced by the conditions 
under which he lives. As Lam Welch 
once said “If a man lives in a hog 
pen he will grunt”. No one is mor? 
aware of this fact than the resident 
operating landlord (not the absentee 
landlord) and no one is more anxious 
than he to have the living conditions 
of farm tenants and laborers  im- 
proved, This means that he wants 
better tenants and better neighbors.

Unless there is presented to 
Congress some very convincing proof 
that some foreign nation actually 
has hostile designs upon the United 
States or the territories of Latin 
America, the outlook is for a bitter 
and prolonged debate, the outcome 
of which cannot be foreshadowed. 

This will be particularly true of 
the request for new fonds for de- 
fense is coupled with the proposal to 
levy a “defense tax” upon every ia- 
dividual and corporation in addition 
to the regular income tax. That plan 
is being seriously considered by the 
Treasury, as a means of making the 
defense spending possible without 
increasing the National Debt. 

The estimate of impartial ob- 
servers is that the personnel of the 
new Congress is ‘definitely mork 
“business minded” than the mem- 
bers of the past three Congresses 
were. There is likely to be more re- 
sistance to any proposal which would 
increase the tax burden on business 
or otherwise hamper the operations 
of industry. ; 

The belief prevails in Washington 
that the Administration is aware of 
this feeling in Congress, and will 
not press for adoption of taxes de- 
signed to hurt business.

How far the pressure may be put 
on. however, to give the President 
new “emergency” powers under the 
defense program is a question which 
is being asked but not yet answered. 
How far added Government control 
over industry and business may be 
sought on the plea that efficiency 
for war depends upon centralizing 
all authority in the commander-in 
chief of the Army and Navy, is a 
problem which is worrying members 
of both parties who are afraid of a 
revival of such regulation of busi- 
ness as existed under the N.R.A.

NO DOUBT NOW THAT SHELBY COUNTY IS DRY — 


By this time there should not be any doubt in the mind of 
any man as to the attitude of the people of Shelby county toward 
the liquor traffic. A majority of our people are, and have been for 
many years, unalterably opposed to the traffic in liquor within 
their borders by any method. 

It has been an issue for a long time. Over 20 years ago at their 
first opportunity to vote on the question, in the local option election, 
as it was then called, our country was voted dry. In 1922 the people 
elected to the office of sheriff the late J. J. Falkner because he 
promised to do what he could to put down the illegal traffic that 
had sprung up after the county had voted dry. [The vote for Mr. 
Falkner was much more than a party vote, it was a people's vote, 
His majority was around 500. In every election since 1922 every 
man who has been honored with the office of sheriff has made 
that same so'emn pledge to the people that he would do his best to en- 
force the law. In our most recent election both candidates made 
this pledge openly and without reservation. The Reporter believes 
it safe to say that no man who failed to make this pledge, or who 
failed to convince the people of his sincerity in making it, would have 
been entrusted with the important office of sheriff in any election. 

In 1935 we were called to vote on the repeal of prohibition 
in a state-wide election. Out of a total of 2382, the vote was 1400 
ta 982, a majority of 482 against repeal. In 1937 in another state- 
wide election, Shelby county registered a total vote of 2162 and a 
majority against repeal of 166. In September of this year a third 
election was called (this time only a county election) on the ques- 
tion of legalizing liquor stores. In this election the total vote in- 
creased to 2671, 752 for liquor stores to 1919 against. a majority 
of 1167. No one can have now any question about our attitude to- 
ward legal liquor. 

The Reporter knows that a great majority of our people are 
just as much opposed to the outlaw traffic in liquor as we are 
against the legal traffic. 

But somehow we have not as yet found the right way in 
which to register in a convincing manner, opposition to this illegal 
traffic. To find the right way to do this is our next responsibility, 
A good start has been made in the decision to form a permanent 
Temperance organization. A step forward was taken in the action 
of the meeting Sunday, Still further progress will be made as our 
people build their Temperance organization to greater strength 
and then learn to work together in that organization with a common 
understanding and purpose for the betterment of our country.

Nothing has aroused so much in- 
dignation throughout tthe Chiristian 


of the Jews by the Nazi government 
of Germany. Unlike previous anti- 
jewish movements, the excuse that 
Jews are enemies of the church is 
not put forward now. ‘The Hitler 
government’s attitude toward Chrie- 
tians, both Catholic and Protestant. 
is almost as outrageous as its atti- 
tude toward Jews. 

What .the dictator of Germany is 
afraid of is any sort of religion. No 
dictatorship can survive so long as 
religious ideals are preached to its 
people. For the essential teaching of 
all religion is that of reverence for 
and allegiance to God first. A gov. 
ernment which rules by force must 
command the only allegiances of ifs 
people, or sooner or later they will 
rise in revolt and overthrow the dic- 
tator by force. 

That is why Hitler and his gang 
have outlawed all religions whose 
ministers are not willing to teach 
their people subservience to Nazi- 
ism, They have gone back to the 
pagan teachings of primitive times 
and set up the mythology of ancient 


days, which was based on force and , REF UGE . . 


conquest, as the only religion which 
good German subjects should be- 
lieve in. 

Mussolini has not gone that far 
in Italy. He still gives lip-service to 
the Church to which practically all 
Italians adhere. But he, like Hitler, 
has begun a campaign of persecution 
against the Jews, over the Pope's 
protests. 

PERSECUTION P money 

The Romans were persecuting the 
Jews hundreds of years before the 
Emperor Constantine established 
Christianity as the Roman religion 
in the year 312, The motive behind 
those early persecutions was the 
same as that behind Hitler’s now. 

Jews have always been the smart- 
est traders and best moneymakers in 
the world. A government in need of 
money could outlaw the Jews and 
replenish its treasury by taking their 
money away from them. 

There were Jewish traders in 

what is now Germany—ancient Gaul 
—in the time of Julius Caesar. They 
had almost a monopoly in interna- 
{tional trade for more than a thou- 
| sand years. 
When the Roman church forbade 
| Christians to take interest for loans 
ithe Jews became the chief money- 
lenders of Europe. That made them 
unpopular with the people, but very 
useful to the rulers, who had a pleas- 
ant way of permitting them to live 
in a country until they had ‘ac- 
cumulated enough treasure to be 
worth stealing, then confiscating 
their property and banishing the 
Jews. 

The laws against land-owning b7 
Jews were to force them to keep 
'their wealth in portable form so that 
it would be easy for the governments 
ito confiscate. They were compelled 
to live in restricted sections, and 
that in’ itself kept them from be- 
coming active in public affairs and 
limited their social contacts to their 
own people, They were thus set off 
as a race apart, and it was easy for 
a demagogic ruler to stir up popular 
feeling against the Jews on the ex- 
cuse that they were enemies of Chris- 
tianity. 

CHRISTIANITY . . hatred 

The Christian church carries a 
heavy responsibility, as I see it, for 
the terrible situation in which the 
Jews of Continental Europe find 
themselves today, 

We owe our religion itself to the 
Jews. The Christian Bible, except 
for the New Testament, is the ancient 
Jewish scripture. All of the Christian 
concepts of morality, the teachings 
embodied in the Ten Commandments. 
are held by Jews as well as by 
Christians. 

The only important difference {» 
was actually the Messiah whose 
was actuaally the Messiah whose 
coming the Jews prophesied. 

He was born a Jew. His disciples 
were Jews. The congregations who 
listened to His preachings were Jews. 
The most important part of the 
teaching of Jesus was that all men 
are brothers under the fatherhood 
of God. Nona can call himself a good 
Christian who does not hold to that 
teaching. 

Yet some Christian prelates and 
preachers have led their people into 
hatred of Jews an a people, and many 
who have not actively taught reli- 
gious hatfed have remained silent 
while their ignorant followers have 
tortured, robbed and murdered Jews 
merely because they were Jews.

Then each member has his own 
suite of private offices in the hand- 
some marble buildings adjacent to 
the capital. The offices are all large 
and expensively furnished in solid 
mahogany and leather, Representa- 
tives who are not chairmen of com- 
mittees: have to put up with two 
rooms, Senators get three office 
rooms and a waiting room. There 
are private lavatories and baths at- 
tached to each of these suites, and 
a constant supply’ of clean towels 
and soap. 

Swimming Pool For Senators 
In the basement of the Senate 
office building are the swimming 
pool and Turkish baths. They give 
free service to Senators. 

The Senate and House barber- 
shops provide free service, includ- 
ing manicures, for members. For 
ee ee ee 
countries where the Church  con- 
trolled the State for a thousand 
years a public psychology of Jew- 
hating has persisted among the ig- 
norant and superstitious masses. 

. . freedom 

Today the civilized world is try- 
ing to find a permanent refuge for 
the oppressed Jews of Europe 
There is not room enoug for them in 
Palestine and not enough means of 
self-support. 

An international commission, in 
which the United States is repre- 
sented, is considering bocations in 
South America, South Africa and 
elsewhere, spots where there is suf- 
ficient undeveloped territory to pro- 
vide a pioneering livelihood for a 
million or more Jewish refugees 
from Germany, Italy and other Eu- 
ropean countries. 

The chances are that no Jews 
will be permitted to take any of 
their wealth out of those countries. 
It will be confiscated by the rulers, 
as rulers have been confiscating 
Jewish wealth for two thousand 
years, 

It is quite possible that our great- 
grandchildren may see a new Jew- 
ish nation taking its place among 
the great powers of the world.

til the next day, since the member- 
ship will be busy on the first day 
in getting organized, 

There may be surprises in the 
President’s appointments and in his 
message generally, but the probab- 
ilities have been so thoroughly dis- 
cussed here that the keenest observ- 
ers believe they know who will be the 
new members of the Cabinet and of 
the Supreme Court. 


The guess on Attorney-General is 
practically urfinimous; it is the gen- 
eral belief that the man scheduled 
for that cabinet post is Robert H.

Next time hear anybody beefing 
about there being no more oppor- 
tunities left in America for the or- 
dinary man, tell them about the ex- 
perience of Morris Krischenblatt and 
his three sons. It came out in a le_ 
gal proceeding in New York a 
couple of weeks ago , and to me 
reads like a story of the old pioneer 
days. 

The Krischenblatts came to this 
country from Warsaw, Poland, last 
April. They brought enough money, 
saved up through years, so that they 
could put up a bond to guarantee 
that they would not become public 
charges. Nobody told them there 
wasn't a chance to get a job in 
America, so in their ignorance they 
went right ahead and got themseves 
jobs. 

Morris, the father, is working as 
a watchman for $35 a week. The 
oldest son, Abraham, has a job at 
$25 a week. The second son, Jerome, 
has a $22 job. Henry, eighteen, is on 
a job which pays $15 a week.The 
youngest son, David, is only six, so 
he doesn’t contribute anything to 
the family income, which is now 
$95 a week. 

There is little liklihood 
Krischenblatts becoming 
charges, it seems to me. 


CAPACITY . nc ssceves 


To be sure, the Krischenblatt 
family brought with them the ca- 
pacity for work. The father has a 
special skill which is in demand. I 
do not know that he has any more 
skill than American-trained watch- 
makers have. 

I am sure of one thing, however, 

and that is that the highly skilled 
craftsman in any line who is willing 
to -vork honestly at his trade is not 
to be found in the ranks of the un- 

employed. More than one big em- 
ployer has told me many times dur- 

ing these recent difficult years that 
he found it impossible to get enough 
really skilled workers, 

I hear many persons kicking a_ 
bout the American system, which 
they hold responsible for the large 
number of persons on relief and the 

general complaint about unemploy- 
ment. There is nothing wrong with 
the system. There is a great deal 
wrong with the widely-propagand- 
ized idea that the way to get ahead 
is to take life easy, work short 


of the 
public 


hours and get more than enough to 


get by.

| were reared in a different. tradition. 
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Certainly his father presumably 
his brothers, began their training for 
work at a much earlier age than 
Davy will be allowed to go to work 
in America. The European aystem 
still apprentices boys of ten or 


| twelve to master craftemen, so that 
jthey begin to learn how the useful

they are still young enough to learn, 
The American idea is to keep boys 
in school until they are almost 
grown men, an then turn them 
loose to start earning a living. The 
European-trained crafteman has a 
head start on them. He is a master 
of his trade when the American boys 
are just beginning to learn it. 

For the genius and the intellectual 
who will do better in the white- 
collar occupations or the profes- 
sions, there is much to be said for 
the American system. But I cannot 
help feeling that it handicaps a 
great many youngsters whose ca- 
pacity is for the sort of work which 
does not call so much for schooling 
as for skill in the use of hands and 
tools.They are the ones who really 
create wealth,

In America David Kirchenblatt 
will find that the fact that he is a 
Jew does not put him under any more 
restraint than his Christian school 
mates are under. He will not be de- 
nied civil and social rights because 
of his racial strain, he will be free 
to think as he pleases, speak as he 
pleases, do as he pleases so long as 
he does not break tife simple rule 
that he must not do anything to in- 
fringe on the equal right of anybody 
else to do the same. If he doesn’t 
like the government, he can say 50 
as loudly as he pleases and nobody 
will put him in jail. 

We take our liberty so much for 
granted that we cannot realize what 
it means to people who come from a 
country where they have lived in 
constant fear of the secret police, of 
being robbed of their possessions by 
the government, of being denied the 
right to live and travel where and 
how they please. Perhaps we need 
some new blood in America, to help 
bring back the old ideals of liberty 
as the most precious thing in the 
world, the one thing worth dying for. 


Prepare For 1939 
Fruit Crop Now 


Auburn, Ala.--Quite often next 
year’s crop is dependent upon prep- 
aration made for that crop the pre- 
vious year. This is certainly true 
with a fruit crop. Peach trees that 
have not been treated for borers, 
apple trees that are heavily infested 
with scale not sprayed, or grape 
vines not properly pruned are sute 
not to produce a satisfactory crop 
next year. advises W, A. Ruffin, 
Alabama Extension horticulturist. 

Peach trees five years old or older 
| that have not been treated for borers 
can be treated now. The paradichlo- 

, robenzene applied now should be 

| left around the trees all winter. 

There is little danger of damage to 
old trees from such treatment. By 
doing this job now the possibility of 
it being overlooked in the spring 
tush is avoided. 

During the warm days of Novem- 
ber and December is an excellent 
time to get the all important job 
of pruning over with. Grape and 
scuppernong vines must be pruned 
as soon after the leaves drop as 
possible, Pruning thease plants in 
late winter is sure to cause serious 
damage from bleeding. Do not 
prune or spray plants during free- 


zing weather. 

Oil sprays are much more effec 
tive in the control of scale insects 
than lime sulphur. Care should be

|S iakecedl DOT you see on this map 
represents a city or town where 
one or more railroads purchase mate- 
rial and supplies or fuel. In Alabama 
last year the railroads made purchases 
in 342 cities and towns located in 
64 of the 67 counties in the state. 
A similar map of the Nation would 
show that railroads bought 70,000 arti- 
cles in 12,174 cities and towns in 2,637 
of the 3,072 counties of the United States. 
Your neighbor, the Louisville & Nash- 
ville, made a substantial part of these 
purchases.

Given greater freedom to adjust rates 
to meet competitive situations, to adjust 
services to the demands of traffic and to 
adjust expenses to the conditions of their 
business, and placed on an equal footing 
with all other forms of transportation, 
the railroads will be enabled to earn 
more and thus to increase their purchas-
